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Sir, 

I have the honour to submit my Annual Report ior the year 190S-1 909. 

1. CONSERVATION. 

"Work ou the conservation of ancient monuments proceeded in various parts of 
the Presidency, but the amount expended was largely below the sanctioned grant. 
This was in some measure duo to the misconduct of the late office manager P. S. 
Krishnaswami Aiyar, b.a., who in tbo course of the year suppressed a large number of 
official docamonts of all kinds including numerous estimates for conservation repairs. 
If these bad been immediately placed before me as has always been the case hitherto, 
they would, in due course, have been wholly or partly executed during the year. 
But this was only discovered shortly after the close of the year. The work actually 
accomplished is stated in the reports from the Public Works Department herein 
embodied (Part II). 

2. EXPLORATION AND EXCAVATION OF ANCIENT SITES. 

Some important discoveries of ancient Buddhist remains in the Vizagapatam 
district, and exc.iration at the sites were made. An unusually large amount of this 
work was accomplished, chiefly through operations having^ been conducted almost 
continuously throughout the year, with ouly a slight break in the hot weather. 

Buddhist monasteri/ ai Sankaram . — With the permission of the Raja of 
Vizianauram tho remains have now been declared protected under the Ancient 
Monuments Act. 

In the prerious year’s annual report (pages 2 — 3) a slight description was given 
of the excavations which had begun at the newly discovered Buddhist monastery on 
the Safikarara hills near Anakapalle. This extended well on to\vards the close of the 
year and was completed in so far as the buried buUdii^s and monolitlis are concerned. 
There yet remains a final examination of some extensive deposits of ashes which have 
yielded large numbers of coins, inscribed seals, pottery and other objects of great 
interest. This can be undertaken at some future date. 

\ fullv detailed and profusely illustrated account of the work at ^ankaram 
u-as prepared and sent to the Director-General for inclusion in his annual report. I 
mav note that these Buddhist remains are imiquo and of great interest. The account 
of the discovery in last year’s report, brief though it was, seems to liave excited some 
interest in tho local Buddhist world, for .1 had several enquiries regarding them 
from leading Buddhist authorities in India and Ceylou. The remains stand on two 
adjoiniug hills standing adjacent to each other cast and west in a wide pilin' of 



lice fields. The rook strata crop out at varions places and especially along the ridges. 
On the west hill there are hundreds of rock-cut dagolas of various sizes, two 
monolithic itupas and two rock-out eaves, in one of which is a rock dagola. Some of 
these previously appeared on the surface, but many were wholly or partly buried and 
have only now been excavated. 


On the east hill the whole of the west slope is cove^red with groups of dagohas^ 
mostly monolithic but partly struetural, standing on rock-cut platforms or terraces 
which converge up to a large rock-cut and brick stupa the summit! The dome 
of the siUpa which was constructed of brick has now almost entirely disappeared. 
The brick casing of the circular and square platforms however still remain. Groups 
of rock-cut and brick dagciba-i and small ekaityas surround the stupd. In two of 
these brick dagobas stone relic caskets in the form of miniature dutjohas were found. 
Some of the groups of the smallest of the which stand on the terrace around 

thesfujja are encased in either square or circular brick buildings. 

In the aides of this hill are six rocfc-eut caves, some of which have sculptured 
panels in an aichaio style of art. They do not exhibit much variety, and generally 
consist of a seated Buddha and attendants. Occupying the whole eastern summit of 
the east lull and separated by a pass^^e from the western sUlpa is a rectangular mass 
of cut-rook about 1 60 feet long by half that in breadth and 12 feet in height. On it 
are the foundations and walls of a chaiitja surrounded by colls, and with a hall and 
various buildings in front, A.t a lower level and situated against the north-east, east 
and south sides of the rectangular rock on which the cliaiiga stands, are long rows 
of brick and monolithic cells ^vith most of the walls existing for nearly their original 
height, i’acing those on tbo north and east sides and separated from them b'y a 
passage is another row of cells. 

Around, the north, east and south upper slopes of the east hill are a series of 
terraces which wero originally used as habitations, for hero have been found great 
masses of ashes containing potter)', coins, seals, terracotta inscribed tokens and 
various other small articles of interest. Coins and terracotta tablets wero also found 
in some of the colls and at other parts of tbo buildings. 

In addition to the remains already raentionod, there are various mocolithfo 
dmalat at places around tho oast hill. There is also an image of a goddess which 
indicates a subsequent occupation by tho Hindus. 

The following list includes tlio most important of the objects found. Annllpatioo 
has been made to tho Collector to have the gold coins, gold plates, and copoer coinq 
declared treasure trove.

Uliscfllaneous Objects. 

Seals — (a) Conical — Two of the seals of this class have five lines of an inscription, 
and these .are circular at the bottom wherein the letters are engraved. One of them 
has a bole bored through tho top so that it can be securely fastened to a stnng. 
Three rectangular and four oval seals bavo been discovered. One of the rectangular 
seals is in ivory. The seals are about high. An interesting example of these 
seals is one with a rf(7j7oJ« with an umbrella on the top, ta*o attendant figures at 
tho sides and three lines of an inscription below. The seal is 1* high Estampages 
of this Seal appear on several terracotta architectural objects used on dngohas and 
found in places where exca%'ation hw been carried out. This seal goes to show 
that all these estampages may have been prepared here, and used not only for seals 
but for the architectural ornaments on tho buildings or monoliths. 

2. Impressions of seals in terracotta — (a) TFifA impressions onlp (1) jlat ones . — 
Thcpo are 185 in number, and of these the letters are clearly visible in 69. Tho 
largest o{ these is 1^' in diameter and the smallest g' in diameter. The impressed 
letters on these vary in size according to the diameter of the seal. Some of the 
estampages appear to correspomi with certain of tlio seals. Oae impression is 
different from tho others in as much os tho characters impressed on it are not in 
the Pali character but resemble those of the Pallnva characters found at the Pallava 
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,emples of Conjeeveram and at the Seven Pagodas. On the top of this seal impres- 
jion is a crescent, while below there ia a lino of letters. This estampage is 1^" in 
iiameter. The letters on many of these seal impressions are much worn. These 
estampagea were mostly found at the deposit of black earth on the north side of 
the east lull. In some of the estampages the wot clay before or during estampage 
has been slightly bent over and this has -probably occurred before they were put in 
the kiln. 


(2) Ball or glihular seal tmpresaions. — Theseare 13 in number, and while the 
largest is about the size of an ordinary playing marble the smallest is no larger than 
a pea. They have from one to four rows of lines of letters with charaoters similar to 
those on the flat ones. "SVhat the object of these ball-like seals was, it is not possible 
to say, but probably they were used for the same purpose as beads in chanting 
maniras. aud the impressions on them are probably mantras. 

(5) da(]oba and inscription below. — Those were found in various parts of 
the excavations. The impression consists of a ddgoba with an umbrella over it and 
three lines of an inscription below. In the ddgoba is a seated image of Buddha with 
the right palm over the left. At the sides of the ddgoba are two attendants in a 
staudiag posture probably worshipping the ddgoba. The original seal from which 
these estampages have been prepared has already been noticed under seals. There 
are 54 of these estampages, of which are apparently similar. Three easts from 
similar or identical moulds and intended probably for being placed in small niches on 
the tops of pilasters or niches have a similar estampage in the centre surrounded bv 
ornamental work. They are 3-f" long at the base. ^ '

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Two other similar objects are circular, and are formed like lamps, but it is more 
probable that they may hare been used as miniature umbrellas for votive d't^obas. 
They have a projecting stem in the centre of the hollow which may have been for a 
miniature umbrella post. 

— It is If" high, aud has a moulded projection at 
the middle and at the base. There is a vertical hole running through it probably 
for the fixing of an umbrella. 

8. A perforated Ud .> — ^This is in terra-cotta and is pierced in five holes. Two 
small round pieces of about If" in diameter, and another square ono about an inch 
square have each a hole in their centre*. They are similar to those used in making tbo 
sacred thread from cotton. 

9. Soap’stone peneils. — Six of these have been found, which TOry from half an 
inch to an inch and a half in length, with a holo for a string at one end. They are 
thicker than the ordinarj* slate pencils now in use among school boys. The purpose 
of these at that early period can only be surmised. 

10. An ttrtifcial eye. — This is tho only one of its kind found here. It is half an 

inch in diameter. The central portion or tho pupil is slightly black while the 
surrounding portion is white. It has doubtless been used in a statue. * 

11. An inscribed stone. — This stone is square in section with a slight taper 
towards one end, and has an inscription on two sides. It may hare been tho 
umbrella post of a small d'l^oha. It was found among the ddbris around a dCtgoha 
on tlio west side of the cast lull. It is by 1-f' by If", Two pieces of inscribed 
terra-cotta tablets are 2f' by 11' and 2' by If', respectirely. They differ from 
the other terracotta objects found in largo number, in that tliey Ijav© been engraved 
with a stylo when tho clay was wet. All other objects of whatever form except ono 
have been stomped. 

An ovalcstampago measuring inches in length has appatcntly been used aa 
a token. An unique example of insenbed terra-cotta was found at a dwioba unearthed 
near th«* PO\Jth-west cave. It is Qf" by 7' by Sf', and is hollowgroovecl on the under 
aido. It has four linos of an incomplete in«criptioD in Pali characters stick ns are 
seen on many of the tnarbic sculptures at Amaravati. The right end of the slab is 
broken off.

27. t7oin*— (a) C7oM,— Only one coin of this metal was disoovereJ. It was found 
near th® deposit of black earth on the hilbside to the north of the Chailua. The coin 
has a standing figure on ono side aud a seated one on tho other. 


The foUowiug is a note on this coin by Mr. Venkayya, Government 
^Epigrapbist : — 

“ Tho gold coin belongs to the Gapts dynasty of Uogha«U -whose origiaal canital wa« 
' Patalipatra, tho modern Patna. This is perhaps the only com of the dynasty found so far iu the 
Madras Fresidency. Tho coin belongs to the reign of Samudragupta who was the most powerful 
■king of the Gnpte dynasty. Aocording to Air. V. A.pmnh (Carfy Hhiory of India, Second Edi- 
lion, page 267) Samndragupta’s acoossion took place m A.D. 32C, and he reigned until 3T5 A.D

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(h) Copper coins . — The copper coins are nearly 70 in number, and were found 
in various parts of tho buildings but particularly in the ashes deposits. 

Mr. Venkayva has made the following note on these coins : — 

' ‘‘These coins geucrally bear a lion on one aide and on the other a vase or a symbol which 
has been taken by Professor Hultzsch for a doable trident. I need not tell you that the symbol 
occurs on some Choln coins as well as on those of Ceylon. Professor Rliye Davids calls it a 
weapon of some kind, while Prineep calls it ‘ an iustrament of warfare ’ {NumUmatc Orientatia 
Ancknl coins and Measttres Ceylon, page 25). Those which bear the double trident are probably to 
ho connect^ with the ‘ biso silver ’ pi-Hie figured and desoribed ^ Mr. Smith. {Catalogue o/ coins 
m the liulixn Mtweiini, Caleuiia, page 312. No. 1 on plate XX\, facing page 3'i4). The latter 
bears the legends Viskamasvldhx and some of our coins of the ‘double trident’ type also 
bears tho same legend. VxshnmasidAhi was the surname of the first Eastern Chalukya king 
Vishnurardhana, who according to Dr. Pleet, reigned from A.D. 015-33 {Ind. .dnf., Volume XX, 
page 95). 

As regards the ‘ vase ’ type to whirir most of tho coins now sent to me for examination, 
belong, Sir Walter Elliot figures two specimens (Nos. 49 and 50 on plato 11 of his Coins of 
Southern Indta and attributes them to the Pallavas (page 152 of the same volume). If these 
copper coins are to be attributed to the Pallavas. it may be that Vishnuvardhana adopted with 
some alteration the Palkava coinage after ho took possession of thoir dominions. He must have 
substituted the ‘ double trident ’ for the * vase ’ of the Pallava coinage. Il is worthy qf note 
that the bon was tho crest of a family of kings whose dominions lay in the Modern GddiiTari 
•distrUt (h>ijrapAiaIndie«,VokmerV. page 104, and No 3 on plato, facing page 214 of the 


same volume). 

I have not been able to identify one of the copper coins (U, section 30) it bears on tho 
obvorso a lion nnd n vaso (!) on the other ,ido. There a a «hort lemnd in ancient oharnotcr. 
helonning to the 4th or Sth centorj- A.D. I have tontatiroly read the Icgcod aj Srikaiasa. 
Uut 1 do not know of any one who bore that name.” 

(c) Lead cams.— Only one lead coin has been got It was found at tho 
deposit of black earth on tho north-east side of tho eAaitya. One sido is embossed 
with the image of a horse. 

It may not bo out of placo bore to meution tbo differouco between the materials 
-of the Sabkaram coins and tboso from Amm-avati. Tho coins from tbo latter place 
nro altnost all of lead, while tboso found at Sankacam are oil of copper enoept two. 

28. Crffilals. Si-x of these were unearthed frdm the deposit of black earth to

5. — There are olevcn.of them and they are mostly complete. They have 
been used for covering pottery vessels, and arc similar to those in common iho ntlho 
present day. No coraplolo pots, for which they might have hecti used, have been 
found, but numerous portions of the rims of certain pots have boon. They vary in 
diameter from 6A’' to 7". 

6. jST/naffs.— There are feix of those. They vary in mo from -Jt" to SJ". Ono 
has a bole through iho centre, which probably suggests that it was used for burning 
incense iu worship. Three smaller ones \*ary in height Irom 2^' to 8", with a diumoter 
from 8" to Si". These have hcon stands for tho support of globular vessels iu 
pottery. 

7. Cnicihlea . — There aro eight of these vessels. Ono is complete, but tho others 
are more or lees broken. They vary in hoiglit from H' to 1^". One of them shows 
that they consist of two parts, a thin inner layer of fino pottery and an outer thicker 
one of coarso material. The crucibles are about g” thick and may probabU* have 
been used for baking tho clay seals and tablets. 


8. Jura . — Two mouths of jars are respectively 5' and 7^' high. 

0. TtrraeoUa ArchiUctural oTOorowii,.— The majority of the stone dagohia wore 
originally covered with plaster, but a few seem to Jmvc boon covered with ornamental 
terracotta, probably at a late permd. Several epccimcns of this class of orimmont 
were unearthed chiefly at tho dugohaa on the scuth-west slope of the east hill One 
of them is a portion of tho circular pUntli of a dagola. It is 8' high and has’iri ono

There is another terracotta ornament wJiich has probably surmounted 
a pilaster. Six moulded piers of terracotta which form the component parts of a 
cylindrical pillar with base and capital were uucarthed. They aro hollow in the 
centre and when fitted together form a complete pillar. A rod or a piooo of wood 
has probably been passed through them to keep them in position. There is a terra- 
cottarailng 8 labforad« 9 o 6 ow_hich j 8 6 ''by 3^". It has a line of five dagohaa. It ivas 
found near the siono^diujohas in front of the south-west eavo. Other pieces with two 
dagdbaa moulded on them were found near the same place. Besides these bricks 
used as coping stones or for the caps of^ pilasters have been got in some number 
One is a brick with a roll moulded projection on its side while nuotber is either 
the base or the capital of a pillar. There aie altogether eleven of these, but only five 
of them are complete. They vary in height from 7" to 10". One of tbe-^e bricks 
has an incised mark, made while tbn clay was yet moist, resembling a stand with 
two flowers at its side. Along with tliese terracotta ornaments may also be classed 
the ornanienls on the rims of l^ge pottery vessels. The varieties of these aro 
numerous. Some have thumb impressions, while others have carved, inscribed 
floral or projecting ornaments of various crude design. On tho whole there are 118 ‘ 
of these fragments which must have formed pots of from 2 to 3 feet iu diameter 
A portion o! a vessel with the figure of an elephant and stamped perforated holp«. «« 
the top was found.

10. Umbrellas for votive dagobas . — These are all in terra*ootta and hare been 
unearthed in rery large numbers from the deposits of ashes T\ro are ornamented 
and are 51" and 4^" high respectively. The others are 646 ia nnmber. They vary 
from 3" to 7^' in height. There is one specimen in polished pottery 

11. Umbrellas for monolWiic ddgohas — (a) Slone . — An almost complete stone 
umbrella has been found in a rectangular canty in front of a rock diigobii near the 
cave on the south-west side of the e.ist hill. It has been broken, and a portion of it 
is away. It is a foot in radius with a raised iim nrouud, and a projection on the 
centre which forms a socket for fitting it to thb post. A portion of another umbrella 
was discovered near the vertical rock wall on the north of the west hill. 

(b) A ierra-eotla umbrella . — ^This was unearthed from near a rock dajoba on 
the west of the east hill. It is interesting as showing in connection with other tena- 
ootta objects found, that some of the dCtyobas either structural or monolithic were 
encased in this material. It has a radius of 10*, and has a socket and rim similar 
to another in stone. It is nearly complete though broken into tvvo. Between the 
socket and the rim on the under side are four small knobs which may hare been used 
for tho affixing of a plaster coating. 

12. Terra-cotta pillars — (a) Capitals . — ^Two capituls have been discovered. One 
is 6^' high and the otlier is 8" high. Another .similar is 5j" high and is broken. 
These were found in tho debris between the «W;>a and the Chaitya on the east hill. 

(i) Bases . — One was found near the rubble retaining wall on the north side 
o£ the Ohidtya. It is 1 8* high, is hollow' and is variously moulded on the exterior. 
Tlirce smaller ones were recovered from the deposit of black earth to the north of the 
Chaiiga, They vary from 7" to 8" m length and have a diameter at tho top of 
nearly 9*. 

IS. Spouts of poU. — Nutnorou.s forms of spouts have been discovered. Speoiraens 
of the most typical and also unnsual forms wore fonnd. In some, the end is point^ 
while in others It is blnnt. In one of them thoro is the facu of a Uon, while the 
other Ws a knob at tho end. The spouts number 734 m all, and vary from 1^* to 
4J*in IcQcth. They have been originally affixed to tho sides of a large pottery 
vessel. 


Stone and Iron Implements. 


1. Honei. ^Two of these have been discovered. They have been used for 

sharponing chisels Tho hollow groove^ left by the rubbing of th.* chisels show 
the varioas sizes of the imph-meuts thus shaq>oned. These grooves uro on two 
rides in one and on three sides in the other Tbej are about 4>* long and were 
found in tho deposit of black earth to the north of the Chaxtga.

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8. Tolishing stones. — Thirty-nine stone implements of this doseription are among 
the finds which have been got in various parts of the ashes deposits. They vary from 
I5" to 45" in length. 

9 . An iron torch lamp . — It is such as is used on festival occasions. It is about 
a foot high and is formed of three separate pieces.

"While engaged in work at the Sankaram monastery I learned of a tradition ' 
■which pointed to an early conflict between the Buddhists and the Hindus, and the 
overthrow and expulsion of the former by the adherents of the latter religion. 
This tradition also alluded to a connection between Sankaram and Simbichalam. 

I therefore visited the latter place to ascertain if any structural remains of the 
Buddhist period existed. The temple there, is an important one, both from a 
religious and an architectural point of view. It, however, apparently contains no 
remains whicTi could be ascribed to the Buddhists, though possibly, as with other 
temples in these Northern districts, it maj* have derived a portion of its sanctity 
from a place made popularly sacred by previous occupation by the Buddhists. 

The temple is a fine specimen of the Orissan style of architecture of the 13 th 
century, and abounds in finely executed seulpture?. These, however, have suffered at 
the hands of the Piudaris when they made their destructive march througli this 
place, for there is scarcely an imago large or small which has not its ieatnres 
disfigured. The Pindaris are said to have halted here for about three days and 
their attention must have been fully occupied in this destructive work for the 
sculptures are numerous. ' ’ 

Though there were no Buddhist remains at ^iifahdchalam temple itself I 
hoard of some mounds containing brick remains which existed among the Darla- 
konda hills three miles to the north-west of it. As at iiiSihdchalum, u perannial 
stream of water runs down the hill side, and at the top of the volley is an extensive 
hill-encircled, basin at present thickly over-grown with dense jungle. On one of 
the mounds the circular walls of a stupa npp^r on the surface, and lying beside 
them is a stone. sculptured with a five-booded Napa. The class of remains in the 
other mounds'ean only he ascortaiood after excavation. This I propose shortly to 
undertake. Permission for the digging was readily granted by the Haiah of 
Vizianagram. There is apparently no published record of any kind refirdins 
the existence of these remains. ® ®

Edmatirtham is one of the places made sacred by a traditional. connection with 
Edma.

RUINED BUDDHIST MONASTERY 
RAMatirtham 
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The central hill is known as the Gurubaktakonda and it is high up on its northern 
side that the ruined Buddhist monastery stands. The hill is formed of precipitous 
bare solid rock, rounded on the top and about 600 feet in height. Near its south 
summit, under a vertical wall of rock is a perennial spring, beside which are a ruined 
brick mound and some Jaina images. On the rooky summit are some brick mounds. 
On the north face of the hill at a height of abont 400 feet from the base is a long 
irregular rocky platform 903 feet in length and averaging more than 100 feet in 
breadth. The hill above it extends throughout its whole length in a vertical wall of 
rock about 100 feet high, ifataral irregularities in the northern face of the platform 
have been made uj> by retaining walls of stone masonry. Along the whole platform 
is a series of brick mounds which were covered with dense jungle. 

The excavation so far as it has proceeded has resulted in the unearthing of the 
following buildings noted consecutively from west to east (PI. 1). The base of a 
brick stUpa at the western extremity 65 feet in diameter, and a tank beside it which 
was doubtless kept filled with water from the perennial spring on the hill top. 
Adjoining it on the east is a detached mass of heaped rocks on the east summit of 
which stands a chaitia 55 feet in length. In its apse is a stone dagoba in good 
preservation except a part of the dome. It contained the stone Hd of a relic casket. 
On the north and south lower sides of the mass of rock are two rows of brick cells 
each terminated by a small &iapa or dagoba. East from this again is a pillared hall 77 
feet square with rows of massive stone piers all fallen or broken. Two other large 
ehaiigas with walls still standing for a considerable height adjoin this on the 
east, and north of them on the outer face of the platform is a long row of cells and 
other buildings. The other mounds at the east extremity of the platform are as 
yet only partly explored. A stone statue of Boddba with the gracefnl flowing robes 
of the Am'ardvati sculptures is the only one of the kind as yet found. 

The chaityas are irregular in their orientatiou probably indicating different 
periods of construction. 


S. TREASURE TROVE. 

Several references regarding treasure trove were received from Collectors and 
the Superintendent of the Government Central Museum. But most of them were 
suppressed by the Late manager, and only discovered by a search among the records 
subsequent to his decease after the end of the official year. Some places were 
however visited and the objects photographed.

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6. TOUK PROGRA.MMK, 1910-1911. 

Sucli places as are vortty of Inspection, and the monuments proposed to be 
or are undergoing coneer vation will havo to be inspected Reports regarding treasure 
trove or the demolition of monaments will hare to be attended to. There aro sevend 
ancient Buddhist sites awaiting exploration. These are all in Zamindari land, but 
permission to excavate them has been received. They aro at Guntapalle and Kondii- 
valu in the Gdddveri district, and Rdmatirtham and Darlakonda in the Vizagapatam 
district. On the duration of the work at llajnatirtham depends which of the 'other 
places can be taken up during the present year 1909-1910. Thus it was only by 
working at ^ahkaram during the hot weather of 1908-1909, that dt was possible to 
undertake work at Hdmatirtham. Those left over from the present year will receive 
attention in the year following, and any others also that may be heard of, should they 
he worthy of exploration.

Hitherto, only books relating to the legendary loro of places (Sl^ahfura^ms) 
were authorised to bo purchased without sanction of Government. During the year, 
Government extended the power to purchase any 'books that might be of interest to 
this Department provided, they were each below Es. 10 in value. 

During the year, the oflBce had to be shifted to Adyar, ouung to the extremely 
small office rent allowed by Government and the impossibility ‘of getting a building 
suitable in all respects as to locality and accommodation and this has caused some 
inconvenience to the members of the office who have either to walk a long distance 
to office or engage private conveyance at their own expense j and the accommodation 
therein having been also found insufficient for the increased number of hands, 
Government have been moved in the matter of sanctioning an increased rent to enable 
the office being located in a more spacious building in some convenient part of the 
town until such time as a permanent building can be had for this Department. 


^nservlce- Some irreparable portions of the tent equipment and unserviceable photographic 
articles. articles, etc., were sent for sale by auction, new ones having been purchased during 
the year. 


II. — ^Antiquities. 

The Executive Engineer, West Coast Division, brought to the notice of this 
Department that, while clearing the jungle near the Saltan’s Battery in Wynaad, 
certain images were found, and requested to know how they were to be disposed 
of. The place being one of importance, inasmuch as it was* once occupied by the 
Jains, he was requested to send them to the Madras Museum. But again, as the 
images had been slightly damaged in transit to Calicut, he desired an inspection of 
them before despatch to the Rtuseum. Accordingly, they were personally inspected 
and photographed, and asked to he carefully packed and despatclied. Instnmtions 
were given that, whenever any future work should be carried on in the vicinity, n 
careful search for the missing ^rts of the images should he made. - 

It having been found that the Provincial Government could not always purcliase 
Treasure Trove finds of antiquarian value, owing to want of funds, the Qo^mwent 
of India ordered, on the recommendation of the Director-General of Archreology, that 
such articles might with advantage be acquired from Imperial funds, and that the 
articles so bought be treated as lent to the local Museum. Certain sums of money 
were accordingly placed at my disposal during the year. Out of this sum 
some were spent in porohasing, through the Collector of Gunter, five copper plates 
containing inscriptions, with ring and seal, on the recommendation of the Assistant 
Archteological Superintendent for Epigraphy who reported that they related to the 
age of the Eastern Chalukyan King AmmarSJa II, (A.D. 945-970), and referred to 
an important period of Teluga history ; and for the balance, other idols from private 
bodies and certain Treasure Trove finds, were purchased. 


With a view to utilize as much of the Imperial allotmont as possible, the Super- 
intendent of the Government Central Museum at Madras was requested that in 
all Treasuro Trove cases in which theopinion of this Department, recommending ’tho 
purchase of antiquities of archmological interest for the Museum, is not acted 
upon by him, early intimation of such non-purohase may be given to this Denart- 
mont, so tliat they may bo acquired for other Museums. Such a course would 
necessitate the repetition of such a request in everv case. The SuDerintond^T f 
Govemmout Museum, wanted to know in each case suggestinir thn 
of Treasuro Trove finds as to which Musount the finds were inteucM to ho 
for. But on the representation of this Department that it would bo 
to definitely aiy for which Museum the finds are intended to bo ncouired

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•dagger,- and tHe reverse twelve pellets in three rows over two other marks represent, 
ing a transverse bar. It was returned, as the Superintendent of the aiadras Museum 
-did not require it. 

Tour copper plates relating to the temple at Krishnapuram in the Tinnevellv 
District, were obtained from the trustees as a loan, and sent to the Assistant 
-Archfeological Superintendent for Epigraphy for inspection. 

A plaster cast of a carved wooden panel of Mary and Jesus, that was taken some 
years ago from the Roman Catholic Church at Tranquebar, Tanjore District,' was 
■sent to the local Mnseum for exhibition there. 

As desired by the officiating Director.Qoncral of Arcbocology during his tour 
in this Presidency, sixteen panels from the wood carvings of {he old Chilra Ter (car 
•drawn in the Tamil monUi of belonging to the Sarangapapi temple at 

Kumhhakonam in the Tanjore District, were got, and despa'tehed to the Indian 
Museum, Calcutta, after having photos taken of them. 

The Resident in Mysore sent two RpeeJmens out of 78 ICanteroy Coins discovered Basavana- 
in Basavanahalli of Tumkur District and these were found to relate to the time of tiaUl- 
•the Mysore King Kauthirava Nanisaraja (A.D. 1639 — 69). The obverse bears the 
figure of Yishna in the Nara^imha Avatar, and the reverse contains three lines of 
• an illegible inscription. Tbosc being common and the Superintendent of the Museum 
not requiring them, they were returned to the Resident with the above observation. 

This historically important place lying at a distance of nearly 14 miles on the KaTert. 
-south-east of Shiyali railway station, has already been referred to in the last year’s Putnam, 
annual report. It is one of the ancient towns said to have been in existence some 
1,800 years ago according to the works in Tamil literature. Puranically also, when 
Tarainrama defeated the Kshairiyas^ this town is said to have been in existence, and 
probably the present bamlet Vcllayaniruppu marks that connection. It was one of 
the five Chola capitals. Besides the Gb5ks, the PallavSs are also said to have been 
in possession of this city for some time, and probably the present temple in the 
• haml et of PallavanSSvaram indicates this. The town is then said to have been 
divided into two parts, Pattinapilkam where Rajas lived, and MaruTlirptlkam (proba- 
■bly the present village of MaruvatQr) where the other castes lived. The present 
.hamlet of Dajamudu KQdatn, some S or 4 miles oC, is said to have been the place 
wherefrom betel leaves were raised for this capital city. The city is said to have 
hgfl one score and a quarter temples dedicated to the various deities, but many of these 
were subsequently submerged by the sea. It was also a seat of the Jams, and the 
.present temple of Sambapathi is said to mark that spot. 

A slight excavation conducted last year by the Collector of the District exposed 
some wells close by the sea. Besides these, when observing tliis year, a brick well on 
'the seaside *vas also noticed. The wells existing near the coast line have fine hard clay 
surroundings over the burnt earthen walls ^led Oraikimra, and also the same 
arrangement occurs over the brick wells. Probably this arrangement of enclosing mud 
is to prevent salt water percolating into them. From the presence of these wells, it 
must be inferred that there should have been habitations adjoining them. There are 
also some mounds, two near the Pallavanefivara temple and two near the Sambapati 
temple, which have been selected for further excavation, if possible. 

Ill,— Damage to Ancient Monuments. 

Information having been received that some of the well carved stones in the Trichlno- 
Havab’s Palace at Trichinopoly had been removed, and that certain Natiukkdttai poly. 
Ohetties intended to demolish the ancient Kartar maniapam within the temple of 
JambhukeSvaro, the Collector was addressed on the matter. He replied regarding the 
former, that it was the Public Works Department that removed the stones for construc- 
'ting a flight of steps elsewhere, and regarding the latter, that the Chetties had no 
■intention of demolisbig the mantapam in the immediate future. The Collector farther 
■atated that he had asked Ae Executive Engineer to stop any further removal of 
-stones, and the Tahsildar to give early intimation of any intended demolition of the 
maniapam. 
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Fort, BdlsaL It was brought to the uolice of this Department, by the Superintending Engineer^. 

that the Trigonometrical Surrey Party No. UI,^ Burma, dismantled a part of the- 
battery walls in the course of their anrrey operations. The Collector was requested 
to ascertain how the walls came to be thus damaged without the knowledge o 
this Department. His reply was that the damage was caused through the removal of 
some stones for theodolite ohservation, that the damage was slight, that the officer 
regretted the occurrence, and that he was not aware of the fact of the fort having 
been preserved. The damage was then repaired at a cost of Bs. 30. 

Tlrnnal Certain articles in the local newspapers stated that the appearance of this- 

ancient building had been spoiled by several partitions recently put up. Though 
Madura. there is a standing order of Government that estimates for repairs to all ancient 
monuments should get the approval of this Department, the rule had not been 
observed in regard to this particular monument, and Government were addressed 
thereon. The Public Works Department reported that the alterations were of a- 
temporary nature on account of the recent formation of the Kamnad District office^ 
and that for any further alterations the previous approval of this Department would 
he sought ; and the papers were record^ hy Government- 
Mahal This Department was requested by the Public Works Department to inspect the 

gandra- at Chandragiri in the North Atcot district, and offer its views on the proposal 

^ ’ to convert it into residential quarters tor the Head Assistant Collector of that district 

It was accordiaglr inspected and an opinion given that it would not be desirable 
' to so utilize the building; and Government accordingly negatived the proposal. 
Mavura- It was ascertamed that the Mayuranathosvami temple at Mayavaram in the- 

Taujore district was being demolished without any notice to this Department, with a 
Maya-* .^ew to renew it, and the Collector was requested to order the postponement of the • 
demolition until the proposed repairs are approved of by this Department. The 
temple was also included during the year in the List of Ancient ITonuments. 

Ondal Ala* The Amman shrine of this temple was pulled doTra, and the inscribed stones of 
gartample, walls were heaped in a comer of another adjoining temple known as the- 
Madura. j^^janagopdlastamu The Assistant Archreological Superintendent for Epigraphy 
has been requested to copy tho inscriptions. 

On inspection, it was seen that the temple is one of importance, both archreologically 
and architecturally, on account of its antiquity and tlie unique design of its central 
Aahtdngavimdnam^ which has prorision for the goi's pitam in its third storj-. As most- 
of tho parts of the IFTnirtaarn has recently been renewed, and as such the original 
structure has not been preserved, steps have not been token to include this in the List 
of Ancient llonuments. ThQ jmranic version connected >rith the origin of this temple 
is that the sago Bhrigu in 'IVela^aga prayed fora -vision of Mafulrisfinu in the- 
Ashttin>,a Vtmanam in this world, which nowhere then existed, nud that acconlingly 
he appeared. Over the Ar<ihamanfapam nnd the eanctuarj' aro some^ ver)' good 
perforated windows in granite work. 

The shrine of the goddess, on tho south, has been totally removed, without any 
trace of tlie original building, and as tho ^nUukSttoi Chetti who did tho repairs here 
is'also in solo charge of another Vishnu temple at a distance of a few ynnls on the 
north, soToral of the pillars, capitals and inscribed stones liave boon thrown down 
there as useless inatl;rxaL In the place of the original aanctuarj*, a modem ono is 
being rapidly erected. 


Tlie inscribed stones were, on examination, found to bo in good condition and aro 
quite fit for being replaced in their original position. If this bo not done ’them is 
every protobility of the stones boinji lost once for all, or altogether removal to anothor 
place wbert> they may not be put in proper order, nnd also mislead ohaen-ers as tn 
P«rucular. thcreol; prelxibly they muy ol,o Tjo broken up.nd plain i.e,™ fo^ buildinc

Department denied any 
knowledge of this. Tho matter has been referred to tho Collector of Vizagapatam 
■district from whom no reply has yet been received. Tho ruins should be marked . 
by a notice board to inform and warn tho public that they are protected under the 
Ancient Monuments Act At present, there is nothing to show that they are 
included under that category. 

IV.— References and Publications. 

The Director-General of Archrcology in India desired to have a short account of 
-nny new interesting discoveries, made during tho past year, for contribution to tho 
Journal of the Royal Asiatic Society, The excavations made by this Department as 
■well as that made by tho Collector of Tanjoro at tho ancient site of Kuveripatnam 
which resulted in the unearthing of some remains of buildings and other small objects, 

■wero detailed and reported upon. 

Tho Director-General of Archtcology stated that an arrangement had been made 
for an excbango with tho Archmological Commissioner ot Ceylon, of photos of 
ancient monuments of that country for those of this oirclo, and he was furnished by 
this Department, with 63 photos, and information as to tho.dato, as far as possible, 

•of the building or sculpture which each photo represented. 

Seeing that it would be expedient to affix to each of tho monuments in the Notlcs 
• conserved list, a notice boartl containing the name of the monument and the penal 
clause agaiust any unauthorized interference with it, a standard form was prescribed 
in consultation ^rith the various officers connected with the putting up of such 
boards, and Government was addressed thereon. By this arrongoment the inspect- 
ing officers of the various departments will easily recognise the monuments and 
also warn tho publlo against any damage of the kind, cases of which have frequently 
•occurred. 

• It has been arranged that in future the photo negatives are to be stored in the 
•various proviueial arohmological offices and that prints therefrom are also to be ” ® ” * 
.'SuppUed to tho public at tho prescribed rates ; in view to this, the best method of 
preserving them is to bo resorted to and proper storage effected. 

Some of the citizens of Velloro sent a mahazor praying for the resumption of 
•worship in the Hindu temple within tho Fort there; but on a reference to the 

• Collector, it having been found inadvisable to grant the request, it was not complied 
with. 

Certain cadjiin books, said to have been left in front of the Collector’s Cutcherry 
•at Saidapet by some astrologer, were sent by Mr. Lionel Vibert, Collector of 
Chingleput. They were kindly perused by Mahiimahopadyaya V. Saminatha Aiyar 
Avargal, Pandit of the Presidency College, Madras, and stated to be a Sthahpuramm 

• of Timvammmalai, ^ilpa i§<Utra, and a treatise on roedicino, etc. Some of them which 
•were useful to this Department were retained, and the rest forwarded to the local 

• Oriental Manuscripts Library. 

InformaUon was received from the Public Works Department that certain VIrMam 
inscribed stones were found at excavation of foundations in the Lalpet weirs at the 
Viranam tank, Chidambaram taluk, South Arcot district ; and of these, two were 
sent to this office. Impressions were taken of these inscriptions and forwarded to the 
Assistant Archreological Superintendent for Epigraphy ^th a request to be informed 
-if all the stones were worthy of preservation. On his reply that they might be 
preserved for decipherment, the PubUc Works Department were requested to do so. 

•That Department has further reported that eight inscribed stones and a stone idol have 
since been found and kept for inspection by the tpigraphic^ Department. The two 
inscribed stones received in this office were duly forwarded to the Madras Museum 
to be placed along with other archajological exhibits.

A Treasure Trove find, conaiating of t\ro lamps, two plates and a stool or stand, Chlgatarf; 
all of brass, was found on tbe 1st July 1909, in the village of CHgateri, Harpanahalli 
taluk, ^ Bellary district The two lamps bad inscriptions on them in Kanarese, showing 
that, in the year 1201 of the Salivahana Era, they were presented to the Eamasvami 
temple at Cbigateri. They were of antique and unusual form and their purchase 
on bebalf of Government was therefore recommended. 

Certain stone images found in tbe course of excavation of tbe temple lands in Kfinarma. 
Eilpaima of ^e Wandivash taluk were referred to this Department for opinion as to 
their acquisition on behalf of Government. The carvings on the idols were found to 
be of or^nary-workraansbip, but as the value of each of them was fixed at a low 
rale, such of them as might not already be in tbe Museum were recommended for 
purchase. 

A Vishnu image, a pltam and a ehahram (Plate I, Figure 1), found in a Treasure viragalur. 
Trove case of Viragalur, in the Tricbinopoly district, were recommended to be 
purchased for the Madras Museum. 

Some silver jewels (Plate I, Figure 2) foand at Pnb'valam in the Tanjore district PoUvalaai. 
■were recommended to be purchased by tbe Madras Museum, 

Certain silver and gold jewels found in KomalOr, Tirukoiltlr taluk of tbe South Seoalur. 
Zrcot distriot, were inspected, and as it was seen that there was nothing unusual 
about them, it was decided that they were not worthy of acquisition. 

The fourteen stone idols found here while excavating for foundations for repairs, Jsmms 
were found to be ancient and to contain good carvings. It is very likely they are xa^ktrl. 
the Hindu idoU that were buried before the Hindu temple there was converted into 
the present mosque by the Muhanunadans in tbe days of Arungazeb. They were 
therefore recommended to be acquired. 

Tbe fourteen sculptures found in the Treasure Trove case at Eainuthula in the Ralaa- 
Guntdr district were inspected, and the following were recommended for acquisition 
as being very ancient ; —

The metallic idol of Kalindimarddhana hy Sri Krishna foand in tho Ksttu Edayar Kstta 
Treasnre Trove case of the South Arcot district, was found worthy of being acquired, 
and the Superintendent, Government Central Museum, Madras, was so informed. 

Tbe period granted to tho Syndicate to eeatch for treasure underneath the Treasara 
Gb5lamparai rock in Pattur near Tricbinopoly, and referred to in the annual report of s^dicate, 
last year, expired without any application for extension of time being received in 
this Department The Collector of Tricbinopoly was referred to, and he forwarded 
Copy of a Government order gra^tiug a further extension of one year. It would be 
convenient if such information be furnished to this Department, simultaniously in all 
such eases. 

This mass oi solid rock, which lies at a diatanco of nearly three miles on the Chol&tn- 
north-west of the Tricbinopoly station, is about 30 feet in height It measures 2 
acres 90 cents, and is classed in tho Berenne accounts as Survey h'o. 30 (I), Porem- poly, 
boke, Tho name probably arose from tho fact that this marked the limit of the 
Chola kingdom in those days ; and Draiyur, one ol the Chola capitals, is close by 
this rock. 
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Tho oxcaTations made in tho rock by this Trichinopoly Troasuro Trovo Syndicate 
are on the west ot tho rock adjoining tho JCodamurutli channel and measure nearly 
65' in length, 10' in breadth and 30' in depth. The Forest department is said to 
grant licenses to remove Btoncs on tho north and cast, and this is objectionable since a 
Government order was issued in 1005 prohibiting quarrying near this rock which 
has inscriptions. 

Another small inscription in a lino of four letters has boon noticed almost at tho 
. top of tho rook near thopl/aniof tho Vinnyakar sculpture, and this has been referred 
for the opinion of tho Assistant Archioologtcal Superintendent for Epigraphy. 

Tho Treasure Trovo Syndicate seems to have dono nothing in tho matter of 
continuing tho excavations for tho past few years, and as such it may not bo worth 
while to grant any further extonsion of tho period. 

VII. — Circular Letters, etc. 

Hotlfl- . Seeing that in some eases where a notification for declaring monuments “ pro- 

c&tloQs. tected” is delayed hy Collectors, especially the second notification after the first 
inviting objections, the following circular letter was sent to all Collectors, and the 
desirability of their persuading tho custodians of monuments to exccuto agreements, 
where Government contribution is given, was also impressed ; — 


“ According to section 3 of tho Ancient Monuments Act VHof 1004, in the ease of evory 
monument to bo protected by Government, it has to bo notified in the Fort St. George and 
District Gaaettes that such is the intention of Government and objections thereto mvited, 
allowing one month’s time to intervene between the publication of tho notifleution and the final 
decision of Government. It has been observed that in some cases there has been delay in the 
issne of this final order which may be avoided by your promptly reporting to Government 
•whether or not there were objections at the expiry of the one month’s Gmo allowed by the Act. 
I would, therefore, request that necessary arraogoments might be made for issuing strict orders to 
Divisional Officers and Taballdats to allow of no delay in the submission of such reports. 

“ 2. Although section 5 of the Act enforces the obtaining of an agreement from the 
custodian of “ protected ” monomente only, yet in practice it has been found possible to persuade 
the custodiaus of some mouameuts, to the repair of which Govcniment has contributed, to execute 
agreements, though the mouumeats may not have been declared “ protected.” Now that a new 
and enlarged List of Ancient Monameate is to shortlj issue, it will include a much larger 
preportiouof monuments thau was the case hitherto, but most of them need not be formally 
declared protected, though it is neceesary to make every endeavour to induce the custodiaiui of 
all the monuments in the List, for which Government is asked to contribute for its upkeep, to 
enter into an agreement under the Act and also when instances occur under the special cirenms*- 
tances embodied in G.O., No. 790, Poblic, dated 4th September 1903. 

“ 3. I would also request that you will kindly forward a copy of the report to be sent by 
yon to Superintending Eogioeere under B.S.O. No. 203 (2), so that I may have an opportunity 
of seeing rf it has been incorporated in tbe lists sent to me by the Superintending £n‘>^meer.” 


Vegetation. 



The following memorandum by this Department in regard to the prevention of 
growth, of vegetation on ancient monuments was circulated to all officers of the Pnblio 
Works and Kevenue Departments : — 

“ That vegetation plays an active part in the destruction of temnles ai»l • * 

monuments is a fact very well known. It U one of tho chief destructive mflaonnPd 
climate. But tho custodians of ancient monuments do not, as a rule seem to takB nn/ 
those growths on the walls, cither when they aro but small’ plants or even aft^TfL ^

“4. That the ancient Hindus were not unaware of the evil effects of vegetation is evident 
from the fact that, in many imj»rtant temples, due provision has been made in the accounts for 
the annnal clearance of vegetation, though, in practice, it is not now done in the manner in 
which it should and ought to he done, and is in most cases neglected. 

“5. Touring officers of the Itevonuoand Public Works Departments sUonld mate if a point 
to bring these to the notice of the custodians of all ancient monuments, and also note tho action 
taken in this connection in their diaries to their superiors. In the worst cases, where there is 
-any probability of any part of a building collapsing from this cause, a special report may be 
made to the Collector of tho distriot, who would do well to bring it to the notice of tho 
Arebajological Department.” 

With a view to expedite the preparation of the Administration Report, Govern- Expenditure 
ment were addressed to order Superintending Engineers to for\vard to this office pn Archso- 
copies of the annual statement 8ho\ving expenditure on Archrcological Works hitherto ww^ 
submitted to the Publio "Works Department Secretariat alone. The Govommont 
.accordingly ordered the submission of the return to this office also. 

"With a riew to avoid xmnocessary inspection of remnants of ruined Fort walls, Ruined 
before permitting the disposal of tho existing atones, the Collectors of Anantapur walls, 

•and Bellary, who have been making numerous references on tho subject during 
the past two years, have been requested to give the following details in their 
references ; — 

(1) To what length and height tho walls now exist ?

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" Oaro inxjBt, howorer, bo taken to avoid girinp too nnifonn a colour to the whole of the* 
roof. This ia not likely to happen, if different parU of it aro rcywiirod at different trmca ; but^ 
if the ■whole roof has to ho renovated t(^ctlicr, the En^necr m charge of tbo works should 
himself see to the mixing of tbo ingredient# and vary their quantities a Utile so as to catch the* 
different tones of the masonry holow.

** (rf) When tho new^ atone work is in position, its exposed surfaces should bo stained to- 
the colour of the old work ad joining ■with a stain made from tho bean known as Semtearpusatiacar- 
dium, which is procurable in the bazaar, under tho name of bhilatta, the marldu** out nrom which 
dhobics get black die for marking linen. In order to make tho stain, take,” say, 3 oz. of the- 
beans, put them in a mortar and pound them well. 'Iben put in a quart bottle' and' fill up 
with petrol and let tho beans soak for a few days, after which the liquid can ho strained off and 
is ready for use.” 


Paraffin. A circular ^as issued suggesting tho use of paraffin in conjunction with cr« 05 oto • 

as a cheap and effectvye preservaUve of stone monuments and tho following extract 
showing Its successful uso elsewhere was incorporated : — * ° 

“ * Paraffin was applied to Cleopatra’s needle in New York, when the surface of the obelisk 
began to scale of, and it stopped it. Stone fronts of houses aro protected in tho same way an 
application every three or four years being sufficient to prevent disintegration.” It will doubtless- 
also serve the same purpose in India.” 

The following circular on treasure trovo finds valued below Es. 10 etc was- 
issued .to all Collectors: — ' .* ■’ 


Treasure “In a recent case it came to the notice of this department that certain idols found in. 

Trove finds, treasure trove cases in the Deputy TahsUdar’s division of Timvadamaruthur, in the Taniora 
district, which hod been orrunged to be handed over to tho parties as their valiio was below tha - 
minimum fixed in the Act, were valuable specimens of ancient idols and as such fit to ha-* 
acquired for Government. Although tho Act does not enforce compulsory acquisition I hav& 
the honour to request the favour of your bringing to the notice of this department any such 
finds of interest evon in cases in which the value is below Bs. 10 and allow me an opportnnitv 
of aeqairing any if possible for any of the museums. ^ 

” 2. If idols of ancient date could be got for sale from private bodies also, arrangement 
may be made to let this office know of their name, size, weight and tho coat wanted by such 
parties. This work if done in the course of tours, may admit of opportunities beinf' availed of 
for riie pnrpose.” *’

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platform in the shape of a raised ridge on the floor measuring 2' 1^' exists in 

some, while they are absent in others. 

The contente of the caves (Plate II), besides sepulchral remains and iron 
implements, consisted of pottery of various forms including jars with four legs and as 
these were neither ornamented nor highly glared, it must he inferred that they belong 
to a comparatively early date. The iron implements consisted of swords, one of which 
is 3' in length, hatchets, irisulama, tripods, etc., and their abundance may be due to 
this metal being readily available in those parts. A grinding stone (mortar), a 
pestle, and a large sized flint stone were unearthed. The mortar and pestle are in 
perfect condition. Close by is the village of Pnklcam which in ancient days, was 
'called Pnlckamnath. At the present day, there exists only a ruined Siva temple, and 
it is probable that this village was once an important religious centre and these caves 
the tombs of the deceased. 

It is believed that originally the bnrial system was universal and that 
cremation was of later origin. The former gave way to the latter, probably 
because the area covered by burials was increasing day by day to the prejudice 
of cultivation causing a decrease of the state revenue. Those that attached great 
sanctity to the dead body continued burial throughout, and others adopted the 
cremation of the remains which was advantageous in various ways. The burial of 
weapons along with the dead body was in the belief that weapons would accompany 
their souls to the next world. The rituals presoribed by the S^iraa for the burning 
ceremonial ' are all founded probably upon the possibility of resuscitation of the- 
cremated dead body. These rituals also indicate means by which relations of the 
deceased may observe marks of violence on the body, which may call for criminal 
investigation by the authorities, as every relation who attends for condolence inspects 
the dead body before its removal to the burning ground and also in conrse of its 
removal. Consigning a dead body to Are is tantamount to a sacred saoriQce. 

This leads to the inference that burial was the usual mrans of disposing of the 
dead bodies amongst these aboriginal tribes, a custom which is now contiooed iu 
the case of Sanyasit. The idea of placing earthen pots near the deceased body was 
keep foodstxiffs within reach, so as to satisfy animism, for according to the pttranoi^ 
the spirit is said to hover even after death for some days. The corpse of a human. 
hein» is delivered at the burning ground to the caro of Rudril (one form of ^iva) 
whose charge ceases when the burning is complete. The unburnt bimes left 
behind are said to be delivered to the ^ Parama Siva (another form of ^iva) m 
purified form, which is done by casting or depositing t'uem in any holy stream. 
This practice continues to this day, and when it cannot be dono immediately after 
tbo burning, they aro preserved in pots or urns and eubsequently interred in the 
beds of such holy streams as the deceased might have wished for. 

It is neccssarj’ that such sites should bo preserved so as to prevent their being 
interfered with by unskilled men, who in addition to despoiling the antiquity of 
such articles in the course of removal from their original deposit, may also disperse 
them in a haphaiard manner. To safeguard this, it would bo desirablo to include 
them in the list of protected monuments under tbo Ancient llonuments Act 
(VII of 1901), a matter on which Govemmeat might bo addressed. But as the 
Collector suggested the issue of a Standing Order on tho subject, his recommendation 
was approv^.

Ancl«t Tlic proliistorio eito lies nt a distanco of nearly 2 mile? on the east of the Slailgalam 

Railway station, and imniodiatoly north of tho liailn-ay line. The remains aro 
pundt noticed almost at the ground level below ft mound, hlaoh of tlie groups of deposits 

. either is or has been ouclosod in ft stono circlo of bouhlors. It is said tliat at ono 

time the adjacent village of KiiuiyumpOndi was an important placo wherein people of 
prehistoric times lived, but except theso Bopulchral remains, tbero is now no trace. 
There is a modern tcmplo of Hudrakuli Amman, and near it, a small mound is 
now ehown as one named JTosaeafttAiWu, where the poltora in those days 

lived. 

Some prcliminarv excavations were undertaken, and some of the ruTjs opened 
produced pottery of various forms (Plato III). Stone slabs aro placed on all the four 
sides el the tombs, aud they reach to a depth of nearly 9 feet. At tho top, each side 
measures nearly 3 feet, whereas at tho bottom ou the east to west direotion on both 
sides, tho length iDcrcascs to uearlv C tool- This is due to tho eastern and western 
slabs having been placed in a slanting position. The only opening is near the bot- 
tom of the eastern side. On opening the top Ud, loose earth is found to extend 
almost to tho bottom, whereas below tbo opening at tho oust numerous pieces of 
pottery of various patterns are mot with. Some nre of globular vessel shape, and others 
are in the form of cups and plates. We occasionully meet with iron implomeots here 
and there among the contents. Bones aro also roet with. The form and make of 
the pottery vary, thus showing that as ago proceeded there have bnen alterotiohs in 
the shape of these vessels. 

The earthenware removed is composed of various iirticles^ — pots of different pat- 
terns with cups for closing the top. The pots are intended to be placed on stands 
resembling tho small dram used by the gipsies. Besides these, there aro also plates 
whieli are highly polished, with ornamental curvilinear lines running all round. 

Some of the stono circles opened did not contain any of these articles, nor even 
any bones. These would suggest that they were prepared in advance and kept ready 
for future use. If subsequently there bad been no opportunity for their being 
utilised for burials, they might ultimately have become closed with mud, and conse- 
quently we do not come across any bones. 

It is said that in some of tho urns flints and beads were found by some 
officers of other departments who excavated and took them away. In the interest of 
such prehistoric articles being preserved, it may be desirable to have the sites con- 
taining these, protected under the Act, and Government, on arefetence, have ordered 
their inclusion in the “ Protected” list of ancient monuments.

The prerious excavations conducted at this site nr© described on pages 20 to 28 Ruined 
-of my annual report for 1909-1910. MolffiteV 

It will be remembered that the chief range of buildings, consisting of Chaihjaty 
Stupas, monastic cells, etc., stands on a long rocky platform situated high up on the ‘‘Onralihai. 
north side of the Gurubhakfakonda hill. It was with these remains that the former 
work was chiefly concerned. The present digging was among remains which exist 
further down tho hillside. Some of these were proviously excavated and are referred 
to in the former report. 

Situated under a rockv cliff at some distance down tho hillside from tho 
monasterv, is a great vortic.'Tl cleft in tho rock which has been artiGcially enlarged 
to fonu a' water n''>orvoir or tank 20S feet in length by 10 feet in breadth and 9 
feet in depth. It receives its supply from a continuous dnp of water which trickles 
down from tho rock orerliead. It'was filled with earth and fallen boulders of 
various sizes. Thc«o were cle.ared out, and among them was found a small stone 
daooba with an empty relic reoopUclo in tho centre, and tho dome and drum in two 
separate pieces. This had evidenUy been thrown d*»wti at some prenous time from 
tho upper monastery. 

Some fiat spaces of ground along tho liUWde have donbtless at one time been 
■occupied by bailding*, but an examination of the ground showed that they had been 
ahaoxt completely removed. 
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Tlie most important place at irhicli results Tccre expected, was the deposit of 
black earth which lies at a height of 320 feet up tho hill and at a distance 
below thomonastc^ of 190 feet. Above it are precipitous rocks interspereod with 
loose boulders, while adjacent to and below it the ground is covered with a confused 
mass of fallen boulders of all sizes and extending up to many tons in weight. The- 
rock of the hill undergoes a slow process of disintegration, and when this has pro- 
ceeded far enough, great masses become detached and fall. Some of the chaityai on 
the upper platform bear e^’idenco of having been destroyed in this way. The falling 
rocks doubtless at len^h rendered the vrilage-site untenable, for the black earth 
deposit, which itself is of great depth, is interspersed with boulders, which must- 
therefore have fallen during the progress of its formation. The search among it for 
objects of interest was thus attended with difficulties. 

Among the objects found were a lead coin and six clay seals (Plate V,. 
Pigures 2 to B) which were forwarded to Mr. Yenkayya, Epigraphist to the Govern- 
ment of India, for examination. He remarks on them as follows :

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Among the articles unearthed, were the, pieces of sculpture before referred to 
stucco ornaments and terracotta pinnacles which had fallen from the roof of the 
Chaiiya^ broken ornamental pottery of rarious kinds, a copper coin, some iron imple- 
ments, and other miscellaneous articles. ‘ 

As these remains are situated about a quarter of a mile from those on the 
Gumbhaktakonda they probably formed a separate monastery. • 

An illustrated article on the previous excavations has been sent to the Director. 
General for inclusion in his annual, and another on this more recent worfcwill follow 
in dne course. 


IX, — Consenration. 


The year’s expenditure on the repairs to monuments amounted to nearly Rupees 
84,000 Dgainst Bs. 39,000 of the budget grant. The surrender of a portion at the 
end of the year cannot he considered satiefactoiy ; but it is inevitable so long as 
these works form a very minor item to the Public Works Department. It may be 
thought that with the introduction of full-time Overseers for archecological works, 
which has recently been sanctioned on my repeated representations to Government, 
there may not be so much in the way of surrendered grants in future. On the 
whole, it may be said that Public Works Department officers did their best in the 
matter of expending the amount within the year. 

Tarious unpreventible causes may arise for the non-utilization of grants, but 
probably a part may be due to the tendeacyin some quarters to defer commeneement 
of a work till the year is well advanced. This and all other such lapses', should be 
avoided. 

The remarks on the use of plaster on monuments have been much commented 
up&n by me in the case of most of the buildings inspected during the year; but this 
along with the other evils to monuments, viz, the growth of vegetation, has so often 
been brought to the notice of Public Works Department officers in tho shape of 
circulars, etc., that it is a matter for regret that it should be necessary to repeat them 
so often. Yet the progress has been so very slow and in fact nil that I had to get . 
them repeated in the case of all the buildings. It would be to' the interest of tho 
monuments if officers in charge of them, as well as those that deal with tho repairs 
to them bear these in view. 


Some of the monuments provisionally indnded in the revised edition of the List Conrem- 
of Honuments were inspected, and recommended to Government to he permanently 
retained on the List, while a few of them were also recommended to be removed 
therefrom. Government were pleased to approve of the proposals. 

Tho following monuments were declared ‘Protected ’ during the year ; — aonm^nts. 

(1) The NarasimbaSvami temple at Kangapnram, Bellary district. 

(2) The Eamarpadam maniapam at Kodiyakadn, Tanjore district. 

(3) The Siva temple at Valikondapntam, Trichinopoly district. 

(4) The prehistoric sites at l&iniyumpundi, Coimbatore district. 

(6) Tho Jvarahar^vara temple at Conjeeveram, Chingleput district. 

In the Madras Presidency, there oro certain hiU forts which arc sitoat^ at a Uiu forts, 
distance of some miles from the nearest large village so that the Tillage officials do 
not watch them properly, and vegetation grows laxunantly on the walls, causing 
-expense year alter year lor its removal. Further, in wmo places vandalistio vieitora 
have very frequently disfigured the walls, etc., by seonng or chaUang on them and m 
some cases, thefts of stones, etc., also appears to have been going on unchecked. 

Sugeestions have therefore been made for the appointment of a watchman at some 

of the important forts with a Tiow to prevent orergroi^h. of vegetation and to safe- 

. guard the existing monuments from damage, and Government have sanctioned a 
watchman to the Fort at Gooty, AnantapQr district.

* I The temple is a email square stone sbrino, with all tho facing stones fallen and 
' Ivine in heaps around it. This is surmounted by a brick and plaster tower. A large 
'tree has crovm over it with roots penetrating completely throagli the masonry. This 
has been the sole cause of the ruin. The building is m a hopelessly dangerous 
condition and beyond repair, even if its architectural merits warrant any work being 
done to it which is not the case. Tho people wish to demolish and erect it on another 
site. It 18 not a work which can be undertaken by Government but should be done 
by local efforts. , , • ' 

It was brought to tho notice of this Bepartment by Mr. IT. V . Subramauya Iyer of 
Madura that the present Central Market within the town of Sladura, recently built 
by the mumcipality, is on tho site of the Palace oaoe occupied by the great Queen 
Mahf'amnml and that it would be desirable to commemorate this by doing something 
in the matter of including such parts of the original building as yet remain, in the 
List of Ancient Monuments or by putting up notice boards m connection therewith. 
On inspection, it has been found that, though the site on which the present building 
esiats at one time within the enclosure of the Palace of the Nayak kings of Madura, 
the present buildings are of recent construotion, the only remnant of old work being 
a small Mariyamman temple near the southern entrance and tho compound wall at the 
northern side. Even the top portion of the compound wall has been renewed, and 
the question of action by this Department does not therefore arise. 

. But' at the north-east oomer of this building a remnant of the old Palace work 
still exists. • This is overgrown with vegetation and has huge well-polished black 
stone pillars similar to those in the Tinimal Nayak’s Palace. The perforated stucco 
windows over the dome arc in various patterns, and are in good condition. These 
buildings are ssud^ to -be occupied by tho Municipal and the Taluk . offices. The • 
doorways oh the west have some weU carved woodwork. In order that this small

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remnant at least may be preserves, further information may be obtained, and arrange- 
ments made to include it in the List of Ancient Monuments os a part of the late Queen 
Mabgaimnal’s Palace. 

On account of the ruined condition of the monument, the Collector of the District 
recommended that either the life size idol of Eanganathasvami nith a dre-headed Eratkim- 
cobra overhanging and all sculptured from a single block of granite should be removed P«t- 
elsewhere, or tho temple completely rebuilt nt a cost of about Es. 2,000 as estimated 
by the Public Vorlis Department. On nccount of tho heavy cost of rebuilding the 
temple for preserving this single idol, arrangements have been made for the removal 
of the idol to the Madras Museum, and Government will bo addressed for tho exclusion 


of the monument from the List. 

The Collector of Tanjore reported that tho Ranganada Peruraal temple at 
Tribhuvanam in the Taniore taluk, having inscriptieijs on fto walls, was ahont to 
be repaired, and the Assistant Arohalological Supenntendent for Kpigraphy was 
' requested to copv the iuscriptions. Thougl. this w^ dene, the CoUector has been 
requested to advise the custodians to have the inscribed stones put up in a wall with 
a borjrd detailing the circumstances.

It was also stated there, that there is some friction on account of the ryots 
erazine their cattle on the hills and that efforts are being made to prevent it. It 
would be inadvisable therefore to put up a temporary thatched shed for the watchman, 
as the ryots will probably burn it. U this be so, it would be advisable to put up a 
more permanent structure and for this purpose, the large quantity of bricks that are 
Iviuff at the base of the hill, aud which were thrown down during the excavations 
might he used for the walls. Thus for these, only the building charges and no cost, 
for wall materials would be needed. The chief expense would be for the rafters and 
tiles of tho roof. Should this bo done, the present amount prorided in the estimate 
would have to be increased accordingly. 

Some repairs were in progress towards the end of the year when the ruins were 
inspected, and in order that these might be in harmony wdlli and not disfigure the 
antique and weatherworn appearance of the ruins, personal instructions were given 
to the contractor who was to undertake the work. 

This is one of the oldest of the Muhammadan mosques in the Presidency, having 
been built in 1324 A.D., by Mahomed Toglak Sha, who after capturing the fort at 
Kondapalli after sir months’ continuous trouble, entered a temple here ; and after 
massacring some of the officiating Brahmin priests, had this mosquo built on the 
ruins of the desolated pagoda, and began to establish Muhammadan worship there. 
The main doorway of finely carv^ blackstone with inscriptions in Persian, 
Hindustani and Arabic bolonced to the Hindu temple. The small Hindu figures of 
IfoQrapalas have been chiseUed off the lower niches on each side of the door, thus 
leaving the floral ornament only, untouched. Tbo pillars in tho front portico are all 
parts of tho Hindu temple, as al^ tho inside of the covering. The taM reservoir in 
the interior was once the tanctum of the Hindu temple over which tho mosque has 
been built. The great portico jnst behind this where Muhammadan worship is now 
being held, also has some ornamental granite pillars of the Hindu temple with the 
rest in the Hindu style. This is a good example of a Hindu temple which retains 
its original features and has been converted into a Muhammadan mosquo. 

» Tho cntranco to stone roofed verandah in the east with massive stone Hindu 
piers has cracks on side walls. 

Tho outside front basement needs underpinning. 

Instdo tho gatowav is another basement with massive stone built piers and 
Baraconio arch over gateway, and sqoaro lintelled openings over the others. Tho 
roof of this is flat, with bricks set on edge over teak beams. This is recent work. 
This leaks badly and requires repair on tho roof. The walls require plastering in 
places and rerauval of plants. In tho work of plastering, caro must bo taken to tint 
U black like tho old work. A laterile stair leading to the roof above is very much 
in need of repair. On tho roof, a number of plants aro growing luxuriantly in tho 
cracks in the plaster. These arc said to have been frequently cut, but they always 
grow again. That is because the roots have not been taken out Tho scrub orndi- 
' ^tor must bo u*cd. There is a lot of debns also which mast be removed from the 
roof. A long largo crock, in tho chunam roof, runs from ono end to tho other 
right through tho oentro with tranavorso cracks at inters-uls. Tho longitudinal crock 
is iluo to the junction of the ancient slono roof in tho front outer verfmdab and tho 
more modem flat brick roof of the inner verandah which abuts against it Tbeso 
must be thoroughly repaired.

excavated during the early days of the Christian era are all situated on the same biil 
within the town of Bezwada, on the bank of the Krishna river. This place was at one 
time a stronghold of Buddhism as is evident from the still existing Buddhist remains 
■within it and at other celebrated sites at short distances from it. The rails within the 

Govinda’cave are thickly covered with whitewash, and temporary mud walls have 

also been allowed to be erected within the cave. One of the passages inside is also- 
reported to be blocked up. An aseetio has been utilizing the cave as an abode for 
Bomo considerable time, and though there may be no objection to this, yet any 
disfiguring of the original appearance of the cave must be prevented. 

Near the rough carvings in the Bamanuja Bilam, pilgrims should be prevented' 
from setting up temporary hearths to prepare food. Nails have also been driven into- 
the carvings. 

The top of the Akkannah Madannn cave is very leaky. The roof must be- 
properly examined, and concrete laid to prevent rain water dripping into the cave. 
A sum of Ra. 50 has been provided in next year’s budget. 

The front portion of the twin cave has, by neglect, been allowed to come down. 
The portions now remaining at l^t must be properly preserved in future, and the 
debris lying inside completely removed. Though notice boards have been put up on 
the other four caves, one is wanting here. ^ 

Dense vegetation has injured the terracing over the only manfapam above tho 
Uiigam, The plants must be completely removed and tbe stones reset after the appli- 
cation of the scrub eradicator. The vimanam of the Kanaka Durgfi shrine attached to 
this temple is of tbe Orissian stylo of architecture evidencing the fact that at one 
time this part of the coxmtry was subjected to the rnle of the Orissian kingdom. 

This is now in a deserted condition. Tegetation over the nmanam, and the 
debris inside must be completely removed. The Public Works Department- in 
quatTving over tbe hillock has approached the base of the temple to such a near extent 
that tbe north-western comer of tbe sanctuary has no support at present. This must 
be put a stop to. 

Tbe repairs that were done during the year relate mostly to the removal of the- 
SfFeSrada. fallen rock within the care. In doing so, proper care lias not been taken to clear 
the bottom of the cave. The earth now lying there must bo completely removed and 
the original floor of the cave fully exposed. The putting up of tho notice board has 
been included in tho estimate, and it may bo expedited, Tho flight of stops now put 
up may also bo strengthened. 

This building which is now inclndcd in the List of ironumcnts, adjoins tho Public 
Works Department workshops, and of it, only a tomb is now existing. During this 
year tho compound wall enclosing this tomb was removed by tho Public Works Depart- 
ment and wire fencing proposed. As no Harga in fact now exists, and as tbe only- 
tomb which adjoins the Public Works Department workshops is looked after by that 
Department, tliere is no real necessity to retain this building any longer in the^ List. 
Government will therefore be addressed on the subject. 

On account of tho inscriptions that are cut on tho two large pillars in tho 
northern prSktiram and in some oUiers in the makamanpxpam^ this tcmplo has been 
provisionally included in tho List of Monuments. It is not known if tho inscriptions 
lave been copied. If after decipherment, tho inscriptions arc found worthy of 
preserratiou in riftt, tlie temple will ha\o to be allowed to stand in tho List on ncconnt 
of tho inscriptions. Besides the insenptions, tho only other noteworthy feature im 
tho temple is the exislenoo of stone eaves with lotus pendants over tho manfapam 
which go round the inner side of the avails of the temple. If tho inscriptions are of 
no particular imiortanco, arrangements may he made for their Iteing placed in charge 
of tho municipality for storage in the Museum at Bcxwflda, and the temple removed 
from the List.

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- The foundation of this Hill Fort is ascribed to the early Hindu Eeddi kings of Hill Port.

This hilUortresa is at n distance of over two milee on tho south-east of tlje Gooty

Tleiiartment In doing so, instead of using coloured plaster to suit tho surroundings 
the^have used white plaster which has modernized the repairs. The repairs to the 
rampart wall done last year inelndo plastenag and colour washing. Tho fomermay 
he avoided wherever necessary, and tbo latter completely done away with. It m 
cnouEh ii the pointing is done with olmoam eolonrod in the manner in which such 
work anuears dose by. Vegetation still nbonnas in many places, and it shoulil bo 
cleared With a view to put a stop to the stones being earned away by the people 
and to clear vegetation whenever it appears, Government were eddressed and sanction 
obtained to tho appointment of a watchman for this fort. 

Bevairt aboce the firtt gate <m the teest eide ef the Jiff.— Plaster filling of joints has 
. been largely brought over the faces of tho stones. It is glanng white in parts, and 
at others a bluish wash has been giyen to the plaster surface in an attempt to remoye 
the elaring appearoacc, but tho tone of colour is unsatisfactory, as it in no way 
b7rmonizefwith the bfownish black of the old plaster joints. The stones themselves 
have been overMd with plaster, leaving scarcely anything of the joints yisible. 

On some of the parapets, the wall is composed of brioliB or stone hud in mud. 
This was in many eases loose, and over this loose material a ooatmg of now plaster 
has been put. The material should have been first firmly stamped but not having 
W, thoLw plaster has cracked in places and caked off. The old plaster is largely 
mixed with small pebbles or large grained sand, and this should have been followed 
in uropiirinK the nw mortar. In sifting the sand, a sieve of large meshes should he 
' useA so as to admU of the admixture of larger grams of sand or small pebbles. 

Shrubs are regrowing in the waUs in several places and these must be kept

Gate No. 6 and the highest gate on the hill . — Just above this gate lies a curious-

obiect it ought to be set upright on an adjoining monnd. There is also another ini 
a distant part of the hill.

• The masoleum on the hill has its walls, arches and flat masonry domed roof 
badlv cracked. These craefa must he filled in, as otherwise the entrance of rain or- 
^lantt will ultimately canse complete destruction. If these precautions are shortly 
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tflopted, tlie building may remain in its present condition for an indefinite period. 

Estimates are urgently required for this. 

This is some distance away from the hills and is within the precincts of the ThsJamna 
"town. It owes its construction to the Muhammadan Governor Siddii Masad Khan 2lo^.' 
(1666-1667). The front hall immediately below the gate is of the same model as 
that of the Fort gate entrance, as this was constructed during the reign of the same 
chief. The level of the terrace over this hall as also of the inner building has been 
disturbed, and these require being attended to early, for rain water collects in cavities 
80 formed and damages the roof. The custodian has agreed to pay one-half of the 
estimate. 


The main hoilding within, has panels in polished black stone containing Arabic 
and Persian inscriptions. These are placed in the archways extending right through 
“the cornice from below it. Inside* the domes at the centre of each there is plaster 
floral work of various designs. 

The side wall of the turret stair to the Muzaffarkhana on the north side has 
•cracked, and the masonry is bulged out badly. It is in a dangerous condition, and 
immediate repairs are needed. It will he necessary to sapport the stone roof by 
temporary stone piers, remove the fractured masonry and rebuild it. This has not 
been Included in the estimate, and as the work is urgent, it no other funds are 
avmlable, a provision must be made from the urgent contingencies. 

At tte east end of lie northern courtyard waU, some honses hare been luilt 
rrith the roof abnlting on the mU of the JUhvVd. The roof of these hoj^es is flat 
-and slopes towards the courtyard wall with the resiflt that all the water collecting on 
the roof lows towards the waU and d^ag« it. If it is impossible to «™ve a p^ 
of the houses which abut against the w^l. the portion of the roof which abuts on 
the waU must be raised, so as to have a slope sway from the wall, m order that the 
•water may flow away, and may not come in contact wita it.

The remaining central portion has n number of dangerous cracks, and consequently 
these walls are also unstable. This has been eaused by cricks on the roof allowing 
rain water to percolate into tho interior of the walls. Tho walls themselves being 
laivcly constructcil of an oulcrfacing of largo stones with an inner jiackiug of rubble 
and loose dry powdery soil, tho inner material has swollen by tho incoming rain water, 
and this has caused the cracks and tho consequent ruin. Tho building is beyond 
repair in its present condition, and tho only thing possible is to have it taken down 
and rebuilt as much as possible in its original design. For this purpose, photographs 
of all tho sides have been taken and tho petitioners promise to rebuild it. As at-' 
present, it is in a dangerous condition as any other portion may come down at any 
moment. Tho public should be prevented from going too near it. 


Malik Eabl* The Kaman Bhatn . — This well was proriously densely overgrown with regeta* 
tion. This has been entirely removed, and tho masonry repaired and open joints 
IdwU- filled with plaster. Unfortunately, no attempt has been made to tint the mortar, . ' 
which is of a bright white colour, otherwise, the work is well done. 

On the whole, tho repairs recently executed to the several monuments are- 
satisfactory and in conformity with tho aims of this Department.

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' During the year, the repairs suggested to be done are the replacement of the 
broken beams, planks and ceiling in the front the supporting of the broken 

stone beams in the front hall of both the ^iva and Vishnu shrine, underpinning the 
compound wall at the south-west corner, and the removd of vegetation, etc. 'With 
reference to the broken lintels and beams in some plac^, it would be cnongh to support 
them by piers as there is sufficient space for them and as there are similar supports close 
by. In one or two other places where they contain carvings, it could not be decided 
if replacement is necessary without examining the top by opening the terrace. In 
case, after so doing, replacement is considered necessary, without having recourse to 
the insertion of iron angles, the new stones may be simply “ blocked ont showing 
therein the main figures in the original without any attempt to recarvo the details 
as they cannot be successfully done in these days. 

Again, it was found that in the I>andativdhapani shrine an opening has been made 
on the back of the shrine which allows rain water to collect inside, and this makes 
the wall sink. This must bo closed. The same is the case with the front basement 
in Subrahmanva sannxdhi where in the front hall, ono of tho beams is broken. At 
other places ’Inside the temple, the flooring has been so disturbed that there is no 
satisfactory drainage. This must necessarily be early attended to in order that the 
buildings may not nocossitato frequent repairs. 

The temple being one of the most ancient and religious, tho annual income of 
Its. 12,000 is said to he insufficient even torpuja. Towards the father repairs to be 
done, ie custodians may bo asked to pay any contnbntjon available, and this may bo 
^ awaited and tho works put in hand at the earliest date.

Subsequently, several Sairite devotees are said to hare 
come and worshipped the god here, several miracles wore performed and there aro 
sculptures representing these scones. 

This temple is situated at a distance of nearly 3 miles on tho west of Coimbatore 
Hallway station. 

There is a monolithic sfaniMa (Dkcajiulamhlia) in front of tho temple in good 
order with a figure of Sundaramurli on tho north. Insido the templo, is an incom- 
nlcte oiaiifapan with pUlats of good workmanship. Some of tho_ carvings on _ the 
white grahito aro of an excellent character, and on some, oven thonbs aro oxhlbitod. 

Over the taitclum of the god are inscriptions, and these on account of ago are 
berinning to disappear ; they are said to havo been copied. These extend also over

The manlapam in front of the Naiaraja has two sculptures worth being noticed, 
viz PatHmuni M\e., a Brahmin in the form of a sage) and Gomuni (Vishnu in eago 
form) and it is said that for both these the god Natataja danced in this place. 
Besides these, there is a sculpture showing the position in which sages on completion 
of ttoaa perform an act to as.sume their old physical appearance. On the left side of 
the OTtrance to the Naianijatalha, the sculpture in the bracket has disappeared and 
has been replaced by a wooden pillar, about which a story is told. A stone mason of 
AvadaTarkovil in the south, named Bamalihga, came here after finishmg a temple 
at Annavasal during the days of Alagiri Nfiyak and constructed the saUa. When 
he fimshed it, a boy of about ID years came and told the Eaja that a particular stone 
would get weakened in time, and when he was asked to prove it, he cut tho wall and 
took out a frog with some water and sand. The mason^ came to learn that the boy 
was his own, when, astonished at his sagacity, he questioned him. It appears that 
the father had left his wife in quest of work while tho son was yet unborn, and the 
hoy had been bom subsequent to his departure, and that the son had set out in search 
of the father. When it was proposed to replace the pillar by another, botii the 
father and son requested that a wooden pillar might he placed to support the weak 
part in order to commemorate the incident ; and thus a wooden support exists even 
DOW. Much sanctity is attached to the river running close by the temple, as tho 
hones of the cremated when thrown into it are said to be converted into stone in a 
few days. Even now people throw such bones into it on account of this belief. 

The existence of the Saapamhhu lihgam is said to have been brought to notice 
by Kamadhenu recognising it and worshipping it with her nulk, in order to obtain 
the power of creation of Brahma. Then its calf in the darkness of night stepped 
over the Ungam and pierced it with its horn. Even now a hole and a footprint are 
observed on the Ungam. Sundaiamurti, the great ^iva devotee, is said to have visited

The sbrino of the goddess is in a very bad condition, as vegetation has destroyed the- 
walls in several places. Unless stops aro taken at onco to remove tho vegetation and 
reset tho stones, tho shrine will bo completely destroyed. IVith a Government grant 
towards its upkeep, tho Collector may bo requested to onquiro into the matter of its 
upkoop though it is not in tho List of Conserved Monuments. From its present 
appearance, it is clear that tho temple is not properly looked after. 

Mnruga- This ancient temple is at a distance of five miles to tho north of Tiruppflr 

Railway station. Tho buildings aro at a few feet below tho neighbouring town level, 
Tlramum- and this indicates that the present village has been subsequently formed. The 
gampun • tempi© measures 175' X 160', and faces the w’ost ; aud as Subrahmnnya installed the 
idol on'hisway to tho north, tho //n^n»a faces south. It has only one courtyard. 
There are inscriptions all over the walls of the god’s sanctuary and tbo maniapam in 
front. On account of great age, tho figan» are becoming illegible. A modern wdl 
of masonry has been put up on the souUiern side, which covers tho inscriptions on the 
wall, and this requires being removed to permit of the inscriptions being copied. 
Tho walls of tho shrine between tho god and tho goddess BhuraneSvar have also 
inscriptions, and these too do not appear to have been copied. 'iVo inscribed stones 
lie near tho Brahmai'trtham on tho north of tho temple. 

The story goes that ISvara once performed “ Brahma Tliandavam ” in this place, 
and that, in token of this, a great golden image of Natoraja lies buried under a mound 
“ Thiffukadu. ” close by at a distanco of threo or four furlongs on the south-west of 
the temple. In an excavation made some 60 or 60 years ago, a copper stujn dqw 
placed over the vimdna and a Durga 6gure now near tho Brahmaftrtham, are^said to 
have been taken out from that spot. Probably, some truth underlies this story. 

The temple is generally in a good state of preservation and requires no 
immediate repairs. But financially, it is said to be not well off. This remains as 
yet unentered in tho List. 

Tho puranio version is that Subrahmanya, on his return joarney after defeating- 
tbe Surapadmat^ to get rid of the sin of having slain many, had this liMam installed 
aud worshipped. Great sanctity is attached to this temple on account of Subrah- 
mauya’s haring carried out the dictates made to him at Kailas by ISvara who 
deputed him to the mission at this place stating that Madhavavanam. would, appeac, 
and relieve him of the sin of warfare- ^ 


Tall temple, This temple is of moderate extent and stands endoeed inn high walled court 
Callcat. which prevents tho shrine being visible from outside. It lias a picturesque entrance’ 
doorway of open woodwork, gabled in the upper story. The interior plan of tbe- 
temple consists of a number of detached buildings with open woodwork as the 
principal exterior feature, erected on carved moulded stone basements. 

The temple is said to have funds, but plants are allowed to grow on the walls 
the tiled roofs are out of repair, and the laterite stone of which some of the walls 
ave built is honeycombed through exposure to the sea Air. The stone was oriffinallv 
covered with cement or plaster which has mostly been worn off and not b^pn 
renewed.

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eereral smaller images, and parts of a pointed arch-shaped slab carred with numerous 
small images representing Jain Tirthankaras. Thej were found when clearin'^ the 
dense jungle which grew round the large temple at Sultan’s Battery and which Imd 
to be cleared when some recent repairs were done to the temple. 

It is traditionally said that these images were smashed by Tippu Sultan and 
after his departure the priests collected the fragments and buried them. There are 
doubtless others there. There are also some other smaller temples in the neighbour- 
hood which should be inspected. 

The images were photoed and the Public Works Department requested to 
despatch them to the Government Central Museum at Madras to which they were 
afterwards sent. 


This old massive fort stands at a distance of a few furlongs on the south-east of Port, 
the Palgbat hail way station. It is in a good state of preservation and is built of 
large blocks of granite with occasional laferite ones placed in such a manner as to 
present the end, instead of the side, to the shot. The buildings, generally, are in 
fine order, and it is a very good specimen of a fort It was built by Haider on his 
conquest of Malabar, which was one of the B6 dUas of Barata Hhanda, and which 
was then under ^ekhari Eaja, one of the petty chiefs who was in a way feudatory to 
the Hindu Itajiia of Mysore. It stands on the elevated ground on which the mih'tarj' 
lines ore built. In shape, it is qaadrangular and consists of curtains flanked by 
round bastions, the whole surrounded by a ditch. Its only gate faces the east and 
is protected by an outwork in the European style, the work probably of some Prench 
Engineer in the service of Haider, who is said to have built the fort itself in 1766, 
but at all events be remodelled it. The parapet is high and pierced with loop holes 
for musketry and the bastions with embrasures for guns. The stones and pilhrs 
are mostly brought from Hindu temples, though, before potting them in, the images 
of the deities except those of the animal kingdom, have been defaced. 

Extensive- vegetation on walls is seen all over the fort. It is removed once 
annually ; but as we roots are deep-seated in the walls, it at once grows again, and 
hence the appearance of what seem small plants ^ over. Owing to the heavy 
rainfall, it should be removed quarterly. Repairs are provided under Public 
^orks Department estimates, and out of Ks. 290, only Bs. 90 are spent on the 
removal of plants, aud the balance on supervision. Unless better attwtion is paid to 
the frequent removal of vegetation to the very root and the application of the scrub 
oradicator, several of the stones are sure to be displaced. 

' On the top of the bastion and over the great brick arch of the east main gate, 
the soil covering has been washed away and requires to be thickly relaid. At some 
bastions, there is a hollow over them instead of a mound, and the wafer thus collects 
without running off. At the main gate also the rain sinks through the brick arch 
which leaks like a sieve. 


The great west stair from the fort down to the- west moat is ruinous and in 
progress of further ruin through stones falling, and il requires repair. 

The revetment along the fosse is parUy Tomous and is being repaired. 

The great central square is filled with the public offices. Previously, it was 
Bsed as the Central District Jail, and tliis accounts for the good condition m which 
the walls have been kept. Some of the modern buildings inside, used at present 
as public offices, are to L demolished, and a new senes of buildings erected. In 
^‘Sgiug the foundation trenches, great quantities of buned round xren shot have been 
found, and carved and other stones of vnnouskinds-part of those brought by Baider 
AU on his demolition of numerous temples *<> 

and which has been largely used in the constraction chiefl} at gateway, staire and 
other places. These buned^ stones are evidently those left ^er after the eompletion 
of the building, and kept in reserve to repair any itiin caused by breach in the walls 
by bombardment or other cause. 
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TIjd white plaster used here and there for repair is unsightly. In future, 
care must bo taken to see that it is mi:ccd with lamp-black or other substance to Becuro 
uniformity with tho ancient appoaranco of the adjoining parts. 

n^'thammV temple lies almost midway between the OlavakDt and Palghiit llaihray 

temple, stations. It is a small rcctaogakr stono-built temple, 176' X 70' in good 

Palghat. order. So far as tho tomplo is concerned, only traces of tho court walls remain. 

There aro massive piers insido and tho tomplo is covered with a sloping gabled roof. 
Tho northern courtyard has a circular well of granite, 9' in diameter. It is of 
considcrablo depth. It is said that outside tho stono walls, a quantity of charcoal 
and sand has been packed around. It is thus really a great filter.

Near it is a finely carved Jain seated image in white stone, but without tho head, 
which was dug up in a field adjacent to tho temple. The imago is of marble with 
hands placed ono over tho other as in others, and of a height of nearly 3 feet. The 
Kihetrapuloi in tho south-west corner of tho shrxno is a square panelled column 
standing on a moulded basement. The tomplo was built by Doddnpayappa Bhatkr, 
and figures of Jain Tlrihankardt stand inside the temple. Tho temple has no funds 
hut is under tho control of two families who live hero. The custodians agree to tho 
temple being included in the List and being taken care of by Government. 

This stands on the bank ot the river of that name and is dedicated to ^iva. It 
is a large important temple avitb a square enclosj^d court and a roofed verandah on 
sides and central shrines. Outside is a large open brick walled court. 


Its date, as recorded in one ot tho stones placed in front, is 640 (KoUamandu »>•> 
Quilon era) the MalaySlam year, Che present year being 1085. 

The story is that a Brahman lady of the place went to Benares, and therefrom 
got the Ungam^ which is now placed w’lthin the temple. On her arrival, she requested 
th« then KSja to plaoo it for worship. In return, the Baja had tho idol covered with 
cold coins and offered them in exohaogefor the image. 'The woman refused to accept 
ft and endowed the temple itself with the amount. The Khja had the present temple 
constructed and also endowed it with extensive lands. 

The pagodas here and elsewhere in Malabar differ from those in other parts of 
the Presidency in being covered with conical tiled roofs, and in wood being 
largely employed in their construction.. The special physical features of the country 
account sufficiently for this particular style ot architecture of the Malayfilam nation. 
The big forests of Malabar yield o never-failing and cheap supply of the finesf 
timber. 


The temple is in good structural repair, but there are some repairs to walls and 
roofs which require attention. Particularly, numerous open joints which need 
filling up, for they are tho haunts of cobras which often bite some of the numerous 
people who flock here during festivals. 

The river is of great depth (24 steps of the great bathing ghat), but the Avater 
often rises above these steps and floods the court of the temple.

A rich inam was granted by Government for the upkeep of the temple, but it is 
not fully expended on the proper upkeep of the buildings. 


Thm important temple stands a few fnrlongs to the north of the Olavakot 
Kailway station. Ihe inner courtyard was onco a tank but is now filled in. The 
part of'tho temple, in which the image is situated, is old and is in good repair. In 
front is a modem courtyard with choultries for Brahmans built around it. ' 


The local tradition is that the goddess Bhagavati was, at the request of 
Parasuiama, brought from the Himalayas, her permanent abode, and placed on the 
hill close by this temple. The Wambudri Brahmans living close by went and 
worshipped her on the hillock. Finding this procedure troublesome Parasurama 
approached the goddess who consented lo appear at a certain hour in the tank called 
Katie Kolam vock).^ On going thither at the appointed time, the 

Brahmans found tho image projecting from the water of the tank, and there it is 
said to have romomod lor centvirie^ The two hands only of the goddess oppoMri 
in the oentpo of the Wnk, nnd these alone are now worshipped thoa|h the full figuro 
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■of tho doitj* is supposed to be below them. Portions of the tank have been 
•converted into this temple, and yet there are traces of water iu small pits close to . 
where tlio tank once existed. 

The temple is endowed with rich inam lands, and is under the management of 
Sekari Varraa Vali Raja (Raja of Palghat). Even to this day the Rajas are enthroned 
in the court yard of this temple on the northern side of it. 

This fort stands on the beach, at a distance of about a mile west of the Railway Fort, 
station. The walls are built of laterite with bastions at intervals. 'Within the fort, Teliicherry. 
several ofEces of Government arc now located. 

The fort is said to have been built by a Colatteri princo in the 17th century to 
protect the British trade in those parts. A portion of the bastion on the north-west 
-comer has been built of late and the ends braced by steel rods, bat the northern' 
side of this bastion is still in such a bad condition that the earthwork therein is 
likely to fall, and therefore something must quickly be done to protect this. It is 
-said that the grant of Rs. 475 applied for in the year was towards the work done 
-last year. An additional snm of Rs. 120 has been sanctioned from the urgent 
'Contingency grant towards the removal of weeds and the closing of some openings 
in the walls. The Public Works Department have applied for amounts for renewing 
an existing gate and providing a new one, but these do not seem to be of an urgent 
nature, and besides it is more for its arobroological than its military valne it is 
preserved. At several places, the pointing has disappeared, and this may bo soon 
attended to, as otherwise weeds may grow ; and in renewing the pointing the colour 
must be snob as to suit the surroundings. At the south-east bastion, a labine 
built some years ago abutting on the wall disfigures the whole appearance. It is 
said that another site has been chosen for the purpose. So early arrangements must 
be made to remove it. All these have been pointed out to the Publio Works Depart*

The repairs auggested are plastering the terrace of the majitapam against leakage- 
urovidine ceiling joiats and wooden supports for two gopnrami, repainng in patches 
some oUho floms. and the removal of vegetation. liesides these, the tlira big 
beams below tho front eastern gopuram nre broken and require being looked alter, 
though not immediately, at least in the course of a low years. The cost is likely to 
amount to a considerablo sum. 

Tho rmrumc veraiou connected -with this tomplo is that tlio goddess, to get nd 
of nU tho sins' incurred by her by closing livnra’s eyes, worshipped him in COnjo- 
veram She subsequontly inenrrod tho sin of killing Mahithasura whom she 
overcame and of not feeding Snbmlimanyn with milk. To bo purified of both tlie.se- 
sins she was directed to worship him here which she did ; and as ho was pleased 
with her prayers, ho ajpeared in tho hill close by. The temple is under tho control 
of the Jaehirdar of Ami, and his Commissioner who was present at tho time of 
insneotion” has promised to obtain the permission of tho custodian either to pay the 
amTOut of tho cstimato and allow tho Public Works Department to do tho work, or 
themselves have the work done through their own maranml agency ns per tho cstimato 
prepared by tho Public Works Department, under instructions and advice to bo- 
given by this Department. Tho estimate already prepared is not yet eiecnted 
pndmg the decisive reply to bo got from the costodian, vie., the Jughirdar of Arm. 

This palaco h tbroo miles south of the Chandmgiri railway station. It faces 
the south and has three storys. 'Each floor consists of a pillared hall, the piers 
arched across in each direction so as to form supports to the Mt domes which cover 


the square space. 

The palace is historically Important, as in 1659 the Raja of Vijlanagar signed 
the treaty here, by which the site of the Madras Presidency town was made over 
to the ioritish. It is also architecturally interesting. The skyline is pleasantly" 
broken hy Hindu terminations like gopuram tops. In the “ Queen’s palace’’ close by, 
traces of the old decorated coloured tiles are stUl to be seen. As these are exposed 
to the sun and rain, the decorations may disappear in toiu sooner or later. Though the- 
fort enclosing these and all the other connected buildings were built by the Tadava 
Baias about 1,000 A-D.» yet it was the Vijianagar kings who had the main palace- 
constructed during the Tamil Xfondanayear or so. The subsequent Muhammadan 
invasion and capture of the palace is evidenced by the existence of the present mud 
palace seen close by, now in ruins, with plaster niches throughout the walls and a 
tank in the centre deserving of excavation. 

The repairs as pointed out by me personally to the Public "Works Department 
were carried out during the year, and with tbwe, the monuments are of an improved 
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appearance. 

This is evidently a Vishnu temple, and stands a mile to the east of the town of 
Chandragiri on the north of the road leading to Tirupati. It has evidently once been 
of considerable size and grandeur. The mined remains now existing are picturesque, 
stone sculptures being extensive and well executed. Judged by the height of its 
lower portion, the gopuram must have been of great elevation. Priokly.pears and 
Bbtubs are now growing everywhere, as also a big tamarind tree in the front 


gopuram. 

This fort stands on a hill at a distance of nearly two miles from the railway' 
station of the some n^e. It was during the days of the mtgak kings of Madura that

Vhen Tippn came in possession of this, he is said to have strengthened it. The only 
entrance to the Fort, faces east; and the notice board tmder the Ancient Monu- 
ments Act put up there has been recently stolen ; but no notice of this seems to have 
been taken. The temple of Varodaraja Ponunal has some well-carved cornices, beams 
and capitals, and some lotus flowers carved in stondaro particularly noteworthy. At 
several places, the walls and bastions have fallen ; but as far as possible further ruin 
should be checked. The several gateways are of Hindu architectural design. For 
the broken lintels, propping has been done with masonry supports. By a careful 
search, stone pillars in plenty could have been got from the surroundings, as several 
of the gateways have fallen ; and those should have been used where possible. Again 
the use of angle iron, running along the bottom of a lintel, the latter being carried 
in the angle of the flange, with the ends lot in for support, between the soffit of the 
lintel and the top of the bracket capital, might have been adapted. At the south- 
west and north-west comer of the Peramal temple, lintels having disappeared, the 
open spaces must be closed. 


There is a natural cavo half way up tho hill in which Muhammadan worship 
is now going on. In this cave the Sage Eavundalsa is said to have don© penance 
of yore, and finding it difficult to go daily to see the god at Tirupati, had a temple 
erected for him on tliis hill, which is the present Chennake^a Perumal temple. 
Higher up we see the granary built in stono with strong masonry storage houses for 
oil,°etc. There is also a powder magazmo in good condition. Also a “ Suffocation ” 
house measuring 12' X 7' X 6', with a small central oj^nm^ on the top, with a 
rebate cut on it to admit of the fixing of a stone hd. This is built over the rock 
floor with masonry at the bottom and between the lintels. It is supposed that 

condemned prisoners were thrown into it to die a lingenog death here. ^ 

Some inscriptions are cut on tho rock at the back of tho Cbennaklfiavasi-fimi 
temple ; these do not seem to have been as yet deciphered. 

The whole hill is figured as Surrey No. 621 end is soM to bo mder tho charge 
of the village officials who exercise no supervision against the theft of firewood, etc.,

Tho 
necessitv for this has been explained to the Assistant Engineer who was present with 
me at t^e time of iuspoction. Government have since ordered that the local nllage 
officials should look after this monument.

On the north of this rock, at tho foot, is a similar rock-cut temple dedicated to 
Rahqamihazvami who, according to tho piiranie Tcrsion, is said to have appear^ 
there to remove the serpent Karkolaka^t sin. Tho hood of the serpent serves as a head- 
covering to Sri RangamVid shown in a recumbent posture and tho tail ends in the 
Kamalalaya tank. This temple too is more or less of tho same measurement ns the 
other with double comico work at tho top. In addition to Ran janaiha, there aro 
striking figures of Vdmana Tttuvikrama avaldr and Sahkaranarayanasvamx. Them 
is also an image of ^ivakarmd nt tho bottom, who ns the first celestial architect is 
said to have cut this temple. 


On account of tho special carvings within both these temples, and their location 
in the rook, they deserve being brought on tho List of Protected Monuments under tho 
Ancient Monuments Act. The fori nlono is now in tho List of Conserved Monu- 
monts, being Government property. Tho temples ore said to be under the management 
of private individuals, and the custodian has agreed to the proposal of placing both 
these temples in the “ protected ” list. He has also agreed to pay tho cost of the 
repairs that may be done by Government according to tho finance of the temple- 


Ibis is one of tho seven sacred cities in India and has many temples of archffiolo- 
vsram* gical interest. Of the seven sacred places, viz., AySdhya (Oudb), Madura, Maya 
(Haridwar), lienares, CSnjeeveram, Avantikai and Dwarakfipurl, throe aro Siva 
JTsSel'-anis and three Vishnu Ksheiramt while tbis^ combines both sects. The town 
which was once the capital of the Pallava dynasty is said to have within its bound- 
aries 108 Sivi and 18 Vishnu temples, tbe former being larger in number in Great 
Conjeeveram. and the latter in Little Conjeeveram. 


A legend states that Buddha withhis disciple the sage Nfiradfi applied to Vishnu 
va l for meana*to be freed of the sin that Buddha committed by making converts and thus 
temp”, ” spoiling the Bhakli of ^aivaites towards ISvara. This occurred in the period immedi- 
Con^- ately subsequent to the destruction of Tripuram, (the three forts of iron, silver and 
veram. j Tripuriisura They were told that the only means was to worship 

iSvara in Couieeveram. When in doubt as to how the place was to be recognised, 
they were told that the sin would, while going to that spot, be reduced to the weight 
of cotton (Parutti) from that of a mountain. They felt the effect when they reached 
a villao-e near Conjeeveram where there is a Jain temple. The village still exists 
and is '’known as Tiruparuttikunraio. They were also told that in worshipping the 
eod there the pradakshanam, *.e., circumvolution, would be of a most tedious charac- 
ter like one’s getting oat of the mother’s womb. Br^h-Naradalinga and Kaildsa- 
linga were accordingly worshipped by Narada and Buddha respectirely. 

The Bouthemmost raVia in front of the temple has sunk a little at the top, but 
it has been in that condition for a long period. Part of the main wall on the south- 
east lias also sunk and tbe lintel over tbe closed doorway is broken. These must be 
set right. Several of the cells around the walls seem to be leaky and filling their 
cracks is necessary, .dgam rain water enters below the main wall in some places, 
and the ground should be so levelled as to carry away the water to a distance. Tbe 
glaringly white plastering done some years ackk to the front mantapam has not yet 
been toned down though this was suggested during inspection some vears a^o. 
Vegetation has also grown over the walls and the central vimuna. This must %0 
removed and further growth prevented in future.

Even to 
Uiis day, a seulptnre, representing this scene, is seen in the first courtyard north of 
the eentrrd shrine. 

The only entranoe to the temple is by the north. The outer courtyard has a 
MtasidMitirlUrn tank (r.e., obtaining-of-desired-boons), and shrmes dedre^ed to the 
Sun, JIandhata, etc., who are all said to have woshrpped the god hero. The walls 
of the taMaanham are covered with inscripHons. Some vegetation over the 
joaaras of the MiiadiSta and Zwjapfitr ahiines rcqttirra being removed and 
regrowth preventod. The gopara to tho second courtyard is incomplete. 

The ParSm reads that, when the Devas wanted protection against the Asuras 
tbev were told'by ParamaSiva that Subrahmanya, his son to be bom later on, would 
destroy the Asuias.

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The temple is a large one, and Tegetation has been.allowed to grow in several 
places. The attention of the temple officers who were present at the time of inspec- 
tion, was directed to tho necessity of removing the growth. ' 

This great temple which is the principal one in Little Conjeveram has a tradition. 
It is said ih?t at one time both Sarasvatl and Lakshin i quarrelled about their relative 
'merits, and applied to Indra for arbitration, who decided the case in favour of 
Lakshmi. Sarasvatl having become defeated, cursed him to become an elephant 
Indra applied to Lakshmi for the removal of the ourse who advised him to visit the 
Narasimha idol in Conjeveram to get rid of it. Ho did accordingly and got the effect 
of the curse removed. Then the goddesses resorted to Brahma wbo also decided in 
Lakshml’s favour, and he was cursed by Sarasvatl to lose his creative power. Then 
Lakshmi advised him to perform Yagam in Gonjeeveram which he did near the tempi® 
there and got back the creative power. 

The temple faces the west. The aides of the gopuram have inscriptions as also 
most of the walls inside. Just behind the front gopuram^ there is a four-pillared 
mantapam^ each pillar being nearly 20' in height with granite rings hanging on all 
the comers. The hundred pillared mantapam south of this has some very' good 
sculptures of Hanuman, horse, etc. Here is a holy tank, the Ananiaiarasapushkarant 
with two miniature islands in the centre. There are also shrines dedicated to 
Sakkarathu Alv.ar, Nammalvar and Manavalamuni — In the second court-yard is the 
Kalyimamantapam^ with largo well-oarved figures on its pillars of the AndaluHjal 
manptpam close by. Inscriptions abound in number over the walls of the Ka^ydM- 
mantapam and third prakaram walls. The cornices over the Garlhagnliavi are of 
good workmanship aud here also are some inscriptions. 

Tho temple being a wealthy one, is in need of no help towards any necessary 
repairs. 

This small shrine faces the west and stands in the midst of Punja fields. It is 
dedicated to HaUingl^mra in honour of its idol having been worshipped by sago 
Matahga in order to prepare himself for performing Yagam, By constant puja to 
this Ixngam he is said to have obtained the desired object. 

The conservation work done last year has not included all that is needed, and 
vegetation to a great extent still remains on the tower. The roof of the pillared 
porch is not levelled to carry the water to the sides, and this must bo atteiided to. 
Several of the niassive stones of tho tower are dislodged and these require proper 
replflcing in their respective positions. The cracks at several places require pointing, 
but not with white chunam as has been done elsowhere, but with a colour toned to 
suit tlio ancient colour already existing. There is no path on the south from the road 
to a distance of 76', and one to a width of at least 10' must be made. A doorway to 
the shrine either at tho pillared porch or tanetum is necessary. 

This temple is built after tho model of tho above one, though a little smaller in 
size. The tradition is that tho god of the eastern quarter, IsanESvara in order to 
ConSw- settle himself in CSnjooveram worshipped this lingam and accordingly got the blessing. 
v«ram Pavement to the front porch and removal of vegetation are necessary, and nmst bo 
done soon. 
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Aliavates This sm-all shrine is near the KachohhapCSvarn temple and is aiid to have been 

■nra temple, built in honour of tho worship of the lingam within, by tho Elephant AiravafS of 
Indrii, which in a fight lost one of its ivory tusks. By worshipping tho Unnam here

Tho repairs done some years ago by the Public Works Department have greaUy 
destroyed the bcanty of the temple. Modern plastering is so very vivid that tho 
ancient appearance has almost gone. Tho custodian is so very careless that ho ha.s 
already allowed a peepul tree to grow luxuriantly over tho front porch. This must 
bo removed.

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'TOrions avatars of Vishnu appear throughout the inner walls of tJie temple. Over 
‘.the jvalls inside are inscriptions. The repairs done last year hare almost put tho 
temple in order but, as I have had frequent occasion to point out elsewhere, the 
. glaring plaster which has been used has spoiled the beauty of the ancient appearance. 
The Public Works Department officers concerned must see that such acts are avoided 
In future and that tho remarks of this office in regard to such repeated defects arc 
not simply filed in office, ns seems to be often the case, but brought before the sub- 
• ordinates directly concerned with the execution of the work. As these officials again 
except in extensive works are in some cases very seldom on the spot, the contractors 
.must be informed as to what is to be done and it must bo seen that they do it, othcr- 
'wiso tho whole of the plastering should be chiselled off and reset anew at their own 
expense. In an ancient Pallava shrine like this, it is deplorable that such simple 
directions are not attended to. The circulars on the subject which have been in 
•tiie hands of the Public Works Department for some years must be borne in mind 
'Tvhen handling arcbmologieal works. 


Thc^rf7^ connected with this temple is that Tundiru Maharaja of tho Pallara 
dynasty, through whom the name Tondamandalam was given to the country, had a 
'Tision that he would soon be favoured with the appearance of Vaikunthapemmal as 
'he is in Vaikuntham, that god accordingly appeared here and that the temple was 
Hubsoqnently constructed. 

This Dravidian temple, otherwise known as Ai^tsahguyesvara temple, lies at a nsUrger 
•distance of nearly five miles to tho north of tho Wallajabad railway station. There is lenneil*’ * 
good road running from the railway station to tho place. 


The repairs on the last occasion are said to have been mad© in 1907-1908 by the 
Public Works Department without .sufficient considomlion. Buttress walls have 
■been put up covering tho inscriptions that exist tlrroughout tlm outer walls of tho 
mahmantapam. Also, the terracing to tho mahumaniapam has bwn done without 
iremoving the roots within the two layers of the wall, tho result bemg that the roots 
have begun to throw out their stems, dislocating tho granite stonw of tho outer 
face and necessitating further repairs. An estimate recently received and sent teck 
approved lias made duo provision against all these. It now requines being earelully

The oustodians not "being in a position to pay for tho repairs, have agreed to- 
leave tbo temple in tbo bands of Govemtnont os also a portion of the patta land on all- 
sides without compensation in order that tho necessary repairs may bo done by 
Govemmout. 

Both these temples have been declared “ Protected ” under tho Act, and it rcsts- 
with the Revenue department to assume ohargo of tho Lessor temple and the surround- 
ing lands before tlic Publio Works Department begins the work of doing tho repair, 
suggested above, to bring it into a proper state of maintonanco. 

Mahaball- Several of the monuments do not bear name boards, and it is dcsinible to 

puram. introduce them. In places whore notice boards now exist, tho names may be cut 
over them ; and in other important places where these do not exist, the name and 
notice boai^s may bo a conjoint one. 

Shore This temple is one of those forming the well-known group of Pallava remains, . 

M?Sb’all. md stands on the seashore about 34 miles south of Madras. The sea at this part of 
pnrsm. tho coast is encroaching, and for over a quarter of a century tho problem of protect- 

ing this building from its inroads has been engaging the attention of Engineers. 
Somewhat earlier than the time mentioned, a breakwater formed of blocks of rock among 
which were many stones fallen from the temple itself was heaped up in the seaward 
side of the temple which materially assisted in preserving the building. But some 
years ago further measures were found necessary, and a retaining wall was built to- 
protect tbo ground on each side. The sea face of the temple remained ns before, and 
waves at high water dashed against the walls. I proposed that the existing rocks to 
the north-east should be joined together by blocks thrown in between them, so as to- 
form a natural deposit of sand in front of the temple as has 'been the case at the 
Madras harbour where the sea currents are tho same, but this was overruled, and a 
breakwater built a short distance out and narallel with the shore was ordered. Tho 
Superintending Engmeer lately reported that this work had been begun, that he had 
inspected it and finding that it would be utterly useless had stopped the work.

Tlrupall- This is at a distance of nearly 46 miles south of Madrus and S miles off Sadras. 

tm”e, The temple >Tas, at one timo, a wry important one ^7ith both Siva and Vishnu worship 

Vayalar. within. The <ane/uni of the Siva shrine is of a semi-circular form, and is a Cliola 

structure. Vegetation, that has taken strong root, will present some difficulty in 
removal, before any repairs can be done. There are a few inscribed stones in the 
western wall of the ruined Mahamanfapam and one stone at the step entering the 
temple, and also all through the base of the garhhagriham. A broken piece of a 
pillar with inscriptions is lying in the open space in front of the temple. It seems 
the inscriptions have already been copied by the Epigrajhical Department. 


To thoroughly eradicate vegetation from this temple, means some rebuilding in 
parts, which will lead to some expense. 1 would therefore suggest that all tho deserted 
buildings around the central sanctum, may, in the first instance, simply have the plants 
removed as far as possible ; the principal repairs being confined to the central part, 
and the surroundings kept clean. Any pillars or stones with good carvings or with 
inscriptions, may ho arranged in tho courtyard or sent to tho Museum. The amount 
towards the cost of the repairs said to have been promised by the people of the 
village sometime back, has since been reported by the Collector to bo not forth- 
coming as the villagers plead inability to pay tbo same. 


These ruins are at a distance of 4d miles south of Madras. The walls of the 
Port with fort are in some places in good condition ns also tho watch tower at the western 
o^'tranco. Vegetotian that bus taken root over tho troUs of the fort and the domes 
swr.!, and walls of tho godowns, cto., within, are of anoh denso growth that it would bo 
almost impossihlo to root them out ouecosstullr now. Tho rillago munsif of tho 
placo sajs that these romius uro under tho eiiarge of tho Rovenuo Dopartment, 
thooRli a GoTommout order says Ihut the officer of tho Public Works Demrtment 
ore Ujo custodians of tho monuments in charge of Government. There is a Public 
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TVorks Department rest-house close by in charge of a watohman. It is a pity this fuli- 
time servant was not made use of to remove the vegetation in its early s^ge. So far 
as the hig trees now on the walls are coneemed, they may he removed in the coarse 
of next year after provision is made in the budget. 

This fortress whose walls encircle three hills, named the Frishnagiri, Eajagiri Pgt 
and Chakkilidurgam lies at a distance of nearly 20 miles on the west of Tindivanam 
Eadway station. Iho first foundation of the fort as well as the templo of '^sva- 
natha, now in rains, at a distance of a mile on the north-east of the fort, is attributed 
in the purams of the place to one Sura Sarma Eaja of Benares, who being issnelcss, 
resigned the Hngdom in his brother’s favour, and cimo here and M penance, and 
being blessed with issue, took his seat at this place. He rded for 43 years and left 
it to his son Thandan who enlarged the kingdom. The 22nd descendant was ^ja 
Desinc-who fought with the Navah of Arcot, and lost his possessions which suhse- 
quentfy came info the hands of the British. The exact date is not ascertainahle for 
want of authoritative records, hut from the fact ^at it existed during the days of 
the Vijianagar kings who came in possession of thm in 1382 it mnstba Msnmed 
that it existed anterior to that date. Of the three lulls, only two have bnildm^ o^ 
importance, viz., the Krishnagiri and Eajagin; and the other, the faakk.hdrng lying

The prison-house requires being 
properly looked after. Within the oella, debris has been allowed to accumulate 
this must be removed and the entrance closed in order that cattle may not go in. 
The loop holes for musketry arranged in front of this, must be kept in good order by 
removing the dense vegetation and closing any holes noticed therein. The old 
paintings on the cornice of all the rooms have, not been cared for. • They are being 
frequently interfered with by visitors and shepherd boys, and portions, probably to 
be taken away as curiosities, are being removed bit by bit; this must be prevented. 

One of the buildings now included in tho List of Monuments, and others in ruins 
not put in the List on account of their ruined condition are now situated on pattd 
lands. When and why they were assigned is not known. With regard to the first 
of these, the Sub-Collector of Tindivanam in his letter to the Collector, has written 
that Government never intended to part with its right to that mantapam, when 
assignisg the spot. Whatever it may he with regard to this as well as to other 
similar buildings, it is said that stones excavated from below are removed by the 
ryots concerned. Though there can be no objection to the existence of ihQ pof& 
land within the fort which measures nearly 102 acres, yet in the interest of Govern- 
ment, those lands whereon these buildings stand require being taken back and 
reserved as poramboke at least to prevent tho removal of the stones on them. If 
such a conree is not resorted to, the ryots will encroach on the sites of buildings 
little by httle, and may gradually proce**d to remove the stones on the buildings, 
and thus bring the land under eiUtivation. Tho Collector may be requested to 
enquire into the matter and examine tho records relating to tho assignment of these 
lands and take steps to restore them as Government poramboke land. 

At present, only a few remnants ore left of this historically important fort. 
They lie at a distance of nearly 2 miles due east of tho Cuddalorc ^’cw Town Kaihvay 
station on tho sea coast and on tho loft bank of tho Gadilam river. Tho English 
first purchased this fort in 1690 from tho then ruling Mabratta chieftain at Gingce, 
and both the French and tho Dutch had established thomeclvcs kero boforo tlicm. 
Tho original fort was built by a merchant named Chinnia Cbetty, and it subsequently 
passed into tho bauds of tho rulers at Gingeo who wero then powerful. When 
originally built, it is reported to have boon very strong and bomb-proof, double 
walled, measuring about 600' X 400', and to have cost about lOOjOOO piigodas. Tho 
namo given to it by tho English is attributed to tbo then l^Indms Governor having 
belonged to Wales, tho patron saint of which country ho probably wished to honour 
by giving tho namo. This place was for some years tho principal centre of EngHsh 
Imdo though finally they removed tho head-quarters to Madras. 

From tho account given in Ormes’ history during the sovcntics, many p.srts of 
tbo fort were then visible, but now, it Is to be regretted, most of them have dis- 


appeared leaving only a few traces. Tbo only portions now seen are portions of 
bastions on which modern bungalow* have been erected, and n 8ubtcrrano.an bricked 
passaco under a glacis. ^Vll these are included in path’i Land, thus placing them out 
of tbo control of Govemraent, and with the chance of their being at anv timo 
damagc<l or destroyed. Tho best preserved portion is part of a brick bastion on tbo 
northern bank of tho Gadilam river, which fonns more or less tho compound of tbo 
■ south-west bungalow thnro. This has not boon touched by present dav rciioraiors 
and rank vegetation has overgrown it. Tho breadth of tho wall is 6' an'd the length 
about 30'. lly the side of this and in eoatlnualion of it on Uio north, there nro 
soTcml vanUr«l passages which wero probaldy powder magarines.

the Nataxaja and Yishnu shrinea about the ownership of the site of the manfay 
' pam in front of the Vishnn shrine and some other places, the iTattnkottai- 

Chetties who are in charge of the works, are slow to undertake works in connection 
with the Vishnu shrine which is almost in front of the Chit Sahha. Tbe rebuild- 
ing work in front of the Vishnu shrine which has been put off must b^ hastenM. 
The temple having heeu recently brought on tho List of Ancient Monuments, the 
Collector will be requested to bring these matters to the notice of the custodians. 
Brahmapur- This great Dravidian temple lies on the Railway lino between Madras and 
Tuticorin. It measures 1,078' X 567', and the first eastern gopuram has almost dis- 
appeared on account of the growth of vegetation. Tho wall around this courtyard is 
being renewed. On account of the pavement in the southern prakaram not being m 
good order, rain water soaks in, and this may sooner or later cause the foundation to 
sink. At the north-west corner is the shrine of the famous Saivaite devotfo^ 
dkar who is said to have lived in the 4th century A.D. There are insefiptions ^ 
round this shrine, and on account of great age, the front of the granite is flaking off- 
Intimation has been sent to the Assistant Archmological Superintendent for 
Epigraphy to have these copied soon. Within the shrine, several new structures of 
brick have been put up which are an eyesore to visitors. The shrine of the goddess • 
close by, was remodelled some 10 years ago to the very sanctum^ and it has now no- 
archceological interest whatever. The outer wall of^the second courtyard, base of the 
Arupaihumuvar mantapam and Tirumalapatht also contain inscriptions. There are 
inscriptions over the ardha and mahamantapansQ.ni\ the walls of theMnefumof the god. 
The shrine to ^attandthar is an artificial hillock, made of plaster work in tbo represen- 
tation of. king of birds. There are also figures of tho god and goddess 

on this hillock and tho dome in plaster work is of good workmanship. Within this, 
at some places they have begun to modernize it and as in so doing tho ancient 
appearance may be spoiled it may be desirable to ask them to obtain the advice of 
this Department in future, whenever they intend making alterationss 

The name of the god is m memory of Brahma, the god of creation, having installed 
this lihgam and worshipped him. After the great deluge when god T^as going 
over the world in a boat, the boat struck against the spot of land here ; and Brahina 
was asked to worship him here and commence his creative power for the procreation 
of the human species. Brahma in obedience to this had a tank dug within the tem- 
ple at tho north-east corner and after installing the lihgam, commenced his work of 
. creation. In later times one ^ivapdda Ertiiharjar^ a uativa of tho placo and a dovout 
Saivaite prayed to this god for ti son who would eradicate Jainism which had taken 
root in those parts. Ilia prayer was granted and a son was bom to him in tho great 
Saivaite devotee whois said to be an incarnation of /$ubrahma/tya as ho was • 

fed with tho milk of tho goddess— ; and from that tirno and through tho preachings 
of ^mbandhar, Jainism began to wane. In commemoration of this event ft fostir-al 
is hold annually in the temple, on tho 8th day of which tho celebration of the decline 
of Jainism takes place, the ^^amariaf (Jains) being represented as liaving been 
pilloried. 1 hero is asbrinoto tho god worsnippe d by this i^ipapddha Eruthagar 
known ns tho CA5/«ft'aro shrmo afow yards off, which has also inscriptioDS not yet 
deciphered. 

This temple has not yet been cntcitnl in Iho List of Ancient Monunionts. It 
is said to have a goo<l annual income, nearly Rs. 16,000. If it is placed on tho 
List, tho custodians may bo asked to do all repairs in future of whatever nature they 
may bo with the consent and approval of this Department as other%viso there is cverj’ 
chauco of tho ancient \)ort»on# now renminiug untouched, being interfered with and 
entirely lost. 

Thisisatadistance of nearly eight miles on the south-east of Sliiyali Railway 
station. It has at present three courtyards with shrines within de<iicatod to tho 
god and go«lde«9, Naiarilja and AgGraraarthi. 

The Puranie renion is tliat Atun* Maruthuc'cturart, son of Jahnlharaa, was 
causing great hann to J?;ro/, who feanng him, got themselves oonvorted I'jJto other 
forms and remained in tin* holy city. On the Anra knowing Uiis and onicring 
their Iteing brought boforo him, (hey prayed to livam who directivl his /i’anJi to 
oTcrcomo iho Atvra.

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Subsequently the defeated Aiura prayed and got Ifiwara’s ^ula and resumed the 
troubling of tho Devas. On ^andi coming a Bccond time, ho showed his master’s 
ffu/a fearing which iVanrfj began to retreat. The wounded him in various 

places and also had tho tail, bones, otc., out off. Wo sec a sculpture of such a Nandi 
in front of tho god oven to*day. On Ifiwara seeing this, ho created from his eastern 
face (out of five) AphdramurVii who with his Borj' and fearful appearance killed the 
^«uro and ernshed him under his feet, and gratified Nandi thereby. There are three 
sacred ^vells within tho temple. 

Tho temple is possessed of funds and deserves inclusion in the List .of Ancient 
Monuments. It is generally in a good condition. But tho heaps of bricks and mud 
in tho south-east corner require being removed elsewhere. Tho pavement of the 
second pTaknram here and there requires touching up. Of the three wells, except tho 
one recently repaired, the other two require to bo put in order. 

Tho importance of this temple has already been alluded to in last year’s annual valdlaatha- 
report. On inspection, it has been found that weeds have taken root on tho southern, 
western and northern walls, and these requiro removal. Portions of the walls in the Valdls'. 
southern and northern walls have fallen, and these require rebuilding. ^ Tho flooring varankovU. 
in the eastern prdkaram in some places has been damaged, and this requires attention. 

To some length, tho TirumdlapaiH at the north-west corner has disappeared, and this 
must bo rebuilt. Brick partition walla have been put np horo and there in the 
Tinimdhpatti vrithin the temple; and these require removal to restore the ancient 
appearance of those parts. Certain sweetmeat shops are located within the mantapam 
immediately behind tho western popuram, and tho use of the hearths in them, has 
bUckcued tho inner roofing with soot, which is objectionable, and should be prevented. 

The temnle is in possession of funds, so that there is no need for Government to 
contribute anything towards the work detaUed in the foregoing notes. The Collector 
has been requested to arrange with the custodians to have hese done withm a 
leasonablo time or obtain their consent to pay in full towards these repairs as they 
may he estimated by tho Publio Works Department. 

This small temple stands on a hillock, which rar5/»Vo% iscaUed PasapaUs- 

(partof mount Nailaf) and measures 160' X 40'. It hes at a distance of five miles on the 
south-east of the Sundarapcrumalkoil Railway staUon. Inscnptions existat the base Avar.* 
of the hiUock ancl these lie covered with earth. On information received, ^ey were 
ordered to be exposed, and the Assistant Arehteological Supenntendenl for Epigraphy 
has been requested to examine them.

A fissure oxiEds on tho Bonth-wesl comer of tho hiVlock and the eavee on the 
south and west are not in their original position. The foundation on the northern side 
has sunk, and four buttress walls have been built some fifteen years ago. This 
bo probably due to tho base of tho hillook on tho west and north having been covered 
with earth for tho growth of plantains to a width of 15' and 30' respectively, and 
water on these sides soaking into tho pround : the width on tho north being greater, 
the earth there has subsided. Unless a drain is formed on both these sides to carry 
away the rain water, there is every fear of tho building being damaged to a great 
extent in the near future, and this has to bo attended to soon. Leakage over the 
terrace of tho goddess’ shrine 19 seen and this requires being closed. Cracks in the 
brick walls on the south-west and north-west exiat, and some bricks aro also missing 
on the outer sonthem wall. Tho cracks should be filled up, and the missing bricks 
replaced. 

The temple finances, the Trustee says, do not admit of the above works being 
done, and if Government should undertake the conservation he has agreed to pay one 
fifth contribution. Government may bo moved tp include this temple in the List of 
Monuments in order that the Public Works Department may undertake the works 
detailed above. f 

This is situated at a distance of ten miles to the north-east and four miles .to the 
templa, east o! the TittS Bail way station. There is a fairly good road leading to it from the 
M^ttor. ■Railway station which can be traversed by country carts. It is a small OhSja 
temple measuring 150'xl0d'and has only one courtyard. As usual everywhere, 
the shrine to Mah& Ganapati Is in tho south-west comer, the walls of which as 
^60 those of the Ardkamanfapam contain insoriptions. The northern wall has great 
Naga trees grown over it and these should be removed. The inscriptions as deciphered 
by tho Epigraphist date to the reign of the ChSla Eing Yikrama Ch5la (1118 to 
1136 A.D,). The annual income including the Government contribution is said to 
be about Hs. 1,000 and no amount can be spared for tho maintenance after leaving a 
fair margin for pujOj ^he tank to the east, a few yards from the only eastern 
entrance to the temple '■* ^ivaganga ” is punmically connected with the temple, and is 
said to be holy. This requires slight ropairs in its western side where the flight of 
steps exists. 

The 8tafapura?u‘c version is that in the Chela country on the bank of the 
CauvSry was a territory knoam as ‘ Nechulapun. King Jialmashapataka whd 
reigned towards the close of Dvaparsyuga had no sons, and when he consulted his 
family Eishi Sandilvar, he was advised to bathe in holy waters and worship the 
linaa. This holy work he commenced and asked the Sage AgasHga as to which is 
the most holy place and was told that to the south of the Cauvery is a place known 
as Vrtnaia-pvri wbere bis presence is always felt, imd was advised to go there. ot 
satisfied with this, ho questioned the Sago ns to how he came to be always present 
ihero and was told that one Amra Somakan finding that the jDevus were powerful on 
account of their possession of the I'edn* Avith Brahma which-lhey adored, took them 
away from them and entered the ocean. Immediately the Devas went and 
complained to ViSbnu, who promised to overcome the Asura. In the shape of a flab ho 
wont into the ocean and on defeating the AtCro, drank his blood, but he thereby became 
very ferocious. When the Devas saw this, they became afraid and wont to Siva and 
applied to him for help. He with his Consort went in u boat and took in Viflmn 
fish and brought him round But tho fish being too powerful, tho waters swelled 
and the whole world was in flood. At last the fish was overcome and Vifihnu 
resumed his proper form and nil of them emerged from tho ocean. At that time they 
noticed ibis part of tho land above wator-lovel which was hence called Unnalapitram 
and all alighted there. In commemorutioa thereof, ^iva left his Uuga there and 
disappeared. Then the temple and town amo into prominence.

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^ The neeessarj’ repairs to be done are the removal of vegetation, the resetting of 
"the stones after their removal in the northern wall of^the courtyard, and repairs to 
the steps on the west of the tank in front. The finances of the temple do not admit 
•of the work being undertaken in its entirety and the Trustees have therefore agreed 
•to enter into the usual agreement under the Act and pay a half of the contribution 
towards the works. 

The original Vvmna over the Garhhaffriham has not been interfered with, but 
painting work has been done throughout. In all other respects, the temple is in a 
fairly good state of preservation and nothing beyond those suggested abo\ e need be 
•■done. Some slight repairs have already been done by the Trustees, and these 
fortunately have not interfered mdeh with the antiquity of the temple, 


This small Chola temple has a single ^•ourtyard measuring 200’ X 100’, and Mathuvane* 
stands on an artificial hillock at a distance of 3 miles to the west of the Nannilam sram 
Kailway Station. The front yopuram has almost disappeared, probably on account NanaUam. 
•"of the havoc committed by vegetation. The structure is of brick and plaster, and 
may have been erected during the times of a Chola king. 

Beyond what has been said on page 16 of last year’s annual report about the 
purantc history of this temple, it has been ascertained that the building was cons- 
tructed during the days of Kochanga Chola Kaja of Tanjore, and that this is one of 
72 temples constructed by him. ‘The version is that the spider connected with 
the great JamhukgSvaram shrine, an opponent of the elephant at that place, when 
dying, Imd a prayer to construct more temples and that accordingly it was bom as 
KCcbahga Chola who erected some 72 temples. 

The beehive which is of a peculiar formation in this temple appears over a 
niche on the right side of the Liugam in the Ardhamaniavan. The bees do no harm to 
any one, and as they are considered holy, piija is also done to the hive with the bees 
in it. 

The only repairs peccssaty at present are the remoTal of regetation and the 
■replacing of Ihe stones that hare fallen on this aceoonh Should^ Government be

Tho armoury, whiob is built in tho «bnpo of a cmana, has o pquaro receding 
succession of storeys ono over the other, !n|Kjring toaamls the summit. Over the lop 
storoy is a as is usual in rmiinat, Tim plaster figures over tho Nuj'ak DurbSr 
Hall and the n/a» aro of good woTKnmRhip. Besides these, tbo arcades 

placed all round tho building typify the stylo of work adopted in those days. A 
portion bf tho sovoml storied tower has been removed. 

Govommcnl having in 1891 deelined to ortlor tho inclusion of tlio palaco in the 
list of Anoiont Monuments, nothing in tho matter of conservation was done by this 
Department. But during Iho pro-ent 3 *car the Consnlting xVrchitect on a reference 
from the Public B'orks Department rc<jucstc<i advico ou a proposal to convert an 
existing thntohcil shed in the Nfiyak DarMr Ilnll into a i>erraanont structure. On 
inspection, it was noticed that already tho plaster figures over tho face ^vaII had been 
slightly injured when fixing rafters to put up the present thatched shod Tt would 
bo bettor to do away with any sheds either temporary or permnuont. But if one is 
necessary, ns seems to be tho casein permancut construction ono would bo preferable, 
ms a firo at tho thatched structoro miglit cau<o immenso damage. In order that no 
further darungo may bo done to tho omatnentnl stucco work, it would bo desirable to 
construct tho proposeil verandah so that it nnll not extend above tho capitals of the 
pillars which aro of sufTiciout height for this purpose. so doing, tho figures on 
tho arches are not likely to bo injured. In caso this is done, glazed or wooden 
pMiucllod ficreons should roplacd the bamboo thaltics that at present close the arches 
above tho verandah. 

Besides these, other repairs to the armoury, etc., arc said to bo in progress bj' tho 
Public Works Department, but tho circumstances under which tho building went into 
the hands of tho Public Works Department have not been ascertained. 

Government on the recommendation of this Department have now ordered its 
inclusion in the List of Ancient Monuments. 

This shrine is situated at a distance of nearly 8 miles, Dortli*wost of tho Tanjoro 
Ballway station. There is a good metalled road leading to it and it is one of the 
SaptaiUialamt or seven holy places coanectod with the great temple of Tiruvfldi, 
which stands nearly ono milo to the east of it. 

Inscriptions exist all over the walls of the sanctum and by tlio sides of the 
doorway leading to it. All these are reported to have been copied by the Epigraphi- 
cal Department. They relate to the gift of lands, etc., to tho temple by the Inngs ot 
various dynasties including the Pallava, Pdndya and Chola. 

One of the lintels supporting the eastern gopuram is broken and requires imme- 
diate resetting. To lessen the oost of replacing the broken granite lintel, it would be 
well to support the present one from below with iron girders or rails. The flooring 
of the south prakaram adjoining the aarhhagriham has been so displaced that rain 
water collects therein, and this lias resulted in the wall close hy sinking and the roof 
becoming leaky. These matters require attention, and the removal of vegetation 
over the majitapam of the goddess shrine should also be seen to. The temple finances - 
are insufficient to meet the whole expense, and it will be necessary for Government • 
to undertake either the whole or a great part ofvit. The trustee has agreed to 
execute the usiml agreement under the Ancient Monuments Act. 

The vimona over the sanctum is of Kailas shape, and on the south, of it is a niche • 
with the figure of Vakshinamurti in a standing posture. This is peculiar to this 
place, and it has a mythological connection which will he explained later on. The- 
people not understanding this, and in the belief that the sculpture of Dakshinamurii 
did not exist there, have set up a subsequent addition and placed therein another 
figure in a sitting posture as is usually the case elsewhere. 

Tho putanic version connected with this shrine is, that when ISvara in a standing 
posture was engaged in preaching to hia desciples in Mynakaparvatam, the mates of’ 
the holy cow Kamadhenu let fall from Heaven their excreta on bis head. As the 
result of his curse immediately, they had their colour changed and when thov applied 
to him lor reliel therefrom, he is said to havo ordered them to worship him in hiS'

after they did so by bathing the lingam •with their milk which contained fat (ghee) and 
hence the name of the god (GhrithapnrlSvar). In proof of this, there exists a figure 
in relief OTer one of the pillars in the northern Mantapam, and the figure Dahshijux. 

TnurU in the standing posture most probably represents the preaching. 

This great Dravidian temple stands on the banks of the Cauvery at a distance Panchan*- 
of nearly 7 miles to the north of the Thnjore railway station. It is the chief of the 
Sapthasthalams mentioned above, and is held in much reverence hy the Brahmans of Tirroii. 
Southern India. 


In the first courtyard on entering the temple by the eastern Gojiuram^ we have 
on the south a shrine “ Dakshana Kailas ” and a similar one in the north “ Vttara 
Kailas^’’ both of which are of the Kailasa Vtnana form, after the model of those 
existing in Tanjore and Gangaikondasholapuram. There are some well sciJptured 
pillars in blackstone on tie east of the Dakshana Kailas. The Fmamanfapam in the 
second courtyard is a subsequent addition as also arc some other portions in the 
temple thouf»h the original Garhhagrikam is said to date from the time of tho sago 
KamciSa llie other additions wero executed during the days of Govinda Diksba- 
dar, the famous minister of the Tanjore Naick Rajahs and Paohaynppa iTudaliar of 
Madras charity fame. The third Prakara has in the south three large oval-shapcd 
marks representing the foot prints of a buU, tho jmranie explanation of which will be 
subsequently referred to. 

Inscriptions exist all over tho two Kailasasy the sanctum of the god and tho 
shrine of the goddess at tho north-east of the temple. The msenphons on tho sides 
of tho entrance to tho deity’s inner shrine are wvered with pl^er and portions of 
tho plaster had to bo removed to find them. Though some of these have already 
been copied hy tho Epigtaphical Department, I am doub ful those over tho wal^ 
ofhoth thoshnnos have been copied; these require early notice, as this temple w 
said to date from a very early period. 

The flooring around the Kailusas is in such a bad state that ram irater aocumu- 
lates and as this may cause the walls to sink, the attention of the custodian should 
hocaUed to this at mce. Tho roofs of tho JappeSar and Kataraja Mantapams are dso 
sh'ghUy leakT- Tho temple is said to have a very fair annual income and is under 
the mSrSent of the tambirSn of tho Dbarmapumm Mutt in the Mdyavaram 
taluk The Collector may be requested to arrange for theso works cither being 
cxwuted b? the custodian, or to obtain his consent to mmbureo tlio cost on its being 
cxwutea Dj me cusw , nnn-,rtmPTit- Besides, there exists a drainatro 
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Tlnunal Thougli this building, Trhiob is ono of tho most extensive and best preserred 

palaces in tho South, has long found a place in tho List of Ancient Honuraonts, repair® 
Madura. or alterations to it were carried out by tho Public Works Department without any 
reference to the Archtoological Department and without tho estimates being forwarded 
for inspection to this Department as is tho case with all otlier ancient monuments. 
This was duo to the buildings being entirely occupied by publio offices. It was, 
bowover, considered advisable that tho procoduro adopted elsewhero shoold he 
followed hero also, and on a referenco to Governmont, tho suggestion was approved 
and adopted. 

Some works which wore suggested by tho District Judge wore inspected, and 
they are as detailed below : — 

(1) The removal of a large iron cage from ono of the back rooms to another • 
in front. Tins cage, measuring T x IP X 16', could easily be removed, as the 
parts are connected by bolts, and reset at tho other place as wanted. 

(2) The erection of largo sheet iron or wooden windows for tho window 
openings in the hack room mentioned in item No. 1 supra. The provision of windows 
to the openings is absolutely necessary, as without these, rain water may get in and 
thus damage tho plaster on tho walls, etc. ; and therefore these must be provided with 
wooden windows as in other places. 

(S) The provision of iron bars for the openings between tho walls and the 
roof of the front room mentioned in item No. 1 supra. This is applied for, in order 
to safeguard the valuable articles to be placed within tho cago to be removed there, 
and may be sanctioned ; but when time comes to remove the modern walls erected 
between piers to locate offices all these will have to bo done away with. 

(4) The temporary blocking np by brick work of two doorways in a long room. 
Both these door ways aro those that have been opened within recent years, and not 
those that existed from the hegioning, and as snob the proposed blocking up of these 
is welcome, as by so doing the buUdmg in those parts will be to some extent brought 
to its original condition. 

(5) The conversion of a window into a doorway in a room. This is said to he 
necessary to give access to another room. Though it is undesirable to effect such 
alterations, yet considering the necessity for its introduction aud the fact that the. 
window is already 4f' X 3|' in dimensions, it may be converted into a doorway. It 
was seen that the roof on the south-east comer of this room is leaky. This must be 
set right, in order that the wall may not get soaked with water during rain. 

(6) The estimate received from the Public "Worts Department was returned 
countersigned to enable the works being taken np at on early date os requested 
by the District Judge. 


UettapatU The cave is situated at a distance of nearly 13 miles on the south-west of 
Ammayana^^ikanur, i.e., the Kodaikdnal Road Railway station, and at the foot of the 
mslal. hill Siddharmalai (Sage’s Hill), is the village of Mettupatti near which is the 
Peranai dam ander the charge of Public Works Department. There is a rest-house 
also for the sojum of inspeeting officers. 


Much sanctity is attached ;to the hill on account of the tradition that sages 
lived in the cave there, which has rooms said to have been occupied by the Pandavas 
of yore. There are inscriptions on the walls and also some in the $iva temple the 
latter of which appear to belong to the 14th century. One Arunachala Kavundan, 
aged about 70 years, gives the following version in connection with the temple as 
having been handed down to him by, his forefathers. It seems that one Pambara- 
muttu Nayak, a local chieftain of those days, had a large number of cows which were 
sent out for grazing in tho forest by the side of Siddharmalai. Tho udder of one of 
his cows was black. Such cows are known as KardmpaSu, and are considered sacred 
ns the milk thereof is said to be holy and fit only for being offered to god • and they 
are genorally made a gift to temples. This cow alone of Famba^mu)tu Nayak 
used to get up this hill, and after a slay there for some time used to get down a^in 
and go to its quarters lato. On observing this for some time, the Nayak grow canons 
to know why this cow alone came late, and accordingly one day ho followed it with 
a view to trace where it went. Finding it standing near a bush on tho hill, be threw 
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"a stone at it. The stone fell on the head of a lingam from which blood oo 2 ed ont, and 
•the Kayak immediately became blind. On praying, he got back his visionary powers, 

■and found the existence of a there ; and the tradition is that the cow went 

•there daily and as soon as it reached that spot, its mjlk poured down voluntarily on * 
the lingam. On regaining his sight, the Nayak is said to have built a temple on the 
spot — which is the one that now stands there — and performed piija daily. It 
••appears that his kinsmen declined to give any of their daughters in marriage to him, 

•as he "Was an ascetic, and to get out of this difficulty, he gave some lands to a sect of 
men known as “ Kannadians and got himself married. Even to this day, their 
descendants perform and enjoy the mSniamt^ t.e., lands given on favourable rent. 

In token of loyalty to the Pamharamuttu Nayak family, even now-a-days, the priest, 

-after performing puja before the distribution of hply ashes, calls out thrice Pambara- 
muttu Nayak ” and if such men are present, they are first given the holy ashes and 
then others. A few of these still exist in village close by. The hnga is named the 
hrahalinga and worship is performed, though irregularly. It is also said that cars 
went round the foot of the hill and there were bazaars, etc., to sell the requisites 
for worship, hut these do not exist now. Kavadis are also reported to have been 
taken to the god in plenty in days gone by. Besides, a natural cleft of water 
known as Elukadal, i.e., seven oceans, also exists there from which water is taken to 
get the god bathed. The cave faces due south, measures SI feet east to west to a 
height of 6 feet, and is below an overhanging rock "NVithm this, are the beds of 
the five Pandavas cut out of the sheet of rock below the beds indicating that the bead 
Jested on the east and the foot on the west. Mud walls have been subsequently put 
.up, and these require being removed to keep the cave free and m a. sound condition, 
l&e, there is a big vault of ueatly 10’ in height. The cnve, from north to sonth 
measnree nearly lOO^and extends on the west lo a distance of nearly 60 feet. Ont

Besides tbo sbrino on tbo top of the hill, there are tlireo rock-cut slirines on the 
south at tbo foot, with groat Ungams within, cut out of tho original rock. There arc 
on the sides of these shrines some sculptures of great mythological and sculptu^ 
interest representing Brahma, Vishnu, Kudra and Kalithandnvam with eight hana5, 
besides tbo figures of tbo King and Queen who had these carved. Those had thick 
coats of coloured plaster all over them. Tho inscriptions can bo seen on the base of 
the sculptures as well ns on the monoHtluc pillars and tho rock-cut shrines. There am 
also natural caves witliin boulders hero and there, with masonry partition rooms and 
walls. 

A story is current with regard to the formation of theso rock-cut shrines, as well 
as otlicr similar ones in those parts. Ono Nandiruja, tho tliird after Uttanga 
hlahurajah and Trxbhuvana Chakravarti, when a minor, bad a valuable cloth 
purebased for his mother Queen who bad been kept aloof by his father on account of 
his fancy for a cobbler woman ; ono of the sons of tho cobbler woman attempted to 
detlirone him. He is said to Lave ascertained the fact and to have calmly submitted 
alioaung tlie cobbler brother to succeed him. At tho time of the separation, h® 
ordered such rock-cut shrines being constructed without Somasutras ; for, insects may, 
by the holes therein, get over the lihgams within and pollute them. In accordance 
with the dictates, the cobbler brother is said to have created 18 such rock-cut shrines • 
with inscriptions thereon showing his lineage, etc., wherefi^m be was bom. Xb® 
resemblance even in the minutest details of several of these rock-cut temples in 
different places, is due to tho fact that they may have been excavated in tbla man's 
time. 

Vegetation growing ail over the stone walls of the temple on the top of tho hiU 
requires being removed to the very root, and the stones reset. The terrace of some 
of the manfapams over the Bight of steps leading to the temple on the top were 
found to be lealcy. Mud covers their floors and there is a luxuriant growth of weeds 
over them. As these growths are objectionable, they must be cleared and the walls 
kept in good condition. Some stone lintels and beams in the front ntan^pam of the * 
sanctuary on the top of the hill are broken, and coCoanut pillar props have been 
erected. These require immediate attention, as it is dangerous to allow sucli things 
to continue. Masonry partition walls, and a strong room have been subsequently 
erected within the rock-cut temples mentioned above. These not only disfigure 
their appearance but also hide the valuable inscriptions and sculptures, and require - 
being removed. The temple is said to have a verj’ good income with a loc^ 
Fandarasannsthi at its head. 

The Collector may be rec^uested to arrange with him for the repairs suggested 
above, either by himself within a reasonable time, or to obtain the full contribution - 
that may be estimated by the Public "Works Department in order that the work may 
be taken on band by the Government. 

Ramanatha This famous temple, which was recently the subject of extensive demolitions in 
its interior and earliest of the structures has been, of late, included in the list of 

Rames- Conserved Monuments. 

The very town of KameSvaram owes its name to Kama, and the sanctify of tlio 
place is due to the establ’idimcnt of a lingam there by Baroa. Its sacredness has- 
been recognised from the earliest of times by all sects of the Hindu community. The 
furanrn have it, that to purge himself of tho sin of brahminicide (Srnhmahaiti) 
committed hy Eama by bis slaying of Ravana who was the son of a Brahmin by a 
Baksliasa woman, BTima was advised by Riahis to establish a linijam on Gandha- 
madana hill whereon BamSlvarom now stands ; that for the establishment of a Uiigam 
there. Euma fixed an auspicious occasion and sent Hapuman to Mount Kailas to 
bring a lingam from there ; that Haiiumaq did not return within the auspicious time, 
and Rama therefore, on tlve advice of Gjo sages tliat the auspicious time should not be- 
allowed to pass, established within that time a Ungam of sand that liad been prcfored- 
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ty Sita. Hanuman afterwards returned with two tingams from ITount Kailas, ani 
finding that a sand Ungam had been already established, grew angry. Kama advised 
him not to grieve over the matter but to fix his hhgam a little to the north of that 
established by bira, and that it should be known after him as Eanuman lingam, while 
tliat established by him should be known as Baraalingam or Ramanatha^ and that all 
honours should bo paid first to tbe Banutnun hngsnt and only afterwards to the Ratna^ 
Urigam Not satisfied with this, Hanuman wanted Kama to remove his lingam and 
establish in it the place of that brought by him, but Kama playfully said that if 
Hanuman could remove the li*ga established by him, ho would substitute m its place 
that brought by Hanuman. Haiiuman tried to remove it but failed, and then twist- 
ing bis long tail around the lingam^ be jumped up into the air and tried to pull it but 
failed. Harks of tbe monkey’s tail in three rows, are even now visible on the Rama- 
lingam. Thus the lingam brought by Henman was established m a place near the- 
Bamalingam and is worshipped even to this day. 


Several sacred wells or Grihat exist here, numbering about 24, and 14 of these 
now stand within the temple bnUdings ; the construetion of whieh must have bwn 
ranch later than the eatehlishment of a liigam there by l^ma, and dimng the reign 
ef some of the later kings.

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anthorities. This prdkaram stands a little apart from the inner one and there is a 
space of about 15 feet between them whidi is now covered with rubbish. If it is not 
proposed to connect the second and during the repairs and rebuilding 

now in progress, the rubbish should be removed, and provision made to earrj' away 
the rain water falling therein. Gardening in a useful way may also be made in this 
space. At the south-west corner is a tank, the J\Iddhavapuskkaranif which is main- 
tained in good condition. Pointing in some places is necessaiy, so’ as to, prevent the 
growth of weeds. The flooring near the shrine of Se^madhava is not in good 
condition. This reqiures attention. The rain water collecting therein should be 
made to run into the drain close by without soaking into the adjacent ground. In 
some shrines which are built of sandstone blocks, the action of age and the 
atmosphere has caused portions to peel off, and with a view to prevent any further 
deterioration, the use of a stone preserving compound ma y be sut'gested to the 
custodians. ° 


The portions whroh have been demolished, viz., the whole of the first prdkCiram 
including a sanciuvi of the goddess and a portion of the second prdkdram on the west 
and north require early rebuilding. The sanctuary of the other important deities 
within, including the vimana ate in a very sound condition, bein*' built of granite 
as iviU be seen from the photographs that havo been taken, and do not require 
to be interfered with m any manner. There are inscriptions over the walls of the 
garlhagrihams of the Bamandthaavami and Hanurridn lingams and over these heaps of 
stone chips have been thrown, and os these may injure the inscriptions, the custodian 
may be addressed to remove the accnmulatioa and order the work of the stone 
masons being done a little distance away. 


Tho deed oE agreommt, dated Uio 1st July 1905, relating to the renovations of 
the temple, between the Manager and certain others who have undertaken the repair- 
ing works m the coarse of 35 years was perused. It hns been therein agreed 
to, that altoratiOLS of taaiifayams, etc., may be made at Iho disoretion of tho repairers, 
and that the measurement may bo oither in excess of or below the original ones.. 
pis IS a serious blunder which most Iw guarded against. The measurements in those 
days have been adopted on pnnciplcs laid down in ugamat, and tlieso must bo strictly 
adhered to even m rcnorjitious of tbo sort now in progress. ^ 

The sacred waters in places not yet demolished require belnij iircservcd in siitt 
even when portions containing these nrc-dcmolishcd. Tbo atteatTon of tho manager 
my bo drawn to the above remarks m order that ho may, in future, bo guided bv 
tliem and also obtam the advice of this Department with regard to furtlier demolitions, 
etc., M already promis^ by him, and inasmuch as this temple has also now been 
brought on the List of Conservcii Monuments. 

This is one of Uio monumonls now on tlio I.ist. It is nothing but a etone-pilkrcd

This is at a distance of nearly 2 miles, north of the great Ramana^asvami xhe two 
temple and is otherwise locally known as Gandamadana parvatam. It is under the storeyed 
charge of the temple authorities. The tnanptpam stands on a raised platform over a “mes?*®’ 
sand hillock, which is said to be part of the original hill whereon Kama was advised varam. 
to establish a lihgam. The footprints of Kama carved on a stone are placed in the 
centre of the lower storey, and to these jwyi* is performed. Somewhere during the 
• earlv formation of Setu* a ridge of sand banks or hills known as Gandamadana 
■ seems to have sprung into existence alongside of and in tlie direction of Setu, and what 
is now the island of KameSvaram was probably the site then occupied by tliat hill. 


Over the steps on all the sides of the raised platform, weeds appear, and these 
require immediate removal, and the pointing in colour of the points between stone and 
stone to harmonize with the adjoining masonry is necessary. Some inscribed stones 
are seen in the flight of steps, whereas none exist at the other sides.* They are not 
. also continuous, thus showmg that they may have been brought from some other place 
and made use of here. They do not appear to have been as yet noticed by the Epi- 
graphical Department, and when next any of that staff visits the vicinity, these may 
•be inspected The base of the eastern side has sunk a little, and this requires under- 
pinning In doing any plaster or pointing work, the temple authorities should be 

• advised to colour Uiem in such a way that the appearance may bo in harmony with i 
the surroundings, as the present white plaster work over the parapet wall on the 

-upperstorer is not only very ugly in appearance but also tends in a ^y to modernwe 
tfie iniiamg. Close by this monument, is a Sira temple in gooil condition mlh 
-dense Tegetation ruining over the vtmiiia, and also the rums of the palace of the 
SMupatis^vSio at one tiL had their capital here hcforo they removed the seat to tho 
present town of Riinmad. 

This fort, now in complete ruins, is at a distance of nearly S mUes on tho north B,±ied

I have the honour to sahmit herewith the annual report of this department for 
the year ending 1910-11 and to place, as directed in Government Memorandum 
No. lt)93, dated the 25th August 1902, the following subjects for the consideration 
of Government. 

2. Instances of damage to monuments such as those reported on pages 3 to 5 
are becoming numerous, and these are only the cases that were noticed during inspec- 
tion by the officers of this department and reported upon by other officers. Besides 
these, it may he possible that there are other cases that have not been brought to 
light. It is scarcely necessary to say that it is not possible for me to inspect all the 
monuments in the course of the year, and that I most only rely upon the reports of 

•'the officers of other departments, mostly the Public "Works and the Revenue 
departments. The wilful mischief committed at one of the stone dagolat at the 
ruins of the Buddhist monastery at Ramatirtham calls for serious notice and, if a 
successful prosecution under the* Act is secured, it will probably lead to this part of 
it being of some service, instead of at present being a dead letter. 

3. The recent orders of the Government of India on the storage of negatives in 
this office, mentioQ<^ on page 5, have to be given eSect to, and these coupled with 
the fact that arra'ugemeuts must also be made on a permanent scalo for the prepara- 
tion of a dark room, etc., for photo-printing, consequent on the increase of work 
ge’at!Ta\\y,a'nA\Vial-wbioh will arise tbrougb this dvpaTtsaent having now to supply 
the public direct with such photos as may be order^ by them, compelled me to apply 
for a permanent office building which should be of a plan sufficient for the sp^ial 
needs of this office and thus obviate the damage likely to be done to fragile articles 
like photo negatives, etc. 

4. The question of private contribution to be collected from owners of monu- 
menta towards repairs ot the latter is one that Ins not been properly handled till 
now. To work section 9 of the Ancient Monuments Act means causing detailed 
enquiries to be made, which can easily and successfully be done by the Hevenua 
department alone \ and to briog it into operation will necessitate some funds towards 
the important work of conservation being collected from the custodians of monuments. 
On enquiry during tny recent inspections, several custodians agreed to pay a portion 
of the cos^ and so if only this is properly amioged by the Revenue department who 
liave greater control over them in every way, Government is sure to be benefited. 
Unless Government is pleased to extend tho working of the Act and issue orders to 
the Revenue dejartment on tho subject, there will be something always wanting in 
this respect. 

6. Tho excavations of tho year detailed on pages 11 to 16 have been, in a war, 
broncht to a c1o'’p, but I should like to have been permitt^ to t^o op some more 
of this important work, for tbero are several interesting which require being 
examined properly, and I am certain that the results would bo of iinportance in 
revealing some lost chapters of tlie early history of tho Presidency I leave tho 
matter to the decirion of Govcnimtnt, an^ io this connection 1 imy be^pcrmittro to 
quote tho order of the Government of Bomliay embodied in their G.O. Oeperal No. 4, 
dated 8rd January 1907, issufti on tho Progress Report of the Arohicological Suner. 
Western Circle, for 1905-06. 
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Ko. 997, Public, 16th September 1911. 


6. The additions and altemtiona to tiie list of monuments in accordance \nlli 
my notes under “ Conservation will be separately dealt with. 

7. Some of the names in the margin of the text are without vowel marks. I 

am informed that this is due to the press not having a sufficient number of this size 
of type in stock. Anyhow, in the body of the report, the transliteration marks have 
been inserted to a certain extent, though it was impossible to got them done satis- 
factorily for want of time and the difficulty of getting them uniformly printed at the 
hands of the press. This, coupled with the preparation of blocks and plan for 
illustration {vide G.O. No. 952, Public, dated 13th October 1910), necessitate my 
again bringing to the notice of Government that the present time limit for the 
submission of the report is quite inadequate. I may also be permitted to confess 
that the readmg of large numbers of proofs within such a limited period occupies 
so much time that I am forced to let the rough notes, put in order at the beginning, 
remain as they were^ without consulting reference books which, if done would 
■prevent the report being submitted in time, though they might make the reports 
more interesting. ^ 

8. I would also suggest the desirability of a slightly-glazed paper being allowed 
for the printing of the report so that some illustrations might appear in the letter 
-press. I had intended doing this, but the text illustrations had to be struck out and 
re-arranged in plates owing to the unsuitability of the paper.

7. Orders will issue in the Revenue department on the subject of the issue of 
licenses by the Forest department for the removal of stone from the rock adjoining 
the Rodamurutti channel which is mentioned in part VI of the report. The Super- 
intendent will submit for orders separately the question of not granting any further 
extension of time to the Treasure Trove Syndicate, Trichinopoly. 

8. The proposal of the Superintendent to incorpowte illustrations in the letter 
press of the report does not commend itself to Government. Nor can the Superin- 
tendent’s request for an extension of time for the submission of his annual report be 
acceded to.

Office Eoutise. 

During tbe year, Govcrameot appointed an .Additional SD]>eriDtcndent, together EstabUib- 
■witli a tour clctk for. him, to relievo me of a part of the conservation work in order 
to enable me to proceed with the arranging and catalogningof tho antiquities ot the 
Museum. Mr. A, H. Longhurst, Superintendent of the TVestem Circle, accordinglv 
joined me in September 1911, and after some time spent at Ibe recess head>querten 
he vras asked to proceed to Dellury and its adjoining districts on a tour of conserra* 
tion inspection. 

2. Tbe VfOTk done by tbe members ef tbe office wee sstisfaotory, end it -must bo 
said that almost nil of them had to attend both in and out of office hours to overtake 
tho work of correspondonco, etc., which has increased in every direction. Tho 
Manager, ir.R.Ry. P. V, Jagadfsa A iyar, made some successful tours, in tho course of 
which much useful information was got, and numbers of ancient wooden und etono 
carvings, hqsidca some bronso images, were collected. Tho designation of the clerk 
on Rs. SO to Rs. 50 grade has been changed into Head clerk. 

8. A tomporarr clerk was at work arranging the previous records of tho ofllco 
and indexing and Wmging them into a satisfactory state for convenioot roforence. 

Despite alt efforts, howover, tho work has not yot boon concluded. Tho two temporary 
draftsmen engaged for inl^g and completing tho unSnished drawings luivo I>een 
continuously nt work. But the work is faborious and progress slow and it may lake 
at tho present rate eevcml years more for them to bring it to completion. 

4. BoUj His ExoeUoncy Lord Carmichael, and Dr. J. Ph. Vogel, the Acting 
Director-General of Archmology, inspected Iho office in tho course of the year. 

They were plcsisoil with tho collection of wood carvings and stono sculptures, etc., in 
the office.

6. Qoremment onlorod that about half of my ttmo should be devntc<l b> n ork at Arebroi^- 
tlio Madras Museum in arranging the numerous archn'ologiea! objects that have 
nreuniulatwl as tbe result of the exearatioos ronducte«l during pastyear*, and toeiuble Maiwcu 
me to do thi«, un additional staff, eoD.<)i*Uog of an assistant, a surreyor and four 
lascar*, have been sanctioned by Ooveruraent in January J912, Tbe work has been 
started, but till tlio shetl for tlio arrangemcat of specimens is put up by the I’oWie • 

"Works Department, it will cot be posstblo to get on with the work rigorously. 



'Tvere taken out, and these were afterwards declared to be treasure trove. They were 
•-exarained and found to be ancient and their acqnisition^ for the Museum was 
recommended. 

16. Wiiile digging for medicinal plants on the 23rd September 1910 in a Thidal 
' (waste'land) adjoining the Perumal Koril temple of the village, one idol was found ^mnad. 
bidden unHergroimd and on further digging twelve more were discovered. These were 

• rfeferred to me for opinion as to their acquisition for the Museum, and on inspection, 
they were all found to be ancient and as such worthy of being purchased by 

• Government. 

17- A bronze idol (plate 1, Tig. 1) and some srinding stones were found during 7ada- 
8ome excavations in the temple of Jembukeivarasvami at Vadarangam of the TaDjore 

• district. The digging was in connection with the intended constructiou of a well 
within the temple and the work commenced on the 3rd Ocbiber 1910. On the first 

• day, a copper gandi (water vessel) and two brass plates were discovered ; but these, 
on being taken out, crumbled to pieces. On tbe Ith idem, the idol iras discovered at 
a depth of about 3 feet below ground, and this being ancient its acquisition was 
recommended. Further excavations have resulted in the unearthing of an old well 

-of brick in mud within which were some stone grinding stones. The well lias 
been found to have a profuse supply of water from an underground spring. 

18. On the 3rd December 1910, the trustee of MarkuthinathasTami temple, Maru- Marnthan- 
Uifinthanallur, Tafijore district, was digging for foundations to erect a vtantaj>am on the ^oallar. 
western prakara and found 32 ancient bronze images of Dindu deities (plate II, Fig. 

5 to 9 and plate III and plate IV, Fig. 1) and various utensils buried at about 6 feet 
underground. Tlie exact places where these were unearthed arc on the nortli-wcst 
comer and the centre of the western frakara wall The temple is said to be a very 
ancient one, as it finds a place in tbe Tamil poems, and amongst the objects found is 
an imago of the Tamil devotee Sambandar who is said to have composed poems in 
honour of tlic deity of this place. 

**■ 19. AU the articles are of antique make and worth acquiring by Govomment 

But, should there be* any similar ones already in the Museum and shomd the Superin* 
tendont not require all of them, he was asked to inform me of tbe fact so that such 
of them as might be rejected by him might be purchased for other Museums with 
the fund.s provided by iho Director-General of Archaeology. 

20. Treasure trove found at the Melokandathil pnramha in the Malab&r district MeU kaada- 
consisted of a fairly complete set of Hindu domestic brass utensils similar to porembi. 
those in use at the present nay. This circumstance of itself would not bo sufficient 

to show them to be modem, for some specimens of prehistoric pottorj’ are almost 
identical in form wiUi articles used nowadays. The articles wore decidctlly old ; their 
condition, if not their form, showed them to be such, but they could not be described 
as ancient There arc now no houses in the vicinity of where they were found, and 
tlio present owners of tho land, who have been in po^ession of it for a long period of 
time, know nothing of them or their having been buried tliorc. Ko reccntcvcnts Jiavo 
occurred within the past century, which would have led to their being so hidden, and 
it thcreforo scomeil not iinpromblo that this must have taken place during one of 
Hjilcr Ali’s incursions. If a complete set of such Malab-^r utensils was not already in 
tho Museum, Uie purchase of these was recommended. A standard lamp in three ports 
nod two hanging ch.'iin lamps were noted as curiou*. 

21. 'Some old bnuM and copper vessels relating to a Treasure Trove case in Kalmid, iCilnxt. 
South Oanara district, were refcrml to me for my opinion, and as on insjiection they 

were found to be worth acquiring, their acquisition was recommended. On 
the moulli ef a large vase, an inscription in Telugu cluirocters was noticed, but it 
was not decipherable and the Superintendent of the Museum may Iv intrres1e«I in 
getting them deciphered. 

Antiquities. 

22. Tlie Superintendent of the Sfadras Museum askrd if a rannon which was lying Crsacs. 
half-burie»l on the road near tbe temple at MyUpore in Madras' was in any way Mztsyert. 
curious and worth aequirinj?. On inspection, it was found to be of Knglish male 

of which there are itpecimens already in the Museum, and so its acquisition was not 
recommended. 
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^ once existed to carry water to the moat. In the course of certain diggings by the rilla- 

«gersj stones of various buildings, Hindu and Jain sculptures, stone wells, buildings 
etc., hare been unearthed. There are many stone built Ooranm (tanla) lyin^^ deep 
below. If carefully excavated, probably the fort with the moat may be brought to 
view. The inscriptions found therein have been referred to the Assistant Archtcolo- 
gical Superintendent for Epigraphy to see if any date can be fixed. It may be desira- 
ble to give weight to the recommendations by the Collector of Ramnad to declare it 
“ protected ” and to prohibit the villagers and others from indiscriminate excavation 
without the permission of Government. 

Pre-hlsto- 38. These lie at a distance of nearly 15 miles north of Tenkasi. The village 

Kadaya.^ 'w^hich at one time is said to have been very populous, has during recent years b^n 

.■^nr- shifted to the east at a distance of nearly three miles on account of the trouble caused 

by wild beasts from the 'Western Ghauts close by. 

39. The nnicut of Karu^panadi in the village is said to Jiave been constructed by 
king Sri 'Vallab^ for the irrigation of nallja lands of the village and there are also 
found the remains of an ancient Siva temple in a mound on the eastern bank of the 
river. It is an eyesore as it is, such ruthless destruction has there been, resultin" in a 
large accumulation of ancient pottery found there ; and unless immediate steps are 
taken to save the remainiog urns which may possibly exist in several hundreds there 
will be no trace of the history of this ancient village in future years. The inscriptions 
fcjund on the temples of Siva and Vishnu, Kadakalesvarar and Karriyamanikka 
pcrumal do not appear to have been noticed by the Epigraphical Department and the 
attention of the Assistant Archseological Superintendent for Epigraphy will be drawn 
to them, 

MSwom. ^0- building stands at a distance of nearly a mile sontb-east of the Hailwav 

station. It ivas specially built for the purpose end is under the management of the 
Local District Board. The Buddhist and Jam soulptnres and stones boarinK insorin- 
tionsbaro all been arranged in the front compound. Some of them have been 
obtained from Amardrati, Allnr and other places, while others were found when the 
Krishna canal was dug. The wood carvings of the district are exhibited in the nnner 
and lower floors. It might bo advantageons if the District Board were to take for 
tha Museum some duplicates in the AmarSvati oollootions at the Madras Museum for 
it will be a valuable addition. , ' 


I About thirty bronze statues of Rama, other Vishnu forms, Krishna, nnd 

‘ Sheiraa- Chakrams varying in height from 1' to 8* were found stored in this temple, and these 
being very ancient were photographed. It is said that these images were found some 
so or 40 years ago underground while digging for foundations near the ruined temple 
of ^laduappar KOvil which stands at a distance of a few yards on the east of tMs 
temple. The workmanship of these images is very good, and it would bo advantage- 
o.ts to acquire some of theso for the Museum could the temple authorities bo induced 
to soli any of them, and if funds arc available in the budget of the Museum. It is 
generally said that such finds are frequent although not always reported, 
fie^ptured . 42. On a reference from tbo Sfadras Mnsenm as to whether certain pillars in the 
Kota!’ \illagc of Kota, Nilgiris district, were worthy of being acquired, an inspection was 
made, and it was found that these pillars had sculptures of the buffalo, snake fish 
and a rude car, besides a Kota male and female figure, side by-side with the names 
of boUi written in modem Tamil below their feet. Uy appearance, thoi’ did not 
appear to be of old date and this coupled witli the fact that Iho figures of a Kota 
family u*ith a modern Tamil inscription below, then existed, went to show tliat a family 
of the Kolas may have carved tliosc during recent times for puposes of worship. The 
place was inhabited in ancient days by tho lower orders, and as such the pereoniQ- 
CJitions of those animals may have been used in tbo carving of these pillars for purposes 
of worship. Tho pillani being of no historical or antiquarian interest, their acquisition 
was not recommended. ^

44. It has been ordered by Government, on the suggestion of this Department, Hetie* 
ttbat notice boards should be a^ed to« ancient monuments, but that they should be 

restricted to “protected” monuments, and monuments which are Gorernment 
property, the boards being of wood and Urn notices as per draft prescribed in diglott. 

45. The annual reports of the Ifadras Museum were not being supplied to this xu«ud 

• office. On Government being addressed in the matter, orders were passed for supply 
of all previous reports, as well as those to be issued in future, and the reports received 
are kept in a bound volume to servo for future reference. 

46. Informatiou was furnished to the Director-General of Archmology in India JouMie; 
with photo illustrations on tbe exploratory work done during the year 1910-1911, 

for a preliminary account in the journal of the Royal Asiatic Society. soeutj. 

47. The Acting Diiector-General of Archteology in India asked for information 
.03 to the game of chess in the Madras Presidency and on my making a referouco to 

Collectors, much information of a very interesting nature was received from 131 taluks 
in all districts of Madras, except those in the Yellore district, where the Collector 
replied that he did not think that the collectiug of information of such a trivial 
nature, should be added to the duties of hard-worked Tahsildars. 

48. During the year under report, Mr. Rustaoji Nusarvanjl, Munshi of Bombay, mitoTy «f 
'was kind enough to favour this Department with a copv of his “History of the 

Kuib Minor ” 

Excavation. 

•19. Government not haring provided funds for purposes of conducting original 

• eaqdoration, no work of this kind was undertaken during the year. It is a matter of 
regret that it has heeu so, hut it is likely tliat, hereafter, this work may beundertaken, 
as representations pointing out the necessity and desirability of continuing these 
operations each year have met with approval. 

50. The articles unearthed during tho past year were sent to the Museum for 
storage there, along with a sample brick used m tho Rumatirtbam BuddJiist sites. 

* Conservation. 

61. The expenditure incurred on conservation amounted to Ra. 3*, 805-1-8 against 
tliC lludgct grant of Rs. 40,000. There liavc been largo aarrendors during tho 
year, but on repoatetl requests from this Uepartment to utilize such sums on other 
"monuments that needed rejairs during the year, so far J>aa been done Towards 
bettering the existing state of affair^ m the matter of repairs to monuments, two 
things arc ncccs.sary : the initiative on the part of Uio Revenue department to 
collect all possible sums towards the repairs to monuments that arc under the charge 
of private individuals and that could admit of the whole or part of tho estimated cost 
being recovcretl, and the attempts of tlio Public tVork-s Dcrartment to do their best 
in the matter of rommcncing Itie works sanctioned in the Bodget early in tho year 
anvl not allowing lapses to occur. Ou both these points, Qovemment have already 
issued the nece«3ary orders to tho Departwenks cooccrucd, and it i» honed that the 
co-operation of all will tend to better the work of this Dc|nrlmenl during future rears. 

52. The following monuments were onlercd to be declared “Protected” by 
•Govemtnont - 

(1) Abdul Waliab KhanV Tomb, Kumool. 

(2) The temples of ^JarasimliasTimi and Rofiganlthasrami on the hill at 
Kftniakknl. 

53. An in previous years, applications were received for the demolition of Peroral 
ruinous walls in the norllicm uistriet«, and after oMtinicg informafion about the 

-extent and condition of llie existing porti »ns, permission wx* girco to tiispot^ of the

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ISmtaa repairs had hecn done during the year under report to the dagobas and 

Sankaram. blocks repaired in conformity with tlio old work. There are some more works to bo- 
done. The rook stairway on the west of the hill up to the main cavo has also 
undergone repairs by the replacement of missing parts of the steps. There had not 
been much work done nor was there any necessity for too many repairs to the west 
hill. 

(n) The hill, as it contains many ancient monuments has been declared 
“ protected ” under the Act. But of recent years, there hare been several disputes 
between the ryots on account of their having allowed cattle to graze in the adjoming 
lands which relate to the hiU. It will be highly desirable that a peaceful settlement 
should soon be made and the ryots advised not to use the slopes of the hills which 
contain the ancient remains, as pasture for their cattle. 
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6.5. This temple is built high up the side of a range of hiUs. There is an extensive- 
flight of steps leading from the base of the hill right up to the temple. Several 
gateways are observed, in one of which, called the Hanumar gate, there is a bastion 
leading to the conclusion that there existed walls round the gates and circumvallatine 
the temple. Tegotation is found on some of the walls which should bo removed 
forthwith. The o/maim has been plastered up in such a manner that it blocks up all 
traces of the sculptures which exist below it. Leakage has occurred through macks 
caused by vegetable growths. It appears tliat fearing the Pindari invasion in which 
several temples were mutilated, tho mmam sculptures were covered up The inscrin 
tions found there, apparently have not completely been noticed by Se Epigraphical 
Department, and tbe Assistant Arobmologieal Soperintendent for Episraphv do 
weU to caretuUy note toem lu to next inspection. Several interesting facts m Indian 
History are recorded about the Kaliiga country such as its conquest by the Cmia Kinu 
KulottuBga I of Tanjoro, who reigned from A.D. 1070-1118, the constniotion of the 
central shrme and several other manbpams and the copper plate erant dorine tho 
days of another GaBga King in 1280-1281 A.D., and the^^laufiug of vll 

by Erishmraya of Vijayanagar in 1616-1516 A.D. 'The authorities of the Vitava- 
nagram SamMlanam may bo addrrased to remove tho plastering so as to disclose the 
architectural value of the temple vtmSna. 

56. These lio at a distance of nearly three mUes nocth of SimliSchalam There is 
no direct road leading to Uie place but only a jungle path between Kambalukonda 
and the hiU of Pevudukonda ; the path is nairow and probably this with tho physical 
features of tho locality, combined with tho existence of a perennial spring, led to tlio 
selection of the spot Gardoos have been planted by tlio Vijayanaga^^amaj/o/iowj 
on the sides of tbe valley. Largo bricks, etc., aro found at tlio site and tho people 
of DarapaUyam at tho foot of the pass leading to tho ruins every now and then remove 
them for house building. Tho remains aro Buddhist, but I have not yot Lad an 
opportunity of excavating them, llio Vijayanagiiram samaaidnam should bo addressed 
with a view to put a check upon those who ore carrying off soraothing or other froii 
tho ruins. If this custom is allowed to contmuo, it will largely decrease tlio results 
of future excavations by tin's Department 

57. This is about a mile south of Bezwada ou tlie opposite bauk of tho Krishna. 
Similar ones exist tboro on tlio northern bank of the river. 

68. This cavo is three miles to tho souUi-wcst of Bezwoda, and is one of tlio earliest 
of tho Bralunanical rock-cut temples. Tlioro appear very wide cracks on tho tcrraco 
of somo of tho storeys which requiro being filled in and thus closed. J^in wafer 
percolates through tlio crovicos and vegetation appears id sovoral places. Arranco- 
menta must bo naado as early as possible bv tho Public tVorks Department to rectifv * 
Uioso defects. Many pillars l>earing Vaishimva sculptures arc broken and rcouiro to ■ 
ho rcnlaced by others. In tho course of doing so, care should he (akon not to 
interfere with tho existing sculptures. The sliriacs aro laigoly infesfeil hr !mt«. And 
consequently are in a more or less filthy condition. ^ 

M. Th„o ore two IcmpW ono jlcdicali,! („ , 

pie inscriptions Invo been copied by tlio Assistant Archtrolnflf-kl * * t 

for Kpigraphy, Southern Circle. Somo of too iuseriptions relato^o tho hiTtorvTf tho 
BcldyKing, while other Tdogu in^ptions gire'somo in^tunto^^ 
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Tijaj’anagar. The people of the place agree to pay Es. 800 to^ra^ds their conserva- 
'tion, and hence the Public Worla Department of the district maybe addressed to do 
• •what is necessary in the matter. 


60. This temple lies six miles north-west of Guntakkal Railway Station. It is a Chennake- 
'.fairly large one and contains several noticeable parts of architectural workmanship ^*^sTaml_ 
’the chief of them being the pillars of the kal^anamanptjiam which have many <»ood Clup^paglrt. 
•carvings, the monolithic diyai/ansJa, the west entrance goj/uram built of huge blocks 

- of masonry, the four-pUlared mani^pam with a wcll'carved base and pillars on the 
south-west corner of the inner court, and the vantasala or cooking place built of large 
slabs of stone. Excepting slight repairs, such as removal of accumulated fallen 
debris and vegetation, nothing need ^ done at present The inscriptions relate to 
the Vijayanagar kings, chief among them being Bukka. The inscribed stone with 
the date, S.S. 1430,mTelugu, west of the ron/ojtf/a does not seem to Iiave been 
noticed by the Epigraphical Department. The rough rubble filling up tlie wide 
• doorway of the arthamantapam is very unsightly and should be removed at once. 

‘The inside of the arthamnniapam has four original piers in square, octagonal round, 
and Ifi-sidcd sections and are of gneiss. The leaky roofs should bo repaired. The 
shrine on the whole is in good order and is built of stone to the summit in receding 
lines of stone cornices exactly similar to the Jain temples at Hampi. 

61. The stylo of tho temple is similar to the above one fChennakesvarasvfimi 
temple, Cheppagiri). The shrine tower is of stoue, covered with plaster. Tiic debris Chippa’gW. 
on ttie floor of the hack of the courtyard within the temple, should bo removed and 

the floor levelled. Excepting this, no repairs are necessary. 

62. These are two high towers about 60' in height which were formerly part of NsnVi 
the Navab’s palace, but now form p^t o! the western wall of the jail buildings. The cndSS^. 
northern one has been recently repaired in a carefnl manner and the other tower also 
should bo repaired similarly. The brick building adjoining theso towers inside the 
courtyard is boynnd repair, being in a hopelessly rained condition. 


(a) Tho solitary bastion of the old fort, which once snrroundod (lie palace, is 
overgrown with bushes. This may bo repaired and kept free from vegetation, 

(fi) Tho wellhas an arcade around its four sides under ground. On acconnt of 
scgleot in keeping it In a state of repair, it ts needless to do anything to it now, as it 
would cost a large sum to repair it. 

* (e) This is a square building with walls about S5' in length surmounted by a sred 
largo dome in the centre. Tho parapets of tho building contain some good ambvsquo 
panels in plaster work and great care has been taken to renew some of tlio missmg Mahid, 
parts therein. This is worthy of preserration. Caddtp«h. 

(d) This is a inosquo which ri in fairly good condition. It is needless to have 
it in tho conserved list as there i-i nothing unusual about tho building, it being like cndJapW 
80 many others which ocourolsowhero. 

(r) The Govcniment grant allotted to it may bo used for some qther better 
works such ns the iVaruJ’s towers. 


63. This ancient temple of historical and nrchajological interest lies a milo south- 
east of QuUiAlayam railway slation. Tho temple is ina ruinous condition dem-anding 
immediate attention. It is not possible to rebuild tlio missing {aria of tho outer 
courtyard as it would l)o rerj- co«tly. The gap* and the crevices should bo properly 
repaired to prevent loikage. Tho vegetation on the ceiling of the rirao/nu of tho 
shrines and the prickly pear which exi.st all over the courtyard should be carefully 
removed to stop leakage. T'lO tempio Ins no fund^ solho expooscs of conservation 
would have to In* met solely from prorinctal grants. 

(a) There are two namh'i (bulU) hero in front of the shnno in pLaco of one 
only which is the almost invariable rule cl«ewhere. and this exrent ion is eomjecled with 
anotbrr local tradition. Tho loicriptions have been noted by tho Epigraphical 
Department and 0.0. No. 63S, I’ublic, dated 2Slh July 1909, page 82, gives o* a 
.detailed aereuat of tticm. 

61. Tins building stands at a distance of nearly 12 miles sonib-east of Tiruppur “Tbt B»t»- 
Railway station. On accfount of some goo>l sculptures on the piers of the naafayom 
attache'! to the temple, it was inclndM in the list of anrienl monaments (rute jago 2 
the report for IS95-183C). Sub*eqacntlT hosrever, on tho pretext of rcaoTaliog 

S 
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tho tomple, tho rillngcrs havo puUod down this manfapnm and moat of tlio other nnoiont 
porta of tho tomplo, nnd thoro now romaiii^ nothing but the ruins to mark the place. 
Govornment, on ray reprcacnlalion, have ordered tho removal of this temple from the 
list, and tlio necessary intimnlion given to tlio Collector. 


leSiff tomplo which is aitunted on n hill composed of seven peaks and standing 

tempb, at a distance of nearly 7 miles on the north-west of tlio Itnilwny Station has n largo 
Tirumalal. '^corao of over six laklis of rupees. Tho entraneo is through a rjdpnram at tho lull 
foot. On tho way up, there aro other gdpurami nnd also scvenil innr.Uipami which 
serve for purposes of rest nnd shelter from heat and rain to tlio numerous pilgrims 
who daily tlirong to tho shrine. The gdpuram at Iho foot has been included Rpeoially 
in tho conserved list on account of tho sculptured figures which illuHtmto the scones 
connected with tho historv of the teinplo. Unfortunately (he building )ms been 
neglected and tho figures have partly disappeared consequent on tho neglect in tho 
removal of vegetation. Tho cntrauco itself is blocked up by prickly pear and 
pilgrims are thereby necessitated to take a circuitous road. This is most undesirable 
and steps should bo iramcdiatoly undertaken to remove (bo vogotntion and open tho 
passage for tho public convonienco. Slight repairs would mend tho damage caused 
by lightning strokes hero and there. An observer of tho figures on tho nbovesaid 
gdpuram would bo able to form an idea of tho figures and images inside tho tomplo 
and it is a pity this cannot be done nt present. ^ 

(a) Tho gali or wind gopuram is also in tho list. Some modem buildings have 
been conslrneted so as to completely cover the base and prevent its sculptures being 
seen. So, oven if tho existing houses cannot bo demolished nnd tho site acquired tho 
erection of more buildings may bo prevented. Tho vogolalioii hero should be forth- 
with removed, lest it should in course of time destroy tho liuildings. 

(i) Several of tho mantapamt by tho side of tho way aro in a bad condition 
The terrace is fall of vegetation. Tho buildings, since they servo a very useful pur- 
pose, should bo put in proper condition. ^ 

(c) The steps of tho tink, “ Soamx Puthkarani ” aro disarranged and those must 
bo put in order. Tho silt of tho (ank also requires oloanmeo. 

(d) The statues of tho kings in the mSkamantapam bear inscriptions which have 

already been deciphered by the Epigrapblcal Department, while there are many othera 
not investigated. Those deserve careful conservation on account of their aeulpttiral 
work. The modem brick walls built in tho should be at 

once removed. Some of the flooring in sovoral places’ has also to be renewed and 
restored. There are tnices of tho walls of the vvnana and tho adjoining walls 
being at one time covered up with brass plates though at present these exist only in 
the vimanam. As this is a rich temple, the whole of the conservation repairs must 
be undertaken by the temple authorities to whom tho estimate of tho Public Works 
Department may he sent for payment, in advanco of the estimated cost. 

Remains of 66. 'I'his ancient fort is situated on tho northern bank of the Vasishtanathi river 
at a distance of nearly 35 mUes on the south-east of Salem Knilway station. The 
principal entrance is on the east, though there appears to have been others on the 
three other sides of the fortified walls. A moat at one time surrounded the sides of 
the fort on the sides opposite to the river and parts of it yet remain. 

(a) The outer faces of the fortified vralls are formed of great blocks of stone 
backed by a broad earthen bank, and still retain much of their original form, though 
they are densely overgrown with vegetation. The abundance of prickly pear and 
other plants and trees has caused much damage to the walls and bastions. Yet with 
the removal of these growths some of the bastions and portions of the fort walls could 
bB brought to a state of preservation. 




(6) Of the buildings inside, the granaries for storage of paddy are of large 
size measuring about 20' x 76' in the exterior, with brick vaulted roofs of sufficient 
height to contain large quantities of grain. At present there remain three of these, 
in one of which the arched dome fell about a year ago. Vegetation grows over 
them, and has already caused cracks in the masonry of the roofs. The preservation 
of these buildings, which are similar to those at Gingee, depends on the complete 
eradication of the vegetation. The mahal is several storeys in heightf but 
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this is only a part o! the original bailding, as other portions of it have disappeared. 

It has an ornamental stone base, largely covered with earth, and it would be 
interesting to expose the whole of it on some future occasion. The interior has 
vaulted masonry roofs, the cracks in which must be closed to prevent rain water 
getting into the building and damaging it still further. There are a number of 
other palatial buildings with vaulted corridors and rooms fully covered with pricklv 
pear. 'Of the one on the west, the open court-yard in the centre requires examina- 
tion after removal of the dense vegetation which covers it, as it may expose a tanV 
for storage of water intended for the use of the senam. There are two temples 
inside the fort, one of which is dedicated to Siva and the other to Tishnu. The 
former has a good epeeimea of the Dravidian timanam^ and has inscriptions in old 
Tamil running around the bases of the gaThhagriham and the nantajiams in front of it. 

As these have not yet been mtticed by the Kpigraphical Department, the attention of 
the Assistant Archffiologieal Superintendent for Epigraphy has been drawn to it. 

(c) Most parts of the inside of the fort have been converted into house sites 
and cultivated fields, and care must he taken to see that the public do not get access 
to these ancient buildings and thus damage them still further. One of them is at 
present used as a cattle pen. Iron railed doors should be fitted in all the doorways. 

The buildings belong to Government, bnt no department has attended to their 
preservation though they are fiiirly complete and of some interest. There is a tomb 
to Colonel Murray in an enclosure in the fort which is well looked after. It is 
noticed in Cotton’s “ List of inscriptions on Tombs or Monuments in Madras.” The 
Public Works Department must be put in immediate possession of all tiie fort build- 
ings with a view to see to their proper preservation m future. 

(d) The construction of the fort may probably date to the early part of the 
seventeenth century nhen this portion of the ancient Kobgu kingdom came into the 
hands of the Nfiyak kings of I^ladura, who began to build forts and thus strengthen 
tbeir new acquisitions. The inscriptions of the Siva temple belong to it much earlier 
period. Government has been addressed in the matter of putting this building in 
the list of conserved monuments. 

67. This is situated on a hill at a distance of 7 miles soutb-n-est of Santaridrug Arihaaait. 
Eailway Station. The hill is traditionally said to have formed part of mount Meru 
split up from the mother mount in a conflict between Adisfsban and Vfiyu. The 
ascent is by a flight of steps cut in the rock with manfapams built at intervals on the 
north-east of the hilf. fnacripfions of ChSfa, Pandya and rija^-aingar, etc., kings 
e.vist on both sides of the path which speak n««t only of the gift'' to the temple bat 
also of the construction of the various parts of the buildings themselves. The temple 
proper stands within a hollow. There is a fitrure of a fire-hooded serpent of 35 ft. 
height on the way to the temple, with a temple dedicated to AiyauSr in ruins and 
overgrown with prickly pear. The conslruction of the temple is attributed to a 
Chola king Killi and it would be dMirable to put this building in order. The 
inscriptions have all been copied by the Assistant Archxological Superinlendent in 
(1905-1906). The rtritta maniapam in front of the god’s shrine fans well-carved 
piers with outstanding oqaestrian figures, and in the ceiling, lotus flowers on the 
petals of which parrots aro silting. The bressummers are full of carvings represent- 
ing scenes from tlio Skandapurfiua. The woo<len rimana in front of the shrine is 
supported by stone pillars with a ineehaoieal clock work arrangement in the roof for 
falling of Tilca (a^glf marmehs) leaves on tbo head of the god, when placed beneath, 
is worth preservation. 

(a) The nrilhrjanfiipatn in front of the above shrine dedicated to Sabrabmanj-a has 
simiUr well-carved piers and bressuramers and ceiling with figures. Therfl ia a 
rough sculptural work ropresentiog Mr. Davis, Collector of Salem, in 1823 with hat 
in hand, plncetl in commemoration of his replacing two broken stone lintels in two 
of the m.infapant. There arc also other temples d^icated to Vjsbnn, XAlvar (Plate 
II Fig. I to •!) (Appar, MlnikkavachSkar, Snndarar, Sambandar), NSgrs%-nnir, etc. 

Tlio idol of the temple is halt man and half woman as the name indicates. The idol, 

(Plate VI. Fig- •!) i* not made of stone or metal wjlhplrfaia but stands by itself abruptly 
on the ground and is said to have been made out of a mixture of some veg.-lable*' 
and mineral eompoimds by the sages in bygone days. Tbo natural cleft at the feet 
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' ol tho devaViXTtham which containa a perennial supply o( water ia said to mark the 
place whore tho goddess Pilrvati did ptmanco. Modem unsightly walls for storage 
of grain hare been built round some of tho nantapam* which may bo removed and iron 
ratlings with doors put instead. “This Icmplo is worthy of preservation aud on tlio 
roforonce made to Government, it has been ordered to bo included in the list. Tlio 
income of tbo temple is Ks. 3,000 quit© sufficient for tbo piija^ etc. Tho tnjstccs con- 
sent to enter into an agreemont under tho Ancient Monuments Preservation Act, 
if Government should uudertako tho repairs. Tlio temple is in good repair on tho 
whole and no considerablo expondituro on that account is necessary. 

Xftilasa- 68. Tliis temple is situatetl at a distance of nearly ten miles on tbo west of Salem 

■^mrle. Railway Station. The construction of tho central liriga is worth noting ; from its 

^*^*^°* peculiar position, the sun’s rays fall on thodoity twice iu n year — once in tho Utta* 
* ' rayono and again in the other half of Tlioro are several well-carved 

stones near the dvajattamln in front of tbo temple, which were intended for tho 
construction of a thoueand-pillnred mantapam und which was never completed. There 
are two sacred tanks cast of tho temple precincts, one called Sica-gangai xinfS. tho other 
Ttppakolam. There is a email island in tbo centre of the latter. The shrine of 
Sahasralingam has some wcU-carved pillars. Over tho bressummer of tho mantapdm 
in front of the Via\-anathar shrine here, there nru some good sculptures. The brackets 
of the etono pillars at the entrance to the inner court, are of good architectural work- 
manship. There aro huge pillars in the inner court, bearing sculptures of various 
forms of gods (Plate VTI, Fig. 2) ; of these tho sculpture of Rama observing the fight 
between Vali and SuRriva is worthy of notice. Tho position of tho latter is such that 
the former can observe the latter and not ottt vnsd. Tho massive wooden doors of 
tho front gopuram with floral work requires iron straps to be fixed on. Tlio copings of 
the wall odioiniog the gopuram have to bo repaired. The original entrance on the 
south wall has been blocked up by unsightly brick work which should be removed, 
and an iron door may bo put up by the temple authorities. Tho terrace of tho island 
in the Teppakolam deserves attenhon. Tho drainage of the temple is blocked up and 
should be put into working order. The leakage over the Tirumalappalti 
closed and the pavement of the VisvanStha temple be set right. The stones of the 
are flaking off on account of age, the cracks must be pointed with a 
mixture, suitable to the existing colour. It will be enough to do the repairs above 
noted instead ot the repairs estimated by the Overseer wherein some items do not 
relate to this Department The trustee of the temple agrees to pay one-sixth of the 
estimated cost and also to execute the necessary agreement under the Act. 

The temple of Elumblivara is on the north of the above temple and has some 
inscriptions relating to the Vijayanagar, Hoysala and Pandiya kings, which have been 
noticed by the Assistant Arcbreological Superintendent for Epigraphy in 1899. The 
mounds surrounding this temple might prolxibly contain some carved stones. The 
village officers may be instructed to bring to notice any such that may be brought 
to light during future excavations in the vicinity. 

Tolman- 69. This hill is situated near the roadway at a distance of 10 miles off Salem, 

(Survey No. 182, 210 acres, 67 cents, NalikalpaW village) and though from a strictly 
arohceological point of view not important enongli to be included in the conserved list, 
still it is a fit one for preservation under the circumstance that the figure of an illusory 
stag with horns which is seen in the reflection of thn sun when viewed in a certain 
position at a distance of 100 yards north from the Salem-Namakkal road, may be inter- 
fered with by quarrying unfess something is done to preserve this. The figure of 
the stag is only phenomenal and is seen only when the rays of the sun fall on the 
sides of the cleft or from coloured streaks on the rock presenting that appearance 
when viewed at a certain angle only. This has some local connection with the 
Eamayana. The Collector of the district may be addressed to put up a board there 
to prevent quarrying, otherwise one worthy sit may lose its value. 

’^0. Thisobjectisnothinghutaformationinthesemblanceofa footonarock and 

Armpala- sitnated two miles on the north of Salem Railway Station. A modern stone viantapam

73. This building is interesting from its connection *ith tho Great Epic Rama}^na, Eothandara- 
for Ratna is said to have halted here for a night on his return towards Ayodliya after ma^vami 
bis victory over the Eakshasas. Recent repwirB have been effected and tlie temple lyolayk- 
with its tower, manfapams^ monolithic tiamham and Afijaneya shrinoarc all in such a patnam- 
very good state of preservation tliat it is needless to include it in the conserved list 

73. The Collector of Trichinopoly referred tho petition of a native of theplneo to Temple, 
uso the temple for purposes of piija^ and as this was agaiust tho orders in force on T’anaoai. . 
tho subject, tho request M'as not granted. 

74. Permission was applied for, to have a breach in the wall of thefortatHosdrug, Fort, 

South Canara district, made, to eaablc tho priest of the tcmplo inside tliefort, getting 
access to it without suffering caste pollution, by liaving to go by a circuitous path, 

on aeooimt of the location ol the police lines. As a small opening in one place would 
not greatly affect the ajipearanoe, pcnnission was granted, with the restriction that 
the breach should be os narrow os pos<siblo, and also that the masonry work done 
to close the opening made, sliould be in harmony t\-ith the appearance of tho 
surrounding pjrts. 

76. This temple is situated 6 miles on the west of Kndambatur railway stition and Tripnraata* 
faces the cost though tlie only largo gopuram is on tho south. The vimuna is of stone 
excepting the topmost portion which has been restored of late in plaster. The CliPla Knvam.’ 
and Vijayanagar inscriptions that exist on tbevvalls of th© main garhhagriha have been 
copied (in 1905) by tho Epigniphical Department Tho sanction sought by the 
renovator for rebuilding the sbrino has been accorded, as there appears no objection 
to the proposal. The lotteti* foimd on tho front ba^ of the mantapam witliin the 
temple cannot with certainty be said to be ancient. 

76. On account of tbeabutting of certain wood depots on the Tvall, it was thought OM to»a 
desirable that the spaces of ground on the north and south of tho wall should be J™**, Mad* 
enclosed with iron railings, belaid with turf and planted with trees and shrubs, 
making it a minialnre park with this monument of early British occupation as a 

central feature. But Government negatived the proposal .as imnecessary except the 
removal of all improper additions. 

(a) An oheli'k standing on the north of this wall, at a distance of a few 
furlongs, was also recommended for being treated as a part of this monument and 
Government accordingly ordered its* inclusion in the list. A private person wished 
to purchase and demolish it, bat this was vetoed. 

77. Certain repairs to maintain the Vaithinatbaaviimi temple, Vaithlsvarankovil, Temple, 
Tanjor© district, and the removal of some shops within it were found desirable. 

These were brought to the notice of the custodian, through the Collector, and infor- 
mation has been received that the matter has the attention of tho custodians. 

78. This temple stands close to Aduthorai, a little north of it. From the figure of Soryanara. 
a horse appearing here, it is to be inferred that tho son-god was worehipped by Kulst- 

tuhga Chola I, and it ia the only solitary instance of sun worship in Southern India. Siryanar- 
The sun is placed in the centre, and surrounding him are placed the eight planets 
friatc V. Figs 6 to 12; and Plato VI, Fig. 3). The sanctum and the viantapam in 
Iront, bear inscriptions of Nulottunga 1 (1070 A.D.^. 

(a) The joints between the stones have widened, and hence they should be 
carefully pointed. The repairs which some jiarts require should be done. 

79. It was reported that a I’iUaigdr temple in the village of KavalkQdam was about 

to bo demolished with a ,iew to reconstruction, and that there existed a stone pillar KaT«J*’ 
with inscriptions near tho temple. On the matter being referred to the Kpigraphical 
Department, the demolition was permitted with the remark that Hny further find 
of inscribed stones, carred figures in stone or copper, or any other objects of such 
archtcolojtii al interest, in the course of repairs, should bo brought to notice. 
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Temple. > 80. Application was received for permission to dcraolisb the garUagnkam in the 

TiruTada* of ilahalingasvami at Tiruvadamaruthiir and the renovator who applied 

marntbat'. already renewed several parts within this temple. The walls of this 

particular portion contain inscriptions dated the 4th year of a Parakesarivarman, 
Wch the Assistant Archroological Superintendent for Epigraphy infers, may he 
approximately assigned to the 9th century A.D. Subject to certain conditions which 
the renovator agreed to, and the preservation of these inscribed stones, permission 
was given. 

Mayora* 81. On application received to demolish and reconstruct the Amman shrine in the 

nathaavaml jjayuranathasvami temple, Alayavaram, permission was given subject to certain 
SSa.' ’ conditions which were agreed to by the renovator. It was also said that any 

' Taram. further interference with the ancient structures (Plate 'Nm, Fig. 1) must meet with 

the approval of this Department. 

. 82. This temple which is five miles eouth-west of Mayavaram lias some puranie 

Temple!^ interest in that diva appeared in the Bikshaudavar form with Vishnu for his consort 
Valuvnr. ijgforo the sages of Dbarukavanam and overcame the elephant created by the sages, 
(Plate I, Fig. 2 ; Plate Vin ; Plate IX, Fig. 2). Close to the village are Dharu- 
• kavanam' and Pandaravadai connected with this puranie legend. The temple 
deserves inclusion in the Hat. The walls of the garhkagriha and the mantapams in 
front of it bear inscriptious which have uot been noticed by the Epigraphical 
Department whose attention must be paid to this at once. The parapet walls of 
the tank within Uve temple between the nand and the god, which is unique, have 
been almost completely removed. There are also some minor repairs which should 
he attended to forthwith in addition to restoring the parapet wall of the tank. 

_ Palace 83- Owing to the neglect to put wire nettings to the windows, bats got into the 
Tftljow ' ^ome and cause nuisance. This should he attended to forthwith. The octagonal 
kbaas do. dais on the middle and the stairs inside on the four comers of the roof shonld bo 
kept in a good state of preservation. 

Mottalgo- (fl) The vegetation over it should be removed and the jomU filled in suitably 

pana do. surrounding ancient work. 

, ( j) Enin, wator percolates through ono of the side windows consequent on the 

Arsenal o. having been mieed to that height thus weakcuing the foundations. As 

it will make the walls sink in case of neglect to repair in time, this should he 
attended to by putting a dwarf ^\-aU near the open window. 

Zrtibna (0 Tlio fine plaster figures on tbe portico require being preserved to prevent 

•vUaaTank. farther deterioration. The sides should bo kept in order. 




'Hjo flooring is not in good condition and this must be attended to. It is 
Ma^l do. not known why the iron bands recently put in were fixed over the archways instead 
of tbrongli tlie* solid masonry of the piers adjoining them which would give greater 
strength to resist thrust or tension. The leakage in tho south requires being closed. 
The two domed halls on tho west require being enrefully preserved. In one, there 
is vegetation which should bo removed and the holes closed, nnd no modem plaster- 
ing work must bo done on the face of those. The modern brick partition walls in 
some places may be removed to restore tho building to its original appearance. 
piUvana* 8 1. This is a mile cast of PApanRsam Hallway station. Tho building is in a state 

ttusv aml Q j considerahlo ruin on account of utter neglect. Some of tho walls reqniro rebuilding, 

T^ptU- as also Uio copings fallen from tlio top of tlio walls all around. 'J'lio curious circuit 

thorsi. nia«onry granary built by Hindu kings for tho storage of paddy has a circumferenco 
of 85' wi^ a doorwnv measuring S' 3'. The vegetation snrrounding it has 
damaged tho building. Ininjcdiate attention must bo paid to prc«crvo thio building. 
Tlio iascriptions on the walls oftbc<7flrAAajriAa do not npp<.ar to hare been noticed 
bv the Epigniphical Department nnd tlic Assistant Archtcologieal SnjKrintrndent for 
ifpigTaphy will Ihj addrcfs^Kl in the matter. 

(fl) Tho drainage within tho temple is not properly maintained and the tank 
outside of the tcmido liaR its Bte|w much dilapidated, and benee attempts should be made 
to renew them. The scries of sculptures on the snuthem jamb of the outer gvpuran in 
Ins relief representing Aiivite scenes lead to tlie inference that it whs consimcted 
by sotno I'aiylya king. Tlio roUoctor may enquire if it is a fart tliat llio tempi® 
has nn funds. The temole descfvc* inclusion in tho List of Conserved Monuments.

85. TWstemplestandsonanartificialmountlS'highandisatadistanceof nearly Kaljana* 
'three miles oast of Papanasam Eailway etation. The temple is at present maintained mamml 
in good condition though its income is poor. Any future extensive conservation will 
he impossible from temple funds, though the income of the temple may be quite 
.enough for sundry repairs. This temple deserves jnclusion in the List of Ancient 
Monuments, for its historical, architectural (Plato X, Pig 2) and archaeological 
interest. The following points deserve notice : — 

(a) There are two on the same pedastol, one of which is peculiarly 

bright and changes colour five times a day. 

(J) The large tank, Sapiasoffora which adjoins the temple is considered holy 
from its Mahabharata connection, where Konti, the mother of the Pandavas is said to 
liavo bathed ; and it is also in a village record that pearl oysters are found in it. 

(c) The ancient granary within the temple has been allowed to faU into decay 
and is now quite neglected. Such buildings are uncommon, and hence the temple 
.authorities should be made to maintain it properly. 

(d) The vimdna is of stone as is tbo case with a few nf the Dravidiau temples. 

{e) On the walls of the shrine around the Ungam are sculptured representations 

of Vishnu on the north, Isvara and Parvati on the west, Brahma on the south. A 
hronzo Sahliapati in a dancing posture over an asura is a good example of ancient 
workmanship (Plate X, Pigl). The sculpture of Kunti worshipping Siva in the 
interior of the temple is wortli attention. The inscriptions are historically important 
in giving a detailed account about some of the Ohdia longs. These have been copied. 

• 86. This email OhOlU temple two miles north of Tlruvidamaruthur has nothing Vedaparts- 

nxtraordinary or unique to deserve inclusion in the coneerved list, II is on account of 
the inscriptions over the outer garhhagriha walls that the Ppigrapbical Depart- TlnSkaU' 
mont recommended the temple being put in the list of monuments. tattai. 

(a) Vegetation should be removed from the small round gopuram in front of iho 
temple, the vitnuna and the mantapam. Tlie fallen stones of the mantapam in front 
of the central sbrino may be reset in position in the walls. Immediate attention 
should bo paid to tUo north*wcst corner of the shrine which is in a dangerous condi- 
tion on account of some stones having been uprooted and foiccd out of position. 

This portion requires rebuilding. It would be enough for the present, considering 
the cost of rebuilding, to fill up tho gaps alone. Tho whole terrace of tho mantapam 
should bo carefully examined and tho leakage closed. 

(&) Though Rs. 700 was provided in the year’s budget fortlie repairs, yet in 
cousidenilion of the fact that more money might bo needed, the work was not under- 
taken by tho Public Works Department and the amount has Ircen surrendered. "With 
all tlic impecunious condition of the temple, Bs. 70 was contributed by the tcmplo 
-authorities. It is desirable that the work should be undertaken this year at least and 
tho repairs done to prevent farther disrepair. 

87. This temple is interesting both historically and architecturally (Plato VI, 

Pigs. 1 and 2 Plato IX, Fig. 1^ Its in'seriptious show the dates of the Chsla Kanpaht- 
kings, especially of kulsttuftga I. The temple derives an annual income of over 
Bs. 20,000 and’ is under tho Dharmapurom*Adinam. It is a pity no notice has been TrtbiinTa- 
lakon of tho conservation of this ancient Bhrioo and so many things aro lost sight 
of for wont of proper care. Ilcnco, tho Collector of the district may be addressed to 
enquire into tho matttcr and collect tho full cootribution for tho following repairs in 
tho site:— 

(rt) The cracks in the walls of tho outer eastern and overgrown 

vegetation tbcrcln. 

(6) Tho flooring of the second praktlra which is not in proper condition. 

(c) The western gopuram which is in a dangerous condition on account of the 
supporting stone beam being broken. This has necessitated the blocking up of tho 
gipuram l>y an unsighUy wall. 

(rf) Pavement of the inner court. 

(e) I>^aknge in front of the mtnfapamt in front of tlie central shrine. 

(^) Sorenu sculptured figures, some of them mutilated, that appear in. the 
jrraiHra and tlw inner eourtvanl are of fine workmanship and worthy of being 
•eonsenred. Tho temple h-i-s not yet been plaeod on the list of aonamjcaU coc-serrpd 
•by Government. 
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88. This is one of the largest of the Dravidian temples in the ancient Chola. 
country and it stands on the railway line between Mayavaram and Arantahgi. The- 
central Ungavi liere is made of earth. This temple is tentatively placed in the list 
but'l would recommend its permanent retention as it is a monument worthy of 
preservation. 

(a) The temple has extensive courtyards with gopurams on each of the outer; 
com tyard walls. The eastern one is tho highest. Some stones have been displaced' 
on the inside of the tower. 

(J) The Knmalalaya tank on the west of the temple has a central island’ 
with a temple built on it hut it is much overgrown with vegetation. The brick 
parapet walls of the tank need repair in many places. 

(c) The houses constructed abutting on the south outer wall and the court- 
yard for a school’s lairine, ctc.^ may be acquired if the temple authorities agree to 
pay the cost of the acquisition as the buihliugs greatly mar the beauty of the temple. 

(c?) The stone-car on the north-east with a representation of a figure crushed- 
under one of the stone wheels and a small mantapam ivith sculptured stone cow and 
a calf — the sculptured representation (Plate X, Fig. 3 and Plato XI) nf an incident 
connected with the days of the Ch6]a king who built a part of the temple— deserve- 
careful preservation on account of the existing inscriptions inside which bear 
witness to the administratiou of criminal justice in those days. Prickly pear has 
grown densely near these ancient remains, 

(e) There are many inscriptions repiesentingtlie teachings of Gautama, ^a^ada■ 
Maakara,YfigOavalivya, and the abolition of tolls during the days of Ktilfittunga Chola I. 
There is also a modern inscription relating to the repairs executed by the MahrStta^ 
Eaja Saraboji of Taujore. 

(/) The temple has its date fixed from a Tamil work ns the 7th century A.D. 

ig) The thousand pillared mantapam has some vegojation growing on the 
copings which should ho leinoved. Modem tinsightly walls intersperse here and there 
within the temple. 

(7i) Tho shrine to the goddess, Komalambfil facing tho exact north-east in an 
attitude of (apas (penance) with the fine pillars of tho unfinished vasanta maufopam 
are worthy of preservation. 

(i) The flooring of the pruiara Is very defective. 

(j) I'oUchaUfwams exist in the inner courtyard and the one relating to AcLSlos- 
vara is very aucient having been constructed so eaily as tho 11th century. 

(k) The kotiaram otherwise known ns the grain storehouse has some vegetation, 
growing on it. Tho drainage is not in working order. 

(7) Tho third and tho innermost court contains the shrines dedicated to TySga- 
rfija and VolmikCSrara. Tho bulls in front arc in a standiug posture ns the god 
Tyagaraja i-» dancing. 

(m) The scnlpturcs of tho nine planets {navagra/iams) are all in a row, unliko- 
tlio»o in other places where the one does not fnco tho other. 

(n) The ceiling in front of the ValmIkeSrnra shrine contaius tho sculptures of 
athtadikfiufakait with tho deities of tho 27 stars This is worthy of prescrvnlioij. 

(ffi In fine, the temple though well preserved, requires some repairs hero and 
thcie, in the matter of removal of vegetation, rcpluccuicnt of stones, flooring, etc. 
winch should be uttemled to. This is one of tho finest temples in Southern India. ‘ 


Mtntra* 89 q’lijg temple is situatetl one mile north-west of Muttupet Jluilnay Station and. 

IS in good condition. Tho truniei** want to havo coitain portions rebuilt or renewed. 

KotUar. There la no nece«'ily at prefent for such a thing, but if they r»en>i«t, tliey mnv bo* 
allowed to do i-o un tlio undcrwt.'iiiding tliat the parts will bo restored after the exiat- 
ing plan without any oliendion or addition In case the present proposed work of 
tho trustees is BStisfactonly done, iho demohtjon of the other p-arts may Uien bo 
considered. The in-criptinns in the temple uro historically iniiwrlant. Tlio It'iica 
hero is said to bo rrroyafstif and the plaeo itwlf «tis originally called SOtaranun).

The prrseol pupporting natonrr may thcnbertmoicd. nio within the ternpjft 
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is a very ancient one, and its court floor is at a depth of about 6 feet below the level of 
the surrounding prakara. The inscriptions found in the prdkara walls do not appear 
to have been noticed by the Epigraphical Department whose attention will be drawn 
to them. There aro sculptures on the veran^ on the inside of the inner court of 
Sii-uthonda Nayanar with his family, and many others (such as the Chola king, 
Kadavarkone, and various forms of the dancing ot ^tva). 

(a) The crack on the north of the gopuram should be closed, including the 
temporary gateway opened north of the east gdpuram. The temple on the whole is in 
a sound condition. The temple agent has Consented to pay the cost of repairs if the 
sum be within Es. 1,000, and as it will not cost more, the Public Works Department 
may be asked to send the necessary estimate. There is nothing specially architectural 
in it except that the temple is an ancient Ch6la temple. If the inscriptions therein 
justifv it, the temple may be included in the conserved list. The temple seems to lack 
management and in spite of it, tie income of the temple is about Rs. 13,000 per year. 

91. Tin's forms the sole remaining portion of the palace of Queenliinngammai who Remains 
reigned at Madura in the 17 th century. There are many remnants of tlie once grand 
palace such as three largo polished jnoulded black stone pilaster bases, boundary’ mars^^ 
wall which formed part of the old palace, with fine circular black stone pilasters and Msdora 
foliated Saracenic arches with stucco ornament, a pillared brick vaulted corridor 

^^■ith an octagonal open room in the centre surrouuded by massive, round brick piers. 

There are also eight massive black stone poliebed piers inside, and domed roofs and 
Saracenic arches. The door, to the room covering the eight massive black stone 
polished piers has got some finely carred wood work. There are also other remains 
of a similar character. Consequent upon the want of care, vegetation has begun to 
^pear on tho roofs of several of the domes, which should be remov^ at onco. 

There are also sundry repairs, such us plastering work to repair some leakage, which 
should bo attended to forthwith. Two cannons, 8' 9" long with 6" boro were found 
when the drains were dug in 1 909, which should also be preserved in the taluk 
ofTice close by. There is « room adjoining the above structure which is at present 
tiscil for tho municipal stores, which is finely domed and ornarocuted in stucco work 
resting on massive piers with Samccnio archos. The peopul tree growing on tho roof , 

ot tho extreme east part of tho building, which is used at present as tho police station, 
should he immediately cut dowu. 

92. Nothing more need be said about this grand structure, which is important Tlmmil 
botli architecturally and nrchtcologically, except ono passing nliusion to tho care that 
should bo exercised by the Public Works Department to remove tho peepul plants Madar#- 
growing on some of tlie stone buttresses. There arc 10 sections of round polished 

blnck piers north of tho palace, sorao of which may He sent as specimens to tho 
Museum. 

98. Tho temple with its various outlying inantapamo nnd the ruins of a jnlaco AUetikoTll* 
crectctl by Tirumalai Nuick stand at the foot of some rocky woodcil hills, and nro Mmots- 
ciicloscil by fortified anUs. Tho buildings directly in use for worship are all in 
good condition nnd romirs to them should bo done wholly from temple funds. There 
aro soTcml statues of Tirumalai Nuick, especially one within the small tcmjJc n-ith a 
wootlcn roof inlaid with ivon’ nnd ivory lotus penlnnts. These fonn unique sjxjcimeus, 

Iwiiig of excellent workmansliip, fit for preservation. 

(<i) Tho Hjon/a/jam* surrounding tlie ^Hiptrayangai,^ never-failing naturn! stream 
on the ton of tho hill are not in gootl condition. There are statues of Is'ftick Kings on 
some of tno piers. There are nl.«o some inscriptioas on Uic northeni side of the middle 
court which do not appear to have Iven jireviousjv noticcil by the Government Epigra- 
phioal IVpnrtment. Inscriptions appearing on "the base of the Mottvkruhnan k^U 
awl those on the outer walls of the StKimi Garbkapriham do not apj'ear to Imre rtveivesi 
any attention at the Qorerninont Epigraphist'* Iiands The road leading to the two 
wells 0it tlie hill, Inomj as }}a»xv>afirtJ^n awr} Gandahrik^m aJiOuJd Ijo widened to 
afTonl facility for pilgrims who may resort tlirre. Tl>e repairs to the maniapamt 
adjointm; (he wells shnuM be done by the temple sutlioritio*, and the a ejl water must 
liedrainivl. Vcgvlation 1ms luxuriantly grown over some of tlic wnAryanr which 
needs removal. 

& 
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(6) Near the remains of Ttrumnlai Nfiick’s palace which requires repair, there 
is a mantapam which is being claimed by one Alagum}')’n Kaundan W’lio neither looks 
after its preservation nor niipears to liavo any connection with the temple now. 
Unless ho produces any documentary evidence to establish his omiorship, ho may ho 
advised through tho Collector of Madura to leave the building in tlio hands of the 
temple authorities or tho Public Works Department who will look after its con- 
servation. Tho temple is getting a largo annual income of Its. 10,000 and as such 
tho full or a major portion of tho cost of conservation repairs must bo paid by tlio 
trustees. On framing tho estimate, the Public Works Department may ascertain 
tlirough tbo Collector, what portion can bo got from tlio temple funds. 

■Rock Fort. 94. This fort is situated on a-small rooky hill at Dindigul. Some repairs Iiavo 
Ulndlgal. lately been done to tlic first gateway as well as plastering of tho walls, only it would 
have been better if tho walls had been coloured grey instead of white. There are 
three cannons mounted on the parapet walls a little nbov'o the gateway. Over- 
looking this, are the ruins of a hooso which Is said to have been tho residence of the 
former baviibs Tho walls of tho temple on the summit of tho hill have been 
repaired and rebuilt by the Puhlie Works Department last year in a very cfTcotivo 
way, hut some plant roots have wnfortunatoly been left, and these arc again growing 
in the newly built walls. There oro inscriptions on tlie cast wall of the garlhagriham 
adjoining tho shrine. The shrine wall of tlio extensive pillared tnanfapam is covered 
with finely carved pilasters and other work. There has been some displacement of 
tho stones of tho verandah of tho shrino and leakage in this and some adjoimng 
buildings should bo attended to forthwith. 

8imdar»ji 95. This temple is six milos on thonorth’of Dindigul. There were originally 
Pernmai courts though now only two exist. In tho outermost ono, tho walls have almost 

TadFkooba. disappeared except on tho west, where some traces exist, measuring nearly 6' in thick- 
ness with brick copings. In the second courtyard there aro sculptures of the ten 
avaiart of Vishnu. Tho maniapam in front of tho Andul shrine has some good 
sculptured statues of ancient kings on tho face of some of the fronting piers and this 
fixes tho chronology of it. The Andal shrino has sculptures of various forms of 
Vishnu (Plate IV, rigs. 2 & 3 and Plaio XII.) Tbo bronse statue of the oentral shrine 
is very ancient, 'i he outer parts of the temple are all in good condition. Except 
the Government contribution of Rs. 900, there is no other source of income to the 
temple, and in case Gorerament is pleased to order its inclusion in the list, which 
1 do not consider necessary, its future conservation must be undertaken wholly at the 
expeuao of the temple officials. 

R&manatha 96- Representations haring been received from the occupants of the houses 
Bvaml surrounding the outermost wall of this temple, that these should not be acquired for 
fames’* jDevasianam use, the site was inspected. It ^va6 suggested last year that, in order to 

waram complete the work of fencing the ground for a few feet outside tho courtyard walls, for 

tl\o formation of a flower garden around the temple, these houses might be acquired 
under the Land Acquisition Act if the temple authorities did not succeed in getting 
possession of these sites. Part of the work has already been undertaken by them, 
and the position at present stands as follows ; — 

,(a) East Wall.^ln the northern half, there are private houses inclusive of two 
mutts, one charitable and the other a religious institution. The first of these is an 
ancient pillared mantapam of the same age as the temple itself, adapted for modem 
requirements as a choultry, and apart from its charitable uses, its archteological 
interest must militate against any suggestion of acquiring and demolishing it. It 
was not against such ancient buildings as this that the proposal was directed, and if 
a flower garden is wanted at this particular part, it must be taken round tho outside 
of the choultry so tliat the laltermay not in any way bo injured. Except these two 
mutt buildings which are alone tiled or terraced, the rest are thatched. Even in the 
choultry on the north-east corner, an open apace near the wall of about 20 feet 
exists, hut is used as a kitchen for the resident pilgrims. Almost the whole space 
on the eouthom half of the east wall is under the occupation of the temple, except 
one solitary thatched house on the south-east comer. 

(J) South icall. — ^The eastern half is vacant ground now under the charge of the 
temple, while in the western half, there are several thatched houses mostly occupied 
by private owners. 
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(ff) West tcall . — The southern half is occupied by private thatched houses, while 
■the northern has already been fenced with an iron railing. 

' (d) North wall . — The whole of this side has already been fenced, except a very 

little on the north-west comer, wherein two private thatched buildings exist. Thus, 
it will be seen that a pai*t of the work has already been taken up. 

97. This lies at a distance of a few yards south-west of the Eailway Station of Pre-hlstoric 
Kadambfir. The site was acquired by Government during 1910 for the South Indian 
Kaiiway company for quarrying. Becent inspection shows that parts of the site have Kadambor 
been excavated and the articles embedded therein, consisting of pottery, etc., have all 

been completely destroyed Other parts of the gravelly ground may perhaps contain 
a few urns, but in view of the continued removal of gravel by the Railway, it is 
impracticable to conserve them. Gorerament was therefore advised that the site 
should he removed from the list, and this was accordingly done. The site is said to 
date back as far us the 13th century to the days of flie Pandiya kings. ITo traces of 
its former importance now remain, except a Siva temple of Terankaranelvarar with 
ancient inscriptions which have not been as yet examined by the Epigraphical 
Department and their attention will be dra'^ to the matter. 

98. This temple which is situated on the banks of the Ttoraparani river, 

Tinnevelly District, has no income whatever excepting the amount of Es. 30 and odd tompiB. 

/ which is contributed by Government This temple deserves inclusion in the conserved 
list from au architectural point of view and on account of its ancient nature. The repairs 
should be solely done by Government. The unfiaished tower of the popuram over 
the stone base has the masonry in an irregular condition, and the joints require being 
pointed, in onler that further damage may not take place. The damage is the result 
of long neglect and the temple is in such a low level that all the rain-water stagnates 
within. This, if allowed to continue wiU damage the foundation still further and 
inake the walls sink even more than they have done. ArrangemenU should be 
immediately made to remedy this defect. It will be too costly to put up the terrace 
* of the second court which has disappeared, hence the existing leakage alone may ^ 
clos^ to prevent furtlier damage. The deep-rooted vegetation on some of the walls 
should be eradicated forthwith. Some of the Tamil inscriptions on the walls do not 
yipear to have been noticed by the Assistant Arohtcological Suporintendent for 
Epigraphy. The date of the ins-'riptions already recorded in other parts of the temple 
may be fixed at about 500 years ago. Much of the architcctnral work is anterior to 
that date. The facing stones of the second court have disappeared and a portion of 
the northern and western walls has been partially rebuilt. Other minor repairs are 
nccessarj* throughout the temple. 

99. This is two miles north of Amb§samu(Iram, having many inseripb’ons which EsUasioa- 

do not appear to have been as yet noticed by the Assistant Archteological Superinten- Temple* 
dent for Epigrapliy. It is not in tho list, but the temple authorities keep it in goo<l Biatunada- 
condition. _ 

100. This temple is dedicated to Kulnsvkhara Alwar who built it, and is similar to Rajaitopa- 
tho Ynikuntaperujnaltemplo of Conjeeveram in having throe storeys one over the other. nSpj^ 

X portion of the upper wall in the north of the outer courtyard is fallen and this 
requires re-building. Tho modem partition walls found in some of the nattbipams and * 

the whitcwaslung of the temple are very unsightly. The custodians of the temple 
must be advised to remove tho former and prevent having recourse to the latter in 
future. The stucco plaster work of the timana has begun to disappear on account 
of age and it is dosimblo to replace it in perfect ocronlaneo with tho existing ancient 
work. The inscriptions on the walls have disappeared on account of tho neglect to 
properly drain tho rain-water. They were copied by the Assistant Archosdogica! 
Suporintendent for Kpigrapliy during 1905. ^ine minor repairs (oo arc nccewary. 

The custodians of the temple may bo advised to see to the draining of the raiu-watcr 
completely. Tho teraplo is not now in the list The trustee agr^ to pay the 
■contribution, if Government bo pleased to look after tho conservation. I see no 
•objection to thU being done. 

101* This temple is on tho Maniyschi-Qailon Railway line of tho Tinnevelly Vlmnj- 
District It is said In have been built by Paraknuna PAndiya who bad his eapital at 
VidaitullliakoUai three miles north-east of the temple, on account of a vision of God Tentiil 
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directing him to -worsliip Viavanatha of Benares there. Honeo tho name, Tenkfisi’ 

(Southern Benares). The temple authorities agree to pay a contribution toward the- 
repairs noted hereunder, and honce the Government may undertake the conservation 
of the temple and declare the monument “ protected ” under the Ancient Monuments- 
Preservation Act. The sculptures on tho pillars of tho haliptiamaniapam are of good, 
workmanship^nd extend to a height of 14 feet. Tho wall of this mantapam has begun 
to sink consequent on the accumulation of mud, thus preventing thi* free j0ow of rain- 
water, which should bo removed. The shriuc'of kdmaholipttam requires under-pinning 
in places, where sinking has taken place. On account of the unsatisfactory 
foundations, the stones of tho Bairavar shrine have got out of position. The space at 
least should ho pointed. The flooring of the inner courtyard is not in good condition 
and the joints between some stones must be pointed to put a stop to the percolation of' 
rain-water. The terrace of tho iirumldppaiti on the south-west is leaky, and the 
temple authorities have begun examining these. They must be advised to complete- 
the work soon. The gopuram is greatly damaged and is in a dangeroug condition. 
The masonry on the storeys has almost disappeared. Stoneheams have been broken 
and doors removed and the entrance is closed at present. It would be better to bind' 
the stoneheams with angle irons to prevent further damage and then the doors may 
bo fixed and the entrance opened. It would be impossible to attempt any rebuilding 
Tho plaster figures on the gopuram arc all mutilated and it is necessary to preserve- 
these at least as they are. Some other repairs in various parts are necessary. \ 

Papavina- 102. This temple which is six miles west ot|Ambasamiidram is well looked after 

“Sff therefore there is no need for its inclusion in the list of monmnents conseired 

Papanasam- by Government. 
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103. This temple lying at a distance of two miles n est of Tenbfisi EaiJway station 
has two courts. All the shrmes are in the inner court. The outer courtyard has 
been much neglected, with the result that there is a large accumulation of earth 
The temple authorities should be advised to remove the earth. and also some 
vegetation over the virndna. The traditional account of the temple is that Siva at 
the request of the Divas told them to worship Eumfirasvami there, -who will free them 
from the Surapadmds. The sand Unga there, said to be the one worshipped bv the 
sage Agastya for two days is worth noting. The inscriptions of the temple ba4 not 
been noticed by the Epigraphical Department and the Assistant Archtoolomcal Suner- 
intendent for Epigraphy will be reque9tt>d to inclnde them in his next tour 
programme. It is needless to include this in the list but the Collector may be- 
requested to bring the suggestions to the notice of the custodians of the temple. 

' 104- This temple is six miles on the north of Shencottah Railway station. The 

entrance is from tho south-side of a hill up a flight of steps. An iron railing support 
has been fixed to one of the sides but it is not in a sound condition, and it is likely 
to give way before any strong pressure and might thereby cause hurt to the pilrrrims 
going up. Tho reservoir on the west which is the only means of wnter-eupph' is 
full of moss on account of the water not being baled out. Tho watof should bo baled 
out every year. Sundry repairs such as the stoppage of leakage should bo carefully 
attended to. Though this temple, which has an income of over Rs. 10,000, is not in 
tho list, tho Collector might Iw requested to advise tho custodians to see to tho 
completion of the above works in time. The construction of the tomplo is attributed 
to one Chimmanangi Thovar, Zamindfir of Vndagarai, with a legend of its own TT 
had a vision to construct this tempio and install therein the present sculpture of 
Balasubrahmanya that lay embedded near a cluster of bamboo trees called Pulik 
kattalai. Tho village of Panpuli containing tho Siva shrine dedic.ated to NucC^varn 
has on its northern mahntnanpipams boxdo inscriptions which do not npjwar to Im™ 
been copied by tho Epigraphical Department. Their attention will bo dmrn to thos? 

105. This fort was built for tlio protectiou of trade in 1G84, with the i)ormi«fn * 
of Queen Attifigal of tho Travoncorc State. It was renewed in 1690. re 
cathnato for 'repairs has Icon sent by rao countersigned, and it is adrisablo tliat^^fi 
work should bo begun and completed as early iu» possible. Ko pernianent wnlehmn« 
nceossarj- for this fort, but tho Deputy Tahsildar of tho place may be adriS,?* 
order tho menial sera-nnts of the rjllago to watch it and to remove vegetation wh 
ever jt appears, after the repairs are done. Sovcml portions of the fort roquire wpair" 


i 
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' Tho only open entrance to the fort is on the east with a watch tower over it and 
. over the western side facing the sea is another protection wall with loopholes for 
jnusketT)*. The other entrance lies within the fort. On all the four corners raised 
platforms hare been constructed with holes for musketry on the parapet wall. The 
other portions of the wall around aro of laterite^ all plain-built The well on the 
north-east huilt of laterite has an abundant water-supply and adjoins tho underground 
vaulted cellar. There are earthern pipes of 4' diameter, the purpose of which is 
not clear except that it may have been for a distribution of the water-supply. The 
wooden flagstaff shoitld be preserved by an application of wood preservative. The 
tomb of Daborab, the wife of the Dutch Oarnodo, who died on September 2nd 1704 
. as also another tomb without inscription arc on the outside of the north fort wall! 

The escarp wall on the east facing the sea, with musketry holes, lies buried under 
sand and requires being cleared and exposed and tlie missing stones replaced with 
mortar joints to suit the colour existing throughout. The door • of the main rampart 
wall is carved. The steps leading to the previous lighthouse above the underground 
stone-vanlted room must be carefully preserved. Raio water should not be allowed to 
get into the above chamber. So, a dwarfwall to the height of 3' or 4' should be 
built so as to prevent its entrance. The craoka in several parts of the main wall 
require being grouted and underpinning is necessary. 

106. This temple is situated at a distance of nearly 1 1 miles from Ramnad Rail- Mangale- 
way station. This was the place of worship of the Setupati kings. One Mutturama- 
linga Setupati planned to execute two towers, one of which has been finished, the other Uttara'kosa 
remains unfinished. The temple has an income of over Rs. 60,000. The walls, 
excepting those recently built, are in a neglected state, with the facing stones in 
several places fallen. The mud walls at the south-east corner put up for the storage 

• of straw, and the brick walls in several other places in the inner court should be 
removed at once as they are very unsightly. There are ancient sculptures in the 
Mndimantapam of a height of 3' to 4' which serve as brackets to the stone pillars. 

"The walls of the sanctuary which have been renewed by some Nattukksttai Chetties 
are not in conformity with theorigioal measurements. Fortunately the garlhapriham 

• of the goddess, the ar /^2 and the mahSmanta^ms have not been as yet touched. The 
garhhaqri^ms of the god and goddess are built of granite while the remaining parts 
of the temple are of sandstone. Some great stone pillars of nearly 30' in height have 

. good floral carvings- These were intended for the gojpuramt which were never built 
During the last renovation of the temple, the inscribed stones were removed and 
placed at random. It is hoped that this will be rectified at the next renovation. 

The temple authorities should he advised to store them up for inspection of the 
Assistant Archmological Superintendent for Kpigraphy before they are set up. The 
place has the name of Adi Chidambaram (or old Chidambaram) ou account of the local 
tradition that 6iva as represented iu the shrine of Nataraja known as kanagasdhah 
performed his mystic dance there in camera prior to his doing bo in public. The 
stone car with wheels and horse in the north-east of this shrine with the dancing and 
other figures on it is worthy of preservation. The missing parts mast be Bearched 
for pnd reset as far as practicable. The tank at the north-east of the temple known 
-as brahmafiriam has its walls sunk in several places. The Collector of the district 
is said to have issued a notice to the temple authorities calling upon them to main- 
tain it in good condition. The inscriptions on the walls were copied by the 
Assistant Arcbmological Superintendent for Epigraphy in 1905 No renewals are 
necessary for some time to come to the garbhagrihmn as also the mantapams in front. 

1 07. Information was got that some of the well-carved stones at the fanlr within Nayab’s 
the Navab’s Palace, Trichinopoly, had been removed by the Public "NVorks Department TridSlo- 
to certain other works, and on the Collector being addressed, it was reported that these 
stones were made use of for a flight of steps to the upper rock-cut cave in the Triehi- 
nopoly rock, and that the Executive Engineer has been requested not to remove any 

•others. It was desired that the stones, if any, met with in future, should remain m 
sita and not bo utilized for any other works. 

108. This is situated north of Trichinopoly rock, and is in a fair state of preser- Preston’s 
vation. The monument is fenced with iron spike^ but as It has not been provided with f 

:a strong lock by the Public Works Department, it affords facility for nuisance being poly* 

* Ose ef tlu coantn^rtiliaTtDgbMtt text iCrvadf. IbAOtSerhu bceo r«no**<l lu ih* UsNam. 
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committed. A warning may bo gircn to tho pcrpetratora of thn nuisance, for- 
affixing cowdung to Iho walls of the monumcut, mid to prosecute thorn for any infringe- 
mont under Bpction 16 of tho Ancient 'Momimonts rrcsorvatioii Act. As has been* 
pointed out, in other instances, tho vegetation, if not ntonco prevented will retard tho 
flow of rain-water and thus damage tho rampart uaills. Tho Public Works Depart- 
ment should be a little morn vigilant in removing vegetation and thereby preserve 
the monument. 

109. Application was received from the renovator of tho great temple at Jem- 
bukeSvaram, Tricliinopoly district, for permission to doniolish tho Kartar Afantnpam, as 
it obstructs tho putting up of certain largo modern piers at the place where it stood 
in acconlanco with the plan on which he is renovating tho place. It was inspected 
and found to oontain nothing of special nrchilccluml work. On a photo being 
taken, the permission applied for was granted and intimation was also given tliat 
tho demolition of any furthor aucient parts within the temple (Plato V, Pigs. 1 
and 2) must bo with tho consent of this Department, 

(rt) The temple ^va3 inspected. It has been undergoing repairs by the Chotties 
for several years past, ns can bo nspcrtaincd from a penis.iI of jirevlous annual reports. 
The work is progressing no doubt, but the whole temple enclosures present the 
appearance of an enlarged mason’s yard where tho carving of stones is in progress. 
It seems probable from all appearances that this must continue indefinitely for many 
years to come. How pilgrims can perform worship at such a place, and how the 
income of the temple from sucli sources will suffer or benefit is probably best known 
to those coneerned, but it is to bo hoped, that tho works, such os extension, demolition 
and reconstruction now taken in hand, will bo brought to completion with all- 
possible speed. Probably the present gonomlion will not see this end attained. 

110. This temple is situated nine miles north of Triohinopoly. It was built by 

the HoyealaBellalas carlyin the thirteenth century under the numcofVikramaparem 
in order to commemorate the victory of tho Hoysala Kings over the Cb9las. The 
temple itself is in a state of decay, and only tho court yard wall with a gateway and 
the central shrine^ where there are some inscriptions remain intact, the remaining* 
portions having disappeared. The vtmana contains good carving and architectural 
moulded work. In the recent repairs of 16 years ago, eare was not taken to renew the 
stucco plaster figures: It will be enough in future conservation repairs to re-ndjust 
the debris lying inride the court yard in such a way, that hy giving a slope to it,~ 
the rain-water may not percolate, but rnn down smoothly into the drain. There is a - 
dense growth of vegetation which, it has been suggested, should be removed 
forthwith. The leaky terrace roof should be repaired, and excepting this, no other- 
works are necessary. • 

111. This place marks the once extant large fort of tho Hoysala Bellala Kings, 
and for purposes of future excavations this was included in the conserved list. It has 
been found in recent inspectioos that the lands adjoining the site are held in pattd 
tenure and that the ryots of the place have completely excavated and removed all 
the foundation 'stones. Hence, it is submitted Jtbat this item, as it may not serve a 
useful purpose, may be removed from tho list. 

Moktls* 112. This, temple has been totally neglected by the owners and it is almost in 

^resTOmi ruins, there being scarcely anything worthy of conservation, and even if conservation 
be undertaken, it would be only rebuilding the temple which does not form the work 
of this Department. There are some inscribed stones in a displaced condition in Ihe- 
Bouthem wall of the manpipamya front of the garlhagTikam which do not appear to 
have been examined by the Assistant Archseologieal Superintendent, and ho must see 
to these soon. The lands surrounding tho site Itave all been brought under wet 
cultivation, and in a short time it is likely that the owners of the lands will encroach 
on the present deserted temple and thus efface all traces of it from the site. 

113. This temple, though comparatively less interesting from an archreological 
point of view than those mentioned above, is being carefully looked after by the 
owners and the numerous pilgrims who throng to the temple, and hence it is needless 
to have it in the ronferved list.

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in the hillock, there are two courts on the rock itself. ' There are cracks on the eastern 
entrance, which have caused the stones to fall in many places. The prakaras are kept 
in such a miserable condition tliat rain-water cannot drain through them. The stones 
of the side avails of the tank ■within the temple are fallen and require resetting. The 
flag stone terrace around the garhhagriham has leakage which requires being closed. 

The temple authorities do not seem to care about the coi^erration of the temple and 
as there is nothing to \Tarrant its conservation by Government, it will be removed 
from the list. 

115. This place, which IS 27 miles south-east of SankarulrugBailway station was Namakkat 
one of those buUt by the Naick Kings of Madura, who also held sway over the Kongu 
country. The joints of the stones of the walls are all very accurately set and &e 
whole fort itself is in a ver}' good state'of preservation. Some minor .works have 
been done this year, including plastering bnt it is a pity that the plastering over the 

S ets and copings is not coloured. The leaky portions of the temple in the fort 
i be carefully attended to by the Public Works Department. The powder 
magazine and several of the water reservoirs are all in good condition. The southern 
entrance should be closed lest the monument be interfered with by people who may 
otherwise get free access to it. The rock -cut temple of Narasinjhasvami including 
Miranyasamharam^ Vaikuuianarugaunn^ Vamana. and Trivikrama Avatara'u containing 
several carvings are worthy of preservation. The inscriptions found in the temple 
have been copied by the Epigraphical Dep.'U'tment. 

(a) The monolithic figure of Hauumar is worth preserving. There is also a 
rock-cut image of Refiganatha lying on the hood of KfirkSdaka. It is finely sculptured 
and is locally said to mive been formed by Visvakarma, the celestial architect. 

(6) Owing to the excellent carvings within both these temples above mentioned, 
and their location in the rock, they have been brought in the “protected ” list as the 
custodian agreed to the proposal, and also consented to meet a portion of the cost of 
future repairs, should any become necessary.

(3) Gangadarasvami and JagadUvarau'umi tempUi on Bugdda hilt^ Kottakolla, 
Goomsur taluk. Repaired last year utid arc in good condition.

(5) Buddhist nonoUthie and structural remains of a monastery on the Bojannakonda 
Ulh^ Sankaram, Anakapalle taluk. Repairs were carried out in March^ 1912. 
Dagobas have been repaired as far aa money has been allotted and caves kept in good 
order. 

(6) BuddKisi structural remains of a monastery on the Bodikonda^ Guruhaktha- 
konda and Burgakonda hilU^ Ramatirtham, Vizianagaram taluk. The monument was 
last repaired in October 1911. The path was mended last year and may be done 
again next.

(18) Cave^ west of Bestoada, Bozwada, Bozwuda taluk. Rook-outting, forming 
and removing shrubs Vi ore carried out. Present condition : good. 

(21) Rock-cuttings on the fall including fve caves, Bezwfida, Bezwada taluk — 

(,i) Qovinda cave. — Repairs such as rock-cutting, forming pathways and 
lemoving vegetation was done during the year. Present condition is good. 

(ii) Ramanuja Bilan. — Rough stone pillars in place of those wanting were 
construked and repairs to cracks aud removing vegetation done. Present condition 
is good. 

(iv) Akkanna, Madanna crtVM.— Removing rubbish on the top of mantapa, 
repairing the same with concrete in eurki mortar and making proper pathway and 
removing vegetation were carried out. Present condition is good. 

(v) Tioin caves soulh of Akkanna, Madonna halls. — Removing large portion of 
Tock debris fallen down in front of the openings, clearing shrubs, etc., has been done. 
Present condition is good. 

(22) Narasimkasvemi temple, Konduru, Bezwada taluk. Last year, prickly-pear 
and jungle were cleared by the owuore. It is in good condition. No repairs are 
req^uired. 

(2S) Sill fort and palace on ike hill, Kondapalli, Bezwada taluk. Prickly-pear 
removed and front gate walla repaired. Some portions near the gate at top have 
fallen down and require to bo made up. / 

(24) Caves on the hill, Mogalrajapuram, Bezwada taluk ; — 

(ii) Cave on the back of MogalrujapuTam qnarru. — Clearing shrubs and strength- 
ening front piUara, oto., were carried out in 1910-1911. No repairs are required for 
tho present. 

(iii) Cave on the south of Mogalrdjapuram village, — Clearing shrubs was carried 
out in 1909-1910. No repairs are required for the present. 

(iv) Cave to the east of Mogalrojapuram village- Strengthening tho pillars 
and earth work to drain off rain water will be carried out in 1912-1913. 

(25) Jalakesvaraivumi and Vitvesvarasvami temple, Ghantasala, Bander taluk. 
Repairs to tho extent of Rs 4 was carried out-

Wort at Head-quarters. 

Hr. A. Bea, the late Supermtendent ot this Circle retired from Gorernment 
service and made over charge of this oflce to me on the afternoon of the I6t}i Octo- 
ber 1918. Ae per the orders of Government contained in G.O. R. No. 663, Public, 
dated the 20th October 1013, 1 was appointed Supermtendent of this circle, with 
effect from the 17th October 1913, orcelMi.A. Rea. retired. Lurmg the year I 
was granted one montli’e privilege leave as per Q.O. R. No. 40i, Public, 'dated 
the 18tb July 1913, and my Head Clerk was in ©barge of the routine work of the 
ofllce during my absence. 

2. The Manager and Head Photographer who bad been deputed to assist 
Hr. A. Eea with his special work at the Modms Museum returned to this office on 
the 17th October 1918, on the retirement of Mr. A. Rea. 

3. The appointment of C. S. Sondnram Ayyar as Head Clerk in this office was 
coofinned on the 16th July 1913. The services of C,^S. Snaminathu Ayyar, typist 
in this office were temporarily transferred to the Revenue Secretariat on the 9th 
September 19l3,andK. Ramachandrn Rao wasoppointed to act instead. The services 
of the temporarj’ clerk were dispensed witli on the 17tb October 1913, in consequence 
of Mr. A. Era’s retirement. 


4. At the request o{ the Superintendent of the Madras Museum, the Manager 
was deputpPd on the 6th December 1913 to assist that officer with the superintending 
of the packing and despatching of the duplicate antiquities belonging to the Tinne- 
vellv prehistoric collection. 'J he Manager returned to this ofBce on tbe 1st April 
1914. 

5. The services of the two temporarv draftsmen were dispensed wiUi ontheSOth 
September 1013. There are still a mimber of unfinished drawings in tliis office 
which were commenced some years ago, but until these are required for some definite 
purpose as illustrations to special articles or monographs, it seems unnecessary to preluratloQ 
engage special men at present to finish the work. In many cases, photographs might 

be made to take the place of some of these drawings as illustrations, and as photo- ^ 
graphs nto far more accurate and less costly to produce toan hand-drawings, the 
former should alir«j-s ho employed in preference to the fatrer whenever possible. 

"With the exception ot a few plans aud sections of the cairns excavated at Siru- 
mugai in the Coimbotore district required to illustrate my report on the work carried 
’out there during iho year under report, no now drawings Jiave been prepared.

General of Archaology. ^ 

9. Mr. A. Rea was supplied with 230 photographs and a large number of plans 
and drawings to serve as illustrations to his work on the Seven Pagodas ” which he 
is preparing for Government 

10. The Asaiatant Arcbreological Superinteudent for Epigraphy has been sup- 
plied with 150 more photographs of sculptural subjects to serve as illustrations to his 
handbook on the “ Iconography of Southern India ’’ wl ieh he has been requested by 
Government to prepare. I have also supplied him with a number of drawings in this 
connection. 

11. At the request of the Superintendent of the Madras Museum, the Head 
Photographer was deputed on tho 3rd December 1913 to work at the Museum in 
connection with an illustrated catalogue of the duplicate antiquities belonging to the 
Tinnevelly prehistoric collection. Ho returned to duty in this office on the 16th 
March 19U. 

12. The services of tlte temporary Photographer sanctioned in G.O. No. 1231, 
Public, dated the 3rd October 1913, will be dispensed with on the 16th April 1914, 

13. A list of tho now photographs taken during the year nndcl* report is given 
in Appendix A. 

14. During the last hill recess, the Director-General of Arohajology was sup- 
plied with u brief of tho progress of Archteological work in this Circle during 

1912-13 for incorporation in Part I of his Annual Report, ond for Part II of the same 
report, 1 prepared illustrated articles on the following subjects : “ The Tolapurusha- 
d5na ceremony,’’ The Cmder Mouud at Kudatini in the Bollary district,’* and 
** The Kota temples at Kctagin in the Nilgiris ”. It is understood that these articles 
will appear in due course in Part II of the publication mentioned above. During tho 
year uuder report a new list of pboto-uegativos in this office has been published and 
made available to the public. 

15. Tho old list of ancicut monuments in this Presidency, dated 1910, is now 
under revision and I trust tliat it will be possible to issue a new and up to date list 
sh ''■tly, but there still remain a vast number of monuments awaiting inspection before 
a thoroughly complete list can be prepared. The tollowing is a list of additiomil monu-

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(16) The Chouiar^t This is an insignificaat looking building which until recently 

wnsused as a Deputy Tohsildar’BoiBco and ha# beenmodomiBcd and repaired accordingly. The 
only objects of interest which it now containa are four beautifully carreil wooden pillars and a 
cofiered wooden ceiling and a fine old earred wooden door loading into a passage on the east side 
of the inner courtyard. The front of the building faces the north and is pronded with an open 
verandah supported by plain mnssivo wooden pillars of simplo design and a coffered wooden 
ceiling over the main entrance. 

(17) In order to save these portions of tho building from farther decay, the inner court- 
yard of the palace should be included in tho Standard List and maintained in good repair at 

^Government expense. With a building of this Mnd, it seems a pity that it cannot bo put into 
good repair and oaed for some usefnl purpOTe, such as a school or a hospital, as it seems rather 
a waste of public funds to preserve the building merely on account of tho hoantiful and interesting 
wooden pillars and ceiling. The only altcniativo is to removu the pillars, etc., to the Madras 
Museum. 


AUhougb this building represents the remains of tho palaco of the old Jain Chief known as 
the Choutar, all tho carvings are Hindu in origin and workmanship and aro Chalukyau in style. 

The \iort4on of the palace on the east sido of tho inner courtyard which^s now occupied as 
a residence by a descendant of the last of tho old Ohontar Chiefs contains nothing of any anti- 
quarian or artistic interest and is not worth preserving at Government expense.

They are evidently wheel-made and are free from orna- 
ment save a few lines of simple monldings around the rim of the lid and the neok and base of 
the urn. On removing the cover or lid, the um ia found to bo packed to the brim with fine rod * 
earth (sifted gravel) wnioh appears to have baonoriginaliy poured into the urn in the form of 
liquid mud which has since become transformed into a solid mass similar in shape to that of tho 
urn. ^ Imboddei In this solidified mud, we found the remainsof human skulls and bones, corroded 
iron implements, pottery domestic vessels, a few beads, and a few stone flakes which appear to 
have been used as implements or were placed in tho grave to represent such tools or weapons. 
Figute^in (u) shows one of those banal arm as ther ^appear when erbumed, and (b) of the 
same Figure shows a human skull and bones found inside tho urn. The slcull is little more than 
a solid mass of dried red rand with portions o! decayed bone adhering to if, and the cavities in 
the arm and leg bones were also found fall of dried red earth. All tho bones were found 
broken into small pieces and must have been devoid of flesh and probably sen-dried before they 
were pkeed in the nrn, otherwise, it is diflicnlt to understand how the liquid mud oould have so 
deeply penetrated and filled so completely every large and small cavity m both'sknll and bones. 

The skull shown here in Figure HI (i) was the only one wc were able to find which retained any 
resemblance to its former shape. So far as one can judge from suob a decayed specimen there 
18 nothing remarkable about its size or shape In this particular instance, the skull was found 
At the bottoni of the urn and the broken atm and leg bones towards the top. But as a rule 
there is notning to indicate the eiaot position in which tho remains of the dead were placed in 
theiun. In my opinion, they appear to havo boon thrown in at random after the Wd and 
-drinking vessels were put m, together with tho weapons or implements and then the urn filled 
to the brim with liquid mad, the lid wae then placed in position, and the crave filled in with 
gravel and big stones. The site of the grave woa then onolosed by a ting of big boulders which 
also acted as a retaining wall for the mound of stones heaped up inside ttio circle.

In one cairn containing % root -cut tomb, vra found ihree urns of tbe tj-po ehown in Figure 
’VII. Tbese ntus w-ere placed outside the tomb chamber, the tomb itself contained nothing bat 
..red earth and gravel and ivas without signs of Bkoll or ^nes. Tbe foor little legs attached to 
-the base of tbe vessel are no doubt intended to take tbe place of the ring-stands. All three urns 
•were found filled with red earth mixed with minnte fragments of bone but nothing else was 
found. Foar-legged nms of this tjpe have been found in ancient graves at Perambair and 
Pallavaram in the Ohinglepnt district, at AdicbanaHur in the Titmevellj district, and in 

- certain roefc-enfc tombs discovered ofi the West Coast. 

Unfortnnatcly, we found no coins or inscribed artieles that would help one- to fix the ago 
of these graves. The presence of iron and stone implements in the same burial am may indicate 
that these tombs go back to tbe early iron age when a vast nnmber of people must necessarily 
have continued to use atone implements long after iron was known. On the other hand, tbese

- shows that tbe people who made these quaint tombs for their dead were a highly civilised race 
of a more advanced type than any of the existing jangle tribes that now live in the forests 

. along the foot of the Nilgiria in this part of the Coimbatore district.

10. PtihlicdUom . — In 1916 Sir John Marshall, tho Director-General of 
Archffiology in India, proposed to tho Government of Madras that I should bo- 
requested to prepare a standard work on South Indian Arehiteciure.'^ Tho 
Government has now asked mo to commence this work at once, and I have agreed to • 
this proposal. Sir John Marshall has suggested that I should start tho work with a 
history of “Pallava Architecture,” the earliest Hindu architecture found in the South- 
ern India. As no extra time or funds have been sanctioned for tho work, it will have 
to be done during the hill recess and published in instalments in my annual reports 
until finished. The work can then bo publisbcd in book form at verj' little cost as 
the necessary blocks for the illustrations will thus bo available without additional 
expenditure to Government. Daring the last few years I have been collecting material 
for this work and now have sufficient to make a start in Part II of this report with a 
history of “ Pallava Architecture, ”^nd I hope to complete the subject in ray noj^t 
annual report, but the historical portion of the work involves a vast amount of refer- 
ence work whioh takes considerable time. ‘

PALLAVA ARCHITECTURT:. 


1. niSTOllY. 


Dorinp tbo last few years, a oonsidferable nmooni of cpprapbi'cal material rolatinp to tho 
bUtory of the Pallaraa has been collected aqd poblwhcd in the Kpigra}>hxci Jndiea, South Indian 
Inscn>tiOTi* and the Beports of ihotAiehaxitogieal Siirre’jo/ India. This •material ii Of 

the greatest talne hot being soatlercd through n number of different publications it is not readily 
accessible to tho edneated public. The late Mr. V. Venkayya’s article on The Pallavaf, appear- 
ing in the cliiiitiaf Report of the Archtrohgical Surrey of India for 1906-07, is tho most interest- 
ing history of this dynasty so far nabUsbod, and tho following acconut of tho Pallavas has 
been compiled mainly from that Trort. Dr. G. JonTeau-Pohrcoil, the distinguished French 
Archmologist of Pondieherry, has recently published two books— -JVia *Pallapas, and Pallaeo. 
Antiquities, two ralnable conmbntions to our knowledge of this subject. Dr. JonTeau-Dabrouil 
has been, perhaps, rather mote snecessful than prorions scholars in collecting material for a 
history of the Psllavas, because he ie the first Epigraphist in India to realize the importance of 
studyuig tho architecture of a monament as well as jU inscriptions. His original researches in 
this direction are most tslnablo and throw quite a new light on the manner in which inscriptions 
should ha studied in future. 


The present method of relying enUrely on inscriptions for fixing -the dates of ancient 
monnxncntsi adopted hy Dr. F. Hnltesch and others, is open to objection, becanse when this 
method of investigation is employed alone eerioos mistakes may occur. It is possible that the 
inscription on a monntnent may hare b^n inscribed long after it was erected. In snch cases, 
the inscription would not only giro no information about tho original .author of tho monu- 
ment but may even lead us into error. Then again, if ihe stndy of arcbitecturo is neglected, how 
is the Epigraphist going to determine the age of a monument that does not possess any 
inscription. 

nowever, the presont-day opinion seems to bo that a study of those inscriptions alone is 
the only means of arriring at a solution of ibis question. Dr. E. Hnltsseh.ln a recent work 
on Paliava Jnscnpfi<ms of the Seven Pagodas (^Epigraphia Initta, Vol X, No. /, page 1) 
states : — “■ The important question of the authors and the dates of these excavations can be 
answered only by a careful study of the inscriptions engraved on them.” 

This dogmatic statement indicates that Dr. Hultzsch knows very little about the history 
of Indian architecture. One great difficulty about fixing the dates of Paliava monuments 
with the md of their inscriptions alone is, that so many Paliava princes had not only the same 
name but also the same epithets, which makes it almost impossible to know exactly which 
prince is referred to in the inscriptions. Another point about tho study of Paliava inscriptions 
which Dr. Jouvcau-Dnbrcuil brings to our notice for the first time is, that in the early p-art 
of the eighth century A J)., three different kinds of Sanskrit alphabets v, ere in use at the same 
period. This discovery shows thst different kinds of alphabets have been able to exist at tho 
same period and that a difference in the stage of evolution (Jf tho letters docs not neocasarilr 
imply a difference image. 

Even at the present-day, we often employ an arobaio form of alphabet for special purposes 
such as the lettering for religious memorials, legal documents and tho titles of newspWera 
and journals. There is cwitainly no reason why tha Pallavas should not have done the same 
with regard to their religiousmionuments. 


• ThclateMr.V.Venkayya informs us that the word Paliava is apparently the Sanskrit 
form of the tribal name Pahlaca oj Fahnava of the Pnranaa. Tho Pahlavas ate described as a 
northern or north-western tribe whoso territory lay somewhere between the river Indus and 
Persia. They were Ksbatriyas originally, bat gradually became degraded by their omission 
of the sacred ntes and transgressing tho authority of the Etahmsnss. The admission that Aev 
did not conform to Brahmaoicsl practices seems to indicate that they wore either foreiuners or 
else becamo Jains or Buddhists. If they wore foreigners, their immigration must have taken 
place at a very remote period. 

Mr. "Vincent Smith {Early History of JmfiVi, Second. Edxtion). discredits the theory that the 
Pallavas of Southern India came from Persia. He thinks it more likely that they were a tribe 
clan or caste which was formed iu tho Bpittern part of the Ma-draa Presidency, ^sibly in the

The earliest Hug of this series is Simhavishno who claims to hare ivauquishod the illalara, 
Calahhta, M&Uva, ChOla and P&odya kings, "tbeSimhaU Hog prond of tlie straagth of ou^ 
•arms” and tho KSrolas. From this it would appear that tho CbSla country did not wlong to’ 
■the Pallavas beforo the reign of SimhavUhna and that it was he who conquered it. It mnst 
have b^u a dUBcult task since all the southern Hogs appear to biro opposed it. HU son and 
Bnccessor was MshGndrararman I. 

The Pallavas now engage in a deadly etruggle agoiost the Cbllukyai of Bad&mi in the 
Bombay Presidooey. The causes which brought about this long war are not stated, hat tho 
hostility hetweeu the two trihos became so intense, that each loD^cd upon the other as its natural 
enemy. The history of this period consists mainly of tbo events of this war with the Chalukjas, 
which lasted for neatly a contory, and was tho ultimate aauso of the doolinB and fall of both tbo 
Pallavas and 'ttrestera Chalnkyo* about the middle of the eighth century. 'L’ho Cbatakyan- 
king Pulikfisin H of Biditmi, who w.is MahSadra’s contei^orary, asceuied tho throne in b09 
A.P. and soon avoroamo the great Harsavardbana of Kanauj. He tlieu turned his arms 
against the south. Pistapura, thn modem Pith&puram in the G5d.\v4ri district, was the first t i fall. 
Then PnlikSslu drove thd PsUavas out of their norifaern province and advanced far into the 
Pallava country and even their capital was threatened. It u stated, with regard to this event, 
that “ Pulikenu subsequently caused the eplcndbur o! the lord ol the Pallavas, who had opposed 
the ti^e of his power, to be obscured by tho dust of bis army and to vanish behind the walls of 
Kanchipuram.'’ 

This invasion of the Pallava kingdom la indirectly admitted by MahSudravarman I, wbo 
^jlaims to have defeated the Ohalukyas at PuIUlOra near Kanohipuram, when the enemy were 
driven back and tho capital saved. However, after this event the Chalakyas permanently occu- 
pied the northern province of tho Pallava dominions, and Vishnnvardhaaa, the yoanger brother 
^3f PuUkSdn U. who was probably sent out as govornor of the nswly acquired province, eventn- 
ally established himself at V6ngi and started the Baatom Gh&lukya dynasty somstime beforo 
S32 A.D. 

It is possible that the natoral enmity tetween tho Pallavas and the Oh&lnkyas may have had 
* religious basil. The Pallavas wereworshippen of 6iva aai bad a ball for their crest, while the 
Chalukyas were devotees of tho god Vishnu and had a bear for their crest.

It is 
clear that at this period, internal dissensions had set in the Pallava family. The Chalnkyas of ' 
Bftda.mvwere not slow to tako advantage of this unsettled state of .the Pallava country and 
'Vikram&ditya II, grandson of Vinayaditya, having * resolved to nproot completely his natural 
enemy, the Pallava, who had robbed of their splendour the pTe»ious kings born from his race, . 
reached with great speed Tondaimandalam, attaoked at the head of battle and put to flight the 
Pallava called Nandipotavanuan (Nandivarman), who had come to meet him.’ The city of ‘ 
Ksnehipuram was captured by the enemy. 

The late Mr. Venkayja commenting on this defeat of the Pallavas says : ‘ The procedure 
adopted by VikratDa.ditya after tho captnre of tho Pallava capital shows that tho frequent wars 
waged in India by ancient kings agaiusc one another did not much affect either the country or - 
the peaceful iuhahitants. In fact, the atrocities of later Indian warfare wore unknown in early 
times. It is said of Vikramaditya that though he took Jlllnolupuram, he did not destroy it and 
that, having made the twico-horn, the distressed and the helpless rejoice by continnal gifts, he 
acquired great merit by granting heaps of gold to the SailasaniLtha and other temples in the 
city.’ Mr. Venkayja also informs us that Mann lays down the laws of war thus : — 

“ (Let no man engaged in combat smite) one who sleeps } nor one who is without tho 
coat of mail ; not one who is naked ; nor one who is disarmed ; nor one who is a spectator but - 
not a combatant; nor oue who is cnoounteriag another.” Also: "Having conquered (a 
oonntry), let (him) respect the deities (adored in tt) and the virtuous Bi&hmans ; lei (him) also - 
'frl grant uumunitiea (to the people) and pobliojtly proclaim safety (to all)." 

‘^’■'■^cgaslhenes, who came to India in the fourth century before ,OhriBt, remarks as follows 
about ib« Indian laws of war (B. C. Z)k«’s Cmhzation m Aneieni India, Vol. I, p. 226) : 

'* Fof, whereas among other nations, it is usual in the contests of war to ravage the soil, and 
thus to reduce it to an uncultivated waste, among Indians, on tho contrary, by whom hasbond- 
men are regarded as a class that is sacred and inviolable, the tillers of tho soil, oven whon battle 
is laginc in their ncighhonrhood, are undisturbed by any sense of danger ; for tho combatants 
on either side, in waging the conflict, make camago of each olh^, but allow those engaged in 
husbandry to remain quite unmolested. Besides they neither ravage an enemy’s laud wim &e, 
nor cut down its trees,” These principles incolcatM by Mauu and observed in onoiont times 
were evidently not forgotten in the eighth century A.I). 

This crushing defeat of the Fsllavns by the Cbalu^yas seems to hare dealt tho dcath-hlow to 
tho sovereignty of tho former. Thus the history of the Pallavas emphasises the oft-repeated 
lesson of Indian history that, when intcmal dissonslons set in, the decline and disappearanoe 
of a dynasty is only a matter of time. 

Strangely enough, their rivals, tho Western Ch&lukyos also ceased to bo tho ruling power 
in tho west about the somo timo as Pallava osccndancy camo to au end in tho south. 

Nandivormnn is said lo lisve reigned foe about fifty years, and was succeeded by Aparftjita, 
who vanquished tho Pindya king, Varaguna TI, at the battle of Sri Purambiya, but was himsolf 
overcome by tho Chola king Adityal, about the end of tho ninth century. From that timo 
Pallava supremacy Cnally passed away and was transferred to the Chulaa, who brought nil the 
southern kingdoms undex their control during tho tenth and cloventh centuries. 

At this pcri(>d, Pnllava arclutecturc ceases to exist as a sepanto stylo and ntcrgc-s into that 
of tho Ch'ilM.

Tba numerous important Buddhist remams at Amaravati, Guntnpalli, Anakni.alli, 
IJamalhutham and other places in the northern part of tho Madras Fresidcncy, and the Jaina 
monuments In the southmi dUtricta, show that these two cr(<edi flonrishc<l side by side in the 
sormth century AJ>. and were in fact, the provaiUng religions of the ccnnlry at that perio*!. 
Thei^foTV, it is probable that lomo of the FalLvva kings were either dainas or Buddhist*. 
llowBtcr, such names a* EiTssksndsTarmsn and 8knndavarman borne by somo of tho earlier 
king*, appear to show that many of them wen* Eniroa at a very e-irly dale* Tho fact that Uiey 
bad lie lull for tbfif m»l and thcclnb (khatvqnga) for tbeir banner denotes this. Some of 
the kings who inwl the Saiukrit ebarters w e re probably tdhcreiiU of the Voiihnava faith as 
indieatM by mch name* as Simbasiihnn. \TshQt.guj>«, etc. Abe fart that same of the I’aliava 
Eire teiaptes contain images of Vishnu along with the licgaa shews that both deities were 
werthipps'l with equal veccraliou and that the Pallavas most have feen wonderfully free frem 
rttigloua Icgolry.

The lingas were hrgo 
and cylindrical in sliapo, highly polished nod mountod cn yoni pedestals of the mnal kind. 
Tho shrine chamber is free from all ornaraont’ within, hut usually has a dvilraplla, or doorkoopor, 
oarvod in high relief standing on each side ofthoontranca into tho Fanclum. Tho oxtornal ends 
of tho facade aro also often provided with iiguroa of doorkoopora, one at each end protecting tho 
ontor cntrnuco. Some ot thoio figures ore very largo and have n cbaracturistio poao which is 
somewhat difforont to that of tho doorkeepers of tho later poriod.i. They generally stand facing 
tho spectator, in rather an aggrearivc atlitudo with ono hand resting on a huge clnb. Others, 
iiave one hand raised to tho head in the net hf ndomtion. 

A very characteristic feature about temples in this style, is tho typo of pillar found in them. . 
These arc about two feet square in scotioa and about sovon foot in height. Tho upper and lower 
i / portions arc cubical, while tho middle portion of the shaft has tho angles hevolled oil which 
makes the iniJdlo third octagonal in scolion. Sometimes the cubical portidns hro decorated with 
a conventional lotns flower design similar to the lotos medallions appaariug on^tho stone rails of 
the Amatavati StQpa 'Llic capitals of the pillars arc ••implo eorbols or hniekets supporting tho 
architrave above. Tho lower or undersido of tho bracket is rounded upwards ond 'sometimes 
decorated with horizontal rows of roll ornament. Ikioh pillar has a eorrospondtng side pilaster. . 
JTig. 4 (a).] 

Tho cotnico of the faoado and that over tho ahrino doorway when decorated, usually.takcs • 
.the form of a heavy projecting convex moulding decorated with the Buddhist gahle-window 
ornament. This ornament simulates a miniature rarrel-vaultcd roof decorated with little horse* 
shoo'shaped gable-windows. Hnman beads are portrayed peering through the windows and tho 
gables have largo flat<hcadcd flnials shaped like garden spades. fFig. 2 (&).] 

Another Buddhist fcaturo that is sometimes met with in early Pallava mODumouts is the 
Buddhist rail ornament. Floriated toranas or arches, aro also sometimes depleted in bas-relief, 
spanning an cntranco or as an ornament over a niche contaming an image. [Fig 2 (A).] 

Tbo'floor of the temple is usually raised a few foot above tho natural ground-level and 
approached by a flight of rock-cut steps. many oases tho step have been left unfinished, 
inoioating that this work was always loft to tho last. When inscriptions occur in theso temples, • 
they will gonexally he found engraved on tho pillars or along tho architrave of the facade. 

(2) firdmaifu slyis.— The monuments in this style aro of three kinds Cave-temple^, 
monolitoio free-standiog temples oommonly knoxm ns ratf>a$ and rook sculptures. The oavo 
temples are excavated in tho face of the rock in the same mauner ns those liclonging to the 
eartiot period but their facades arc usually more ornamental and contain pillars of a different 
variety. On plan, the interiors mo much tho same as those of the cnve-temple's in the MahSndra 
style, with siiwai small square shcinc chambers cut in the back wall which aro usually free from 
ornament within. _ Tho pillarod halt In front of tho shrine often contains large panels cut in the 
side walls filled with sculptural figures to high relief. These are usually of great beauty and 
•executed with rematkahlo skill. The interior too, ot the more oruamental oave-templea, is pi-o- 
videdwitb cornice and plinth mouldings. Tho oornlce is decorated with the Buddhist gable- 
window ornament often with a frieze of bacred geeso bolow it and the plinth with two or three 
'flat horizontal bands or mouldings mnuing all round the base of the hall. 

The most striking feature about the M&malla stylo is the cations shapo of the pillars. 
The square heavy pillaxs with corbel capitals of tbo earlier period are replaced by pillars of a 
more elegant shape and better proportion. The base of the pillar is cafved in tho shape of a 
conventional lion sitting very erect and carrying the shaft of the column on the top of its head. 
The shaft is still octagonal in section but of better proportion and orowned with a bulbous capi- 
* tal having a fiat abacus. Between the capital and the orcLitrave is usually a double bracket 
Bupportiug the cornice. This latter feature is obviously a stone copy of a wooden model. 


The eo-called raihaa, are rock-cut models ot structural temples chie’fly of timber construc- 
tion. They vary in style and on plan but aro decorated in the same manner ns thn cavc-temples 
of this period. They will be described in detail later on. 

The rook sculptures are large bes-tolief sculptural scenes oarvod on the face of a cliff stand- 
ing in the open air and are different to those within tlic temples. There are, only three or four 
-examples of this type of monument, all of which are situated at tho Seven Pagodas’. 

The earliest sculptural representations of Indian deities are usually portraved ns ordinary 
mortals with only one pair of arms As a rule, additional heads and limbs denote a later period 
but there are exceptions to this rule, as wo find images of 8ivn with four arms at tho very begin- 
ning of nindu art in tbo seventh century. Tbo big image of Biva m the Triehinopoly oave- 
templc’i® example ot this. "We know from the inecdptioaia this temple that this imago was 
carved at the same time as tho rest of tbo lomplo and is not a later addition. But images of • 
the minor deities and figures of doorkecpois am nsnaliy portrayed with only ono pair of arms. In 
lalor times they are portrayed with four arms. ^ 8acrra symbols, such os tho Sankha (conch) and 
^nVra fdiscus) are represented in early Indian art without flames of Cro issuing from their
